REPORT  OF  HONDE 

DISTRICT 

John     Nduna,    Superintendent. 

Bishop  Booth  and  Fellow 
Workers  : 

At  the  last  Conference  the 
Board  of  Lay  Activities  advis- 
ed the  Church  operating  within 
tlie  Confei-onc3  bjuiuls  to  carry 
out  an  effective  programme  in 
the  study  and  teaching  of  Ste- 
wardship throughout  the  year. 

The  year  of  Stewardship 
Campaign  is  now  drawing  to  a 
close.  Much  study  and  teach- 
ing on  different  elements  of 
this  constructive  truth  have 
been  given  by  many  Church 
leaders  at  various  places  in 
this  Church  of  God. 

The  Honde  District  deplores 
the  fact  that  circumstances 
made  it  impossible  for  Miss  B. 
Reitz  to  visit  it  this  year, 
nevertheless  the  C' h  u  r  c  h 
greatly  appreciates  her  book- 
lets and  the  pictures  she  sends 
them  at  different  times.  Her 
presence  in  that  section  of  our 


work  would  have  been  an  in- 
spiration to  every  one.  She 
wanted  to  spend  her  time  there 
mainly  in  preaching  and  teach- 
ing the  people  of  various  ages 
about  Stewardship.  This 
-teaching  in  a  young  Church 
cannot  be  a  secondary  matter, 
for  a  child  needs  to  grow  with 
a  sound  understanding  which 
will  help  him  later.  The  early 
Missionaries  taught  a  great 
deal  about  the  subject  of  Ste- 
wardship and  many  Africans 
followed  that  teaching.  Mr. 
L.  Kasambira,  one  of  our  old 
teachers  responded.  Last 
September  he  wholly  gave  his 
possessions,  time  and  life  for 
the  work  of  the  district  with- 
out thought  of  a  regular  mon- 
thly pay.  He  gladly  took  up 
the  work  of  Gatse  Bible  School 
which  now  has  an  enrolment 
of  41  children,  and  more  than 
70  hearers  on  Sunday  gather- 
ings. He  also  cares  for  Man- 
deya  where  Sunday  gather- 
ings vary  from  70  to  80.  We 
hope  this  place  to  be  ou:  next 
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Bible  School  in  the  near  future. 

Although  I  am  far  from  the 
activities  of  the  work  of  the 
district,  there  is  much  that  can 
be  said  about  its  spiritual  needs. 
The  Pastor's  quarterly  reports 
give  enough  information  in 
regard  to  the  need  for  more 
evangelistic  meetings  so  that 
many  more  may  be  freed  from 
the  ruling  power  of  the  devil. 

During  the  winter  the  Pas- 
tor's Clinrch  plans  were  affect- 
ed by  illness  which  made  it 
impossible  for  him  to  continue 
his  postoral  work  and  he  was 
forced  to  leave  home  for  special 
medical  treatment.  Thanks 
are  due  to  the  Local  Preachers, 
Class  Leaders  and  Rukwadza- 
no  Women  who  kept  up  the 
visitation  of  the  surrounding 
villages,  cariying  out  their 
duties  faithfully  and  whole 
heartedly.  They  also  helped 
in  two  special  religious  meet- 
ings held  during  the  year.  In 
all  Gl  souls  were  converted 
and  experienced  the  new  birth. 
They  have  been  enrolled  as 
beginners  in  the  Church.  As 
a  result  of  the  work  of  these 
sol  liers  of  the  Cross  in  propa- 
{iiiti'ig  the  Christian  knowledge 
among  their  fellow  men  the 
attendance  at  Church  services, 
Sunday  School  and  Class 
meetings  is  gradually  increas- 
ing at  our  preaching  places. 
The  Word  of  God  says:  "Go 
ye  therefore  unto  the  partings 
of  the  highways,  and  as  many 
as  ye  shall  find,  bid  to  the 
marriage.  Matt.  22:9.  There 
are  hundreds  of  hungry  souls 
at  the  partings  of  the  highways 
of  our  country  waiting  to  be 
invited  to  the  universal  feast. 


We  are  glad  to  report  the 
beginning  of  Rukwadzano 
membership  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mayi  Katsidzira.  Nine 
women  pledged  to  be  loyal 
members  in  their  ho:nes  and  in 
the  service  of  Christ.  They 
were  given  badges  of  member- 
ship, joining  themselves  with 
the  Main  Movement  which  is 
working  within  the  Conference 
with  one  common  aim  of  win- 
ning others  for  Christ.  This 
year  they  won  five  other  wo- 
men. 

The  official  members  of  the 
Hondo  quarterly  meeting 
thank  the  Rev.  E.  L.  Sells  and 
Mr.  T.  Roberts  for  their  fa- 
therly co-operation  in  the  ef- 
forts in  communicating  with 
the  Gov't,  officials  for  the 
possibility  of  having  a  school 
at  Honde  Industial  Mission. 
God  bless  them. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  sev- 
eral Europeans,  Indians  and 
Africans  for  their  kind  dona- 
tions towards  the  work  of  the 
dispensary  where  many  pa- 
tients are  treated  daily  for 
their  physical  complaints. 
From  January  501  out-patients 
under  A.  Kanyenze's  care  have 
had  an  opportunity  of  hearing 
the  Word  of  God  before  they 
were  given  medicines.  Many 
returned  to  their  heathen 
homes  with  the  seed  of  the 
Gospel  sowed  in  their  hearts. 
As  there  are  so  many  mater- 
nity cases  a  two-roomed  house 
of  burned  bricks  is  being  built 
as  a  maternity  ward. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  the 
Church  record  of  the  District: 
175  Full  Members,  42  Prepara- 
tory    Member,      39     Baptized 
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Children  and  79  Beginners. 
The  Sunday  School  is  also 
growing:  with  an  enrolment  of 
170  scholars. 


REPORT  OF  MREWA 

DISTRICT 

H.I.  James  Superintendent 

Bishop    Booth    and    Members 
of  Conference: 

Bringing  the  greetings  of  the 
membership  and  workers  of 
the  Mrewa  District  I  present 
the  superintendent's  report  of 
tho  district  for  the  past  year. 
It  is  given  for  present  infor- 
mation as  well  as  for  a  record 
for  the  future.  It  should  also 
be  used  for  constructive  cri- 
ticism by  the  Conference. 

In  reading  over  the  first 
report  of  the  first  missionary 
appointed  to  this  section  of  the 
Coufero  ice  which  was  given 
in  1910,  what  a  constrast  is 
seen.  The  entrance  to  this 
field  was  not  easy.  Several 
other  missions  had  tried  to  get 
the  consent  of  the  paramount 
chief  to  enter  his  territory  but 
without  success.  Dr.  Gurney 
likewise  failed  to  get  the  chief's 
invitation  to  enter  and  it  was 
only  by  a  special  and  unusual 
permission  of  the  Government 
that  he  was  allowed  Lo  enter. 
We  know  nothing  of  that 
difficulty.  There  is  probably 
not  a  chisf  or  a  headman  in 
the  whole  territory  who  would 
not  be  greatly  disturbed  if  for 
any  reason  we  suggested  with 
drawing  from  his  section  of 
.the  country.  Another  signif- 
icant item  in  the  report  of  that 


first  year  is  the  "profound 
regret"  of  the  doctor  that  he 
could  not  present  "glowing 
reports"  as  others  were  doing 
of  the  results  of  the  year's 
work.  He  could  only  "tell  of 
the  blasting  of  rocks  and  the 
preparation  of  the  soil  for  the 
seed.  The  harvest  is  as  yet  ail 
in  the  future."  That  there  has 
been  a  harvest  from  the  faith- 
ful labours  of  the  early  workers 
in  this  territory  in  those  dif- 
ficult years  is  seen  in  the  fact 
that  we  are-  able  now  to 
report  in  these  three  northern 
districts  of  the  Conference  a 
Christian  community  of  over 
eight  thousand. 

The  past  year  has  been  full 
of  opportunity  and  demand. 
A  large  portion  of  the  super- 
intendent's time  is  taken  up 
in  procuring  and  maintaining 
an  adequate  staff,  both  — 
Africans  and  European.  On 
the  going  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Roberts  and  Miss  Forrest  at 
the  beginning  of  1947,  we  were 
left  with  three  vacancies  which 
we  were  fortunate  in  filling 
though  only  on  the  basis  of  a 
one  year  term  and  so  we  are 
again  in  the  process  of  secu- 
ring workers  for  the  school 
year  of  1948.  Owing  to  the 
dropping  out  of  the  work  of 
an  African  minister  Benjamin 
Gwaza,  and  the  failure  of 
Wilson  Mandisodza  to  come 
after  being  appointed  we 
have  been  one  minister  short 
since  January.  The  greatly 
increased  numbers  of  pupils 
in  the  village  schools  has 
made  the  need  of  a  number  of 
extra  teacliers.  Though  we 
secured   some    extra    we    still

have  several  schools  under 
staffed.  This  year  we  had  no 
teacliers  for  the  district  coming 
out  of  the  training  school  but 
fortunately  we  have  the  pros- 
pect of  six  finishing  their 
course  at  the  end  of  the  present 
year,  three  men  and  three  girls. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  we 
have  to  record  the  death  of  the 
wife  of  one  of  our  Accepted 
Supply  Pasters,  Isaiah  Tsopo- 
tsa,  about  two  months  ago. 

Early  in  January  we  had 
our  usual  week  of  retreat  and 
council  with  all  the  ministers 
and  teachers  of  the  district  as 
well  as  representative  layman 
from  each  station.  We  met 
at  Mrewa  and  discussed  and 
planned  for  the  work  of  the 
year.  Classes  and  lectures 
were  also  held  at  this  tiuie 
for  the  help  of  the  teachers 
present,  especially  those  who 
were  new  to  the  work.  We 
have  had  these  meetings  each 
year  for  the  past  seven  or  eight 
years  and  they  have  proved  to 
be  well  worth  whil.. 

Condition  in  the  economic 
sphere  have  been  especially 
difficult  this  year  both  for  the 
people  and  for  the  mission  work. 
Perhaps  never  was  our  special 
emphasis  on  Stewardship  more 
tiuiely,  but  perhaps  in  any 
other  previous  year  we  should 
have  realised  more  good  re 
suits.  The  world- wide  wave 
of  materialism  has  not  missed 
Rhodesia  and  has  touched 
every  class  of  her  people.  The 
mounting  cost  of  living  of  the 
African  people  caused  in  part 
by  the  higher  cost  of  com- 
modities and  by  their  widen- 
ing wants  has  long  called  for 


consideration  in  higher  wages 
for  their  work.  Only  a  few 
years  ago  they  were  selling 
their  maize  for  five  shillings 
a  nag.  Last  year  it  jumped  to 
nine  shillings  and  this  year 
they  are  getting  about  twenty 
shillings  per  bag.  Wages  also 
are  up  as  they  should  be. 
Especially  glad  were  we  that 
the  Government  grant  for 
teachers  wages  was  increased, 
ia  some  cases,  by  about  65%. 
Most  of  the  teachers  received 
quite  a  large  sum  as  back  pay 
for  1946  as  the  government 
made  a  part  of  the  increase 
retroactive  to  cover  1946  also. 
While  all  this  is  as  it  shoul  I 
be  it  seems  to  have  had  an  un- 
satisfying effect.  If  so  large 
an  advance  is  possible  why 
not  a  large  advance?  If  the 
advance  is  retroactive  for  1946 
why  not  for  previous  years 
also?  We  need  carefully  and 
insistently  to  teach  the  full 
meaning  of  stewardship  in  this 
day  of  increasing  materialism. 
This  we  have  been  doing  and 
by  adopting  the  envelope  sys- 
tem at  Mrewa  and  for  the  last 
two  quarters  the  offerings  of 
the  membership,  not  in  the 
school,  have  very  much  in- 
creased. One  more  minister 
has  become  a  tither  but  so  far 
I  cannot  see  great  encourage- 
ment in  the  giving  by  the 
people  in  the  villages.  There 
has  been  some  response  to  the 
appeal  for  service  but  we  need 
to  work  for  more  of  this  form 
of  response.  I  should  mention 
one  case  of  a  young  man  who 
has  started  a  business  of  his 
own  and  who  is  making  good 
Sruccess.    Several  times  he  has 
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come  to  me  saying  that  he 
wished  to  acknowledge  his 
thankfulness  to  God  for  his 
success  and  each  time  he  has 
given  a  comparatively  good 
sized  offering.  Now  he  says 
he  would  like  to  finance  some 
specific  project  and  meanwhile 
he  will  bring  amounts  as  he 
is  able  until  it  is  sufficient  to 
cover  the  cost  of  some  agreed 
need.  During  the  last  six 
weeks  he  has  brought  three 
donations  for  this  purpose. 
He  has  also  become  a  local 
preacher  and  is  very  eager 
for  any  literature  or  books 
he  can  get  to  help  him  in  his 
Christian  experience  and  work. 

We  held  our  Easterweek 
services  at  Mrewa  this  year 
as  usual  with  very  gratifying 
results.  Largely  due  to  this 
we  have  since  received  82 
young  people  into  probationary 
membership.  The  Camp  meet- 
ings last  year  just  after  Con- 
ference were  well  attended 
and  are  planned  for  again 
immediately  after  Conference. 

At  the  mission  centre  we 
have  had  another  very  heavy 
year  of  building  and  other 
development  work.  The  size 
of  the  school  has  become  fairly 
constant  as  it  is  about  as  large 
as  it  should  be.  We  have  over 
400  applications  to  enter  the 
the  boarding  school  in  1948 
of  these  we  may  be  able  to 
accept  50  to  fill  the  vacancies 
of  those  going  out  but  this  will 
depend  on  what  staff  will  be 
available.  We  have  completed 
thft  boys'  industrial  building 
and  also  the  girls'  domestic 
science  building.  Besides  this, 
one   school    building    and  six 


teachers  dwelliuf^s  have  had 
permanent  roofs  to  replace  the 
thatched  roofs.  Tho  problem 
of  proper  thatching  grass 
makes  it  imperative  that  the 
remaining  41  thatched  build- 
ings be  parma  lendy  roofed  as 
soon  as  funds  and  materials  are 
available.  A  serious  pr-^blem 
of  water  supply  has  arisen 
owin;^  to  the  stiort  rainfall  last 
year.  All  the  wells  are  dry 
and  we  have  to  haul  from  a 
distance.  We  are  sinking  the 
wells  deeper  and  have  applied 
for  piping.  If  we  can  get  this 
we  shall  be  able  to  pamp  into 
storage  tanks.  The  piping  has 
been  applied  for  to  the  control 
Board  and  we  are  hopeful  of 
getting  it,  for  something  will 
have  to  be  done  immediately. 
The  four  Government  Grant- 
loans  for  school  buildings  that 
we  have  received  have  now  all 
been  i*epaid  in  full.  By  doing 
this  within  four  years  instead 
of  the  fifteen  years  allowed  for 
repayment  we  have  saved 
much  interest  on  the  loan?. 
The  loan  on  the  church  build- 
ing has  also  been  completely 
repaid.  One  new  Grant-loan 
is  due  on  the  building  just 
completed  and  will  be  payable 
as  soon  as  I  am  able  to  send 
in  the  accounts  of  the  costs. 
We  are  also  expecting  to  get 
ano^^^her  Grant-loan  for  the 
coming  year.  Plans  are  made 
for  the  erection  of  the  missi- 
onary dwelling  as  soon  as  the 
building  permit  is  granted  and 
the  funds  received. 

Thp  time  has  now  come  for 
a  change  or  development  in  the 
methods  used  in  dealing  with 
church  support   and  finances. 
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Now  that  Government  grants 
almost  cover  the  costs  of  the 
teachers  and  so  relieves  us  of 
the  necessity  of  raising  locally 
much  of  their  wages  we  have 
previously  had  to  raise,  the  re- 
sponsibility in  regard  to  the 
support  of  the  church  is  more 
clearly  seen.  To  build  up  a 
self-supporting  church  has 
always  been  our  aim  but  at  no 
time  more  than  now  do  we 
need  to  push  on  toward  that 
end.  Perhaps  the  time  has 
now  come  when  the  finances 
of  the  churches  and  circuits 
must  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  local  memlers  rather  than 
so  much  of  it  falling  on  the 
superintendent  of  the  District. 
In  this  way  only  will  the  people 
learn  that  there  is  not  a  penny 
that  comes  in  that  is  not  called 
for  to  meet  the  needs  and  that 
there  is  not  a  mission  safe  that 
is  continuously  full  of  money 
from  some  secret  source  with- 
out any  effort  on  the  part  of 
anyone.  Active  participation 
in  the  administration  of  the 
Church  Funds  may  well  prove 
to  be  the  way  of  correcting  the 
erroneous  but  well  rooted  idea 
that  somehow  the  mission  has 
only  to  open  that  safe  and  take 
out  whatever  was  needed  with- 
out limit. 

The  work  of  the  women  of 
tiie  Rukwadzano  is  given  in 
their  report.  I  am  bound  to 
say  that  I  feel  that  the  women 
of  the  district  are  increasingly 
seeing  their  opportunities  for 
giving  help,  both  materially 
and  spiritually,  to  the  needy 
around  them. ' 

We  have  continued  the 
monthly  European  services  for 


the  few  living  within  reach  and 
I  strongly  feel  that  this  should 
be  done  especially  in  this  day 
of  rapidly  increasing  European 
population.  We  usually  have 
a  congregation  of  15  to  25  and 
that  opportunity  for  such  wor- 
ship is  appreciated. 

I  wish  to  record  appreciation 
to  my  fellow  ministers  and 
other  workers  of  the  district 
for  the  ready  and  able  way 
they  have  cooperated  in  the 
tasks  of  the  year,  and  my 
tlianks  to  God  for  His  sustain- 
ing grace  to  all. 


REt^ORT     OF     MTOKO 
DISTRICT

Bishop  Booth  and  Fellow- 
workers: 

Greetings  to  you  all  from 
the  Mtoko  District. 

I  wish  to  preface  this  report 
with  this  statement  that  it  is  a 
deplorable  and  a  regrettable 
fact  that  today,  owing  to 
Government  requirements,  ed- 
ucation which  ought  to  be  the 
handmaid  of  evangelism  is 
rather  more  its  mistress.  The 
number  of  schools  and  school 
children  under  the  control  of 
one  missionary,  the  greatly 
increased  and  still  increasing 
amount  of  office  work  required 
to  deal  with  the  correspondance 
and  to  furnish  the  data  required 
in  order  to  earn  the  Govern- 
ment Grant  makes  clear  the 
impossibility  of  giving  to  e- 
vangelism  the  same  time  as 
must  be  given  to  education. 
As  far  as  I  can  see  it,  the  one 
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and  onlj'  solution  is  the  develop- 
ment of  a  spirit  filled,  con- 
secrated African  ministry,  a 
ministry  free  to  give  all  of  their 
time  to  their  God-given  task 
and,  not  as  is  so  often  the  case 
today,  only  a  portion  and  of 
times  a  very  small  portion  of 
their  time  to  the  task  to 
which  they  have  been  called. 

Last  year  stress  was  laid  on 
evangelism,  a  few  days  at  each 
place  of  concentrated  evangelistic 
effort,  with  good  results.  But 
in  my  opinion  the  build-up  for 
future  evangelism  should  be 
along  the  lines  of  continuous 
evangelism  and  it  is  along 
these  lines  that  we  have  been 
workingthis  year.  The  annual 
camp  meeting  is  a  spasm-though 
better  than  nothing.  The  few 
days  of  visitation  evangelism 
is  another  spasm.  Much  was 
done  by  the  first  but  it  is  not 
enough.  Much  is  done  by  the 
second,  but  that  also  is  not 
enough.  Both  are  good  as  far 
as  they  go.  but  we  are  con- 
vinced that  the  continuous  olan 
is  by  far  the  best.  It  is  our 
conviction  that  a  thorough 
going  program  of  education 
in  evangelism  must  be  inaugu- 
rated that  will  put  it  on  the 
hearts  of  both  preachers  and 
laymen  again  tliat  evangelism 
is  a  continuous  thing  and  that 
there  are  ways  to  have  it  so. 
It  was  the  method  that  Jesus 
used  and  taught  other  men  to 
use.  It  is  unfortunate  that  al- 
together too  many  of  our  lay- 
men feel  and  think  that 
evangelism  belongs  almost 
exclusively  to  preachers  and 
evangelists.  Perhaps  they  have 
a  good   reason    for    thinking 


thus.  They  have  not  been 
taught  otherwise.  Now  they 
must  be  taught  that  Jesus  set 
the  pattern  of  laymen  taking 
personal  responsibility  for  e- 
vangelism.  The  only  practi- 
cable working  plan  that  will 
insure  permanent  results  is 
that  plan  that  causes  every 
Christian  to  feel  that  a  part 
of  being  a  Christian  is  bringing 
others  into  a  personal  kr.ow- 
jedgeof  Jesus  and  the  experi- 
ence of  Christian  living. 

The  increased'  Government 
Grants  and  the  certain  measure 
ot"  Government  control  that  it 
entails,  while  curtailing  the 
time  for  and  the  scope  of  the 
missionary's  evangelistic  ac- 
tivities has  opened  up  a  vast 
field  of  opportunity  among  the 
African  people  themselves. 
It  may  be  that  God  is  thus 
answering  our  prayers  for  a 
self  governing  and  self  support- 
ing African  Church.  Educa- 
tion is  now  within  the  reach 
of  greater  numbars  than  ever 
before  and  our  schools  are  full 
to  overflowing.  Let  us  re- 
member that  the  religious 
instruction  of  the  curriculum 
and  the  choice  of  teachers  are 
still  in  our  hands  and  that 
God's  Word  and  God's  Spirit 
have  still  their  ancient  power. 
Practically  all  our  i^upils 
attend  our  Church  Services 
and  Sunday  Schools.  We  have 
a  vast  field  in  which  to  sow 
habits  of  truth,  dependability, 
and  courage  that  will  grow 
with  the  years  as  a  writer  in 
"The  Upper  Room"  so  aptly 
puts  it.  St.  Paul  taught  his 
pupil  Timjthy  that  "God  hath 
not   given  us  the  spirit  of  fear 
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but  of  power  and  of  love  and 
of  a  sound  mind.  "  What  a 
valuable  asset  a  "sound  mind" 
is  !  "  Come  let  us  reason 
together"  saith  the  Lord.  It 
enables  us  to  see  that  wisdom 
begins  with  the  fear  of  the 
Lord-  a  grand  exchange  for 
the  spirit  of  fear  that  today 
seems  to  dominate  the  world 
as  well  as  our  own  African 
people.  There  is  no  feeHng 
of  security-  until  we  learn 
that  ''the  Lord  is  a  stronghold 
and  knoweth  them  that  trust 
in  Him."  This  feeling  of  in- 
security is  the  reason  we  can 
not  claim  to  have  advanced 
in  our  stewardship  of  money 
and  number  of  tithers.  The 
teachers  have  felt  that  they 
did  not  know  what  their  in- 
come really  was.  I  am  afraid 
that  some  of  them  thought  it 
was  to  bo  muoh  larger  than  it 
really  is.  There  is  a  drought 
on-  what  is  our  harvest  to  be? 
Some  are  salving  their  con  ■ 
sciences  that  they  will  give 
a  really  big  harvest  thank 
offering  this  year-  if  they  have 
a  good  harvest?  However, 
let  us  look  at  the  brighter  side, 
our  opportunity  with  youth. 
Youth  is  at  the  helm-  keen 
to  have"  the  spirit  of  power 
and  love  and  of  a  sound  mind," 
but  alas  !  their  academic  at- 
tainments fall  short  of  Govern- 
ment requirements.  One  of 
the  present  day  tragedies  is 
the  position  of  the  consecrated 
elderly  men  wliose  lives  are 
a  beacon  light  in  the  com- 
munity but  whom  the  Educa- 
tion Department  assess  as 
burnt  out  caudles.  Let  us 
surround  them  at  least  with 


some  more  candle  power  till 
we  have  a  blaze  of  light. 
Let  us  enlist  these  keen  young 
people  at  once  as  full  time 
workers  in  our  army  of  e- 
vangelists  and  not  wait  until 
they  have  grown  weary  and 
worn  in  the  acade.mic  struggle. 
This  is  what  we  are  planning 
to  do  at  Mtoko  where  we 
are  not  blessed  with  many 
able  to  go  forward  to  years 
of  learning  and  training  at 
any  rate  in  the  immediate 
future.  We  are  planning  to 
have  a  Std,  V  for  those  only 
boys  and  girls-  who  are  pre- 
pared to  teach  in  our  village 
schools  when  they  have  passed 
their  Standard,  and  still  have 
the  spirit  of  consecration.  We 
cannot  hope  to  have  our 
schools  manned  by  T.T.s  for 
several  years  to  come  yet.  We 
must  do  something  and  we 
must  do  it  now.  These  Std. 
V  pupils  will  over  and  above 
their  scheduled  time-table, 
have  an  opportunity  of  ob- 
serving the  Sub  A  and  B  classes 
at  the  Central  School,  and  of 
learning  how  to  use  the  schemes 
thought  out  and  prepared  by 
Mrs.  Taylor-  what  a  memorial 
that  is  she  has  left  us:  -  and  also 
the  newer  schemes  in  Oral  Eng- 
lish and  Arithmetic  of  Mrs. 
Todd.  They  will  be  the  junior 
teacliei's  in  our  Sunday  School 
and  assistant  Class  Leaders. 
You  ask  what  of  the  future  of 
these  half-trained  teachers? 
They  will  marry  and  make 
Christian  homes,  the  true  basis 
of  a  Christian  community. 
Their  children  will  go  to  school 
at  six  years  of  age  and  be 
taught  by    the  T.T.s   prepared 
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at  Old  Umtali  and  Nyadiri. 
They  will  fi,o  to  Goromonzi 
and  Fort  Hare  and  bscome 
leaders  of  the  African  people 
as  teachers,  nurses,  doctors, 
lawyers  and  last  but  by  no 
means  least,  pastors  of  the 
everlasting  Evangel.  God  speed 
the  day! 

We  need  to  ask  the  Heavenly 
Father  to  send  a  spiritual 
awakening  that  will  deepen 
the  Christian  feeling  of  solid- 
arity, give  the  Church  mem- 
bers more  responsibility,  give 
our  African  Ministers  a  new 
and  fresh  realization  of  the 
sacredness  of  their  trust,  and 
an  awakening  that  will  fill 
the  Christians  with  gratitude 
and  joy  in  salvation,  setting 
their    hearts    aflame 

We  hope  that  the  day  will 
come  when  through  the  Grace 
of  God  the  members  of  the 
churches  of  this  Southern 
Rhodesia  Conference  will  un- 
derstand the  blessing  of  the 
lay  ministry  and  will  work 
with  hearts  aflame  beside  the 
African  ministers  and  the 
missionaries  for  the  salvation 
of   Africa. 


REPORT     OF     MUTAMBARA 
DISTRICT 

E.   L.  Sells,     Superintendent 

Forty-five  years  have  passed 
since  the  first  service  was  held 
at  the  village  of  Mutambara  in 
1902.  A  picture  taken  of  the 
service,  which  was  held  under 
a  group  of  trees  near  grain 
huts,  shows  Mr.  Woodhouse 
speaking,  Mrs.  Woodhouse 
playing  the  folding  organ  and 


Mr.  Greeley,  with  his  long 
beard,  teaching  the  people  how 
to  sing.  Among  those  present 
at  the  service,  were  the  Chief 
and  his  Headmen  and  more 
than  one  hundred  people. 
It  was  three  years  later  that 
the  first  teacher,  Mandara,  was 
sent  to  Mutambara  and  was 
joined  later  by  Nyemba  and 
Andrew.  No  other  details  are 
given  concerning  these  teachers. 
In  1*J07  ttie  Mutambara  farm  of 
3,700  acres  was  taken  up  from 
the  land  credit  with  the  Gov- 
ernment from  the  total  acreage 
we  turned  under  agreement 
from  Old  Umtali  with  the  priv- 
ilege of  taking  it  up  elsewhere. 
On  April  9th,  1908,  the  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  A.  L.  Buchwalter  ar- 
rived at  Mutambara  and  opened 
up  the  Mission. 

With  these  small  beginnings 
and  forty-eight  years  of  de- 
velopment, we  come  to  the 
Report  of  the  work  done  during 
this  past  Conference  year. 

MUTAMBARA    MISSION 

Rev.  C.  W.  Huie,  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Mission, 
submits  the   following   Report:

One 
of  the  smallest  members  gave 
a  demonstration  en  the  giving 
of  the  tenth.  She  was  given 
a  pound  note  for  her  birthday 
and  was  seen  marking  ii  off  in 
sections.  When  questioned  she 
exclaimed,  "I  am  going  to  give 
one  tenth  of   it  to  God." 

"Miss  de  Vries  reports  that 
Youth  Fellowship  groups  have 
been  started  in  all  of  the 
schools  in  the  District  with  the 
exception  of  two  very  small 
new  places.  There  are  six  very 
active  groups  at  the  center. 
Lessons  are  planned  and  copies 
of  them  are  sent  each  month 
to  the  different  groups.  The 
teachers  have  willingly  taken 
this  added  responsibility  as 
advisors  because  they  are  glad 
to  have  this  opportunity  of 
training  future  leaders  for  the 
church.  Miss  de  Vries  says, 
if  you  want  a  special  blessing 
and  a  great  thrill  just  go  to 
a  village  school  to  organize  a 
Youth  Fellowship. 

"  Even  though  we  have  been 
handicapped  !)>•  lack  of  teachers 
the  school  has  made  progress. 
The  addition  of  standard  six 
has  been  greatly  ai>preciated 
by  the  people.  Besides  teach- 
ing required  subjects  all  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  have  had  out- 


side activities  which  have  had 
character  building  as  goals. 

"Miss  Tubbs  reports  that  the 
Girls'  department  is  carrying 
on  as  usual.  The  building  of 
the  dormitories  is  going  for- 
ward as  rapidly  as  possible. 
We  are  mak  ing  fifty-five  thou  - 
sand  bricks  before  the  end  of 
this  term  and  buying  building 
material  as  rapidly  as  the  gov- 
ernment will  permit.  Permis- 
sion has  now  been  granted  by 
the  National  Housing  Com- 
mittee to  proceed  with  the 
erection  of  dormitories  and 
school  building.  The  boarding 
girls  have  been  very  fine  in 
helping  to  make  the  bricks 
as  it  was  impossible  to  find 
sufficient  men  to  do  this  work. 

"  Miss  de  Vries  reports  on 
the  Medical  Work.  The  medi- 
cal work  of  neccesity  goes  on 
whether  we  have  a  nurse  or 
not.  The  mission  is  sur- 
rounded by  hundreds  of  people 
who  come  to  us  for  help;  and 
many  more  hundreds  who  do 
not  come.  Instead  of  having 
no  nurse  at  all  we  need  one 
for  the  center  and  one  to  be 
out  in  the  district  to  help  those 
who  do  not  come  to  us.  If  this 
could  be  possible  such  a  tra- 
gedy as  I  saw  two  Sundays  ago 
at  Caimiti  could  be  avoided. 
A  boy  had  fallen  from  a  tree 
and  had  broken  his  leg  at  the 
knee.  As  it  was  a  long  dis- 
tance he  was  not  brought  in 
and  it  grew  together  pointing 
away  from  his  body,  so  that 
now  he  walks  on  that  knee 
and  his  other  foot  is  badly 
out  of  line  trying  to  maintain 
some  kind  of  a  walking  or 
crawling  balance.  Mrs.  Hughes 
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of  Witchita  Kansas,  who  has 
been  greatly  interested  in 
missions  and  medical  work, 
wants  to  start  a  fund  at  home 
to  make  possible  a  hospital  at 
Mutambara.  I  believe  we 
should  keep  faith  with  her  and 
with  our  people  in  helping  to 
realize  this  ambition  for  such 
a  needy  and  worthy  project. 

'^In  spite  of  the  drought  with 
less  than  seven  inches  of  rain 
the  farm  has  produced  credit- 
ably. It  has,  however,  required 
much  hard  work.  In  order  to 
irrigate  more  land  contours 
had  to  be  made,  and  in  order 
to  obtain  the  required  amount 
of  water  much  of  the  irrigat- 
ing had  to  be  done  at  night. 
But  through  careful  manage- 
ment and  by  co-operation  on 
the  part  of  farm  workers  we 
have  been  able  to  grow  much 
of  the  food  required  by  the 
station;  and  some  cash  crops 
also  have  been  reaped. 

"The  Indnstr'al  depnrtmont 
here  still  lias  many  goals  to 
reach,  however,  we  have 
worked  at  the  tasks.  Many 
small  jobs  of  building  and  re- 
pair have  been  done,  but  the 
major  accomplishments  of  the 
year  are:  A  diningroom  for  the 
boys'  boarding  department,  a 
dairy  barn  and  a  tool  house. 
An  Industrial  building  is  well 
on  the  way  to  completion  and 
the  foundation  for  one  unit  of 
the  new  school  building  is  dug. 
Bricks  have  been  made  and 
a  building  permit  secured. 
We  now  wait  for  funds  from 
the  home  office  to  get  on  with 
this  job.  All  those  who  have 
labored  in  this  department 
have    shown    a  flue   spirit  of 


willingness  to  do  the  work 
before  them. 

"  So  it  is  that  we  are  praising 
God  for  His  help  through  the 
year  and  are  looking  forward 
to  another  year  of  strvice  for 
Him.  " 

Miss  Tubbs  writes  concern- 
ing the  Mutambara  Circuit: 
We  have  opened  three  new 
schools  this  year,  the  people 
erecting  or  paying  for  the 
buildings."  Chakohwa  is  just 
completing  a  new  church  \vhich 
must  be  used  for  school  at 
present.  The  people  at  Nya- 
nyadzi  have  a  Volunteer  Band 
and  they  have  been  visiting  the 
non  Christian  villages  to  give 
their  testimony.  Last  Quarterly 
Meeting  a  young  headman 
from  four  miles  away,  came 
with  a  large  group  of  young 
people  asking  for  a  school  at 
his  village.  He  was  very  in- 
terested and  I  could  see  that 
it  was  not  just  school  he  wanted, 
so  askel  him  when  he  was  con- 
verted. He  replied  it  was  at 
Nyanyadzi  last  Christmas  time 
when  Rev.  Kasambira  was 
preaching  in  the  church  serv- 
ice. 

"  This  year  we  organized  a 
visiting  campaign  tand  found 
some  most  interesting  facts. 
We  went  to  ths  Native  Com- 
missioner and  secured  the 
names  of  tax  payers.  Then 
these  names  were  given  out 
according  to  the  communities 
of  the  village  schools.  The 
teachers  were  splended  in  visit- 
ing the  homes  of  the  people. 
At  Mutsiabako  where  there  is 
no  school,  up  in  the  mountains, 
an  evangelist  visited  the  people. 
He  i'ouud  many  Jiun^iry  Jiearta 
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and  people  lont>ing  for  the 
Gospel.  Dozens  of  children  were 
wanting  schools.  The  result 
was  that  at  the  next  Quarterly 
Conference  at  Nyambeya  there 
was  a  depntation  of  young  peoi)le 
asking  to  build  a  church  and 
school  at  Mutsiabako.  They 
are  now  busy  making  undried 
bricks  for  the  building.  The 
evangelist  continues  to  visit 
them.  The  teacher  at  Nyambe- 
ya station  was  happy  to  have 
a  large  class  of  boys  and  girls 
to  join  the  church.  I  asked 
him  ivhy  there  were  so  many 
this  time  and  he  replied  with  a 
beaming  face,  that  it  was  due 
to  his  much  visiting  in  the 
homes.  Miss  Koitz  was  with 
us  at  that  quarterly  conference 
and  many  people  came  to  the 
altar  dedicating  their  lives  and 
money  to  God. 

At  some  stations  we  didn't 
have  such  good  results,  but  all 
who  really  tried,  see  how  visit- 
ing in  the  homes,  draws  the 
church  and  school  much  nearer 
the  homes,  thns  making  a  better 
community.  Many  teachers 
seem  never  to  have  had  such 
a  vision,  while  others  have 
done  this  work  foi'.\'ears.  Our 
teachers  need  more  training 
along  this  line  of  being  Com- 
munity minded.  The  ministers 
and  evangelists  visited  each 
Christian  home  and  found  that 
283  of  the  953  church  members 
were  away  from  home.  Nearly 
a  (juarter  of  our  church  people 
working  away  from  home 
mostly  in  the  towns.  This 
makes  many  broken  homes  as 
the  years  go  by.  A  letter  has 
been  written  for  eacii  of  these 
straying  members  and  is  being 
sent  out  just  as  rapidix'  as  we 


can  secure  the  addresses.  We 
urge  them  to  find  Christian 
frienHs,  to  attend  church  and 
to  transfer  membershisp  if  the 
whole  family  is  away  or  if  the 
worker  is  a  single  man.  We 
asked  them  not  to  forget  home 
and  their  church  and  to  send 
tithes  and  offering  this  famine 
year  thattlie  minister  at  home 
may  have  food. 
"As  tlie  teachers  visited  homes 
they  tried  to  find  out  how 
many  children  were  in  each 
family.  This  has  been  most 
unsatisfactory,  as  parents  wanted 
to  know  why  we  were  asking. 
No  census  has  ever  been  taken 
of  children  in  this  land.  We 
know  there  are  1,946  of  them 
in  school  and  under  Christian 
training.  At  a  school  com- 
mittee meeting-  this  week,  we 
were  commenting  on  the 
number  of  children  in  school 
and  the  Mutambara  acting 
Chief  said  that  there  were  not 
half  in  school.  The  head- 
teacher  of  a  school  laughingly 
remarked  that  they  were  like 
bees  waiting  to  swarm  into  the 
schools.  These  remarks  open 
our  eyes  to  the  ideas  of  the 
leading  _  African  thinkers  on 
this  subject.  We  are  not  enough 
missionaries  or  teachers  and 
what  are  we  going  to  do  about 
it?  The  only  way  is  to  pray 
through  and  do  the  best  we  can." 
In  conclusion  we  wish  to 
thank  the  District  Staff  for 
their  splendid  co-operation 
through-out  the  year,  for  the 
excellent  way  in  which  the 
work  was  carried  on,  and  we 
all  rejoice  in  that  which  has 
been  accomplished  through 
faithful  devotion  to  the  work 
of  Ciirist,  during  this  past  year. 
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REPORT  OF  MTASA-MAKONI 
DISTRICT 

M.  E.  Culver,  Supen'ntendeni 
Bishop  Booth  and  the  Con- 
ference: 

The  Mtasa-Makoni  District 
has  had  a  variety  of  leadership 
since  last  Conference  when 
Rev.  Hassing  left  the  superin- 
tendency  to  Rev.  Sells.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  the  snper- 
intendency  was  passed  on  to  me. 
However,  Mr.  T.  Roberts  has 
assumed  the  daties  of  Missionary 
in  charge  since  tlie  latter  part  of 
last  year. 

Mr.  T.  Roberts  and  I  have 
wovked  out  a  fairly  efficient  divis- 
ion of  responsibilities,  and  we  are 
glad  to  report  that  the  work  of  the 
District  is  progressing  in  good 
order.  Mr.  Roberts,  as  Missionary 
in  charge,  is  responsil)le  for  the 
detailed  workings  of  the  full 
scope  of  the  District  program  and 
in  charge  of  all  books.  The 
position  of  the  Superintendent  is 
quite  general,  mainly  involving 
the  holding  of  Quarterly  Con- 
ference, and  sitting  together  with 
the  Missionary  in  charge  and 
Ministers  of  the  District  in 
working  out  the    year's  program. 

There  has  been  a  conscious 
effort  on  the  part  of  T.  Roberts 
and  myself  to  try  to  unify  the 
programs  of  the  two  Districts, 
Marange  -Zimunya,  Mtasa-Mako- 
ni. The  ministers  and  mis- 
sionaries of  both  Districts  met 
together  at  the  opening  of  the 
year  and  set  our  program  to- 
gether. Onr  aims  and  plans  are 
one,  each  District  having  coh- 
tribntcd  to  the  other  its  out- 
standing methods. 


It  was  made  clear  in  both 
District  that  we  are  a  i)eople 
called  Methodists  because  at 
least  at  the  beginning,  and  also 
consistently  all  the  way  through 
the  history  of  our  Church,  we 
have  tried  to  run  our  Church 
by  a  well  worked  out  plan.  Each 
station,  therefore,  of  the  two- 
Districts  was  asked  to  Avork  out  a 
year's  plan  centered  around  the 
following   four   points: 

1.  Evangelism-the     growth    of 
the  Church. 

a.  The  winning  of  new  mem- 
bers. Special  meetings 
were  all  worked  out  on 
schedule  ;  personal  a  n  d 
visitation  evangelism  stress- 
ed. 

b.  The  development  of  the 
various  organizations  of  the 
church:  Sunday  School, 
class  meetings,  training  of 
probationers,  the  recruiting 
of  new  members  for  Ru- 
kwadzano  and  Wabvuwi ; 
promotion  of  ])ett(r  church 
attendence. 

c.  Establishment  of  family 
devotions  in  the  homes. 

2.  Stewardship  - 

a.  A  working  plan  for  each 
church  in  raising  their 
offerings. 

b.  The  recruiting  of  new 
leaders  in  the  Churches. 
In  this  respect  we  have 
set  out  the  policy  of  a 
Steward  of  the  Church  for 
each  teacher  of  the  school 
in  order  that  school  and 
church  growth  may  be 
parallel. 

3.  Building  the  Church  proper- 

ty. An  attempt  was  made  to 
see    what     wc    could    ac- 
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complish  in  1947,  set  it  as 
an  aim,  and  do  it. 
4.     The  Church's    responsibility 
to  tlie  school. 

A  conscious  effort  was  also 
made  to  more  clearly  define  the 
duties  of  ministers  and  evangelists 
in  the  way  of  setting  certain 
aim  for  these  workers.  This 
shall  be  given  in  detail  in  the 
report  on  the  Marange-Zimunya 
District.  It  is  oiir  aim  that  each 
minister  shall  have  an  assistant, 
a  devoted  evangelist,  working 
under  the  minister's  direction  in 
his  circuit.  Mtasa-Makoni  is  now 
well  supplied  with  Evangelists  in 
Chiduku  and  Gandanzara,  but 
we  are  still  calling  for  assistants 
in  tl\e  Nyakatsapa  circuit. 

I  wish  to  express  a  word  of 
ap]:>reciation  in  this  introduction 
to  the  Mtasa-Makoni  report.  Mr. 
T.  Robert  has  been  a  very  con- 
genial and  capable  fellow  mis- 
sionary with  which  to  work.  He 
hag  won  the  respect  and  love 
of  the  people  throughout  the 
District  by  his  energetic  en- 
deavours. The  District  has  gone 
forward,  especially  in  certain 
spheres  of  the  work  which  are 
Mr.  Roberts  specialties,  in  a  very 
fine  way.  Also  the  ministers 
and  lay  workers  of  tlie  District 
are  pressing  forward  the  work 
•f  the  Kingdom  with  the  marked 
evidence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  uj^on 
their  lives. 

The  main  body  of  the  report 
is  given  by  Mr.  T.  Roberts.  And 
follows:-

nities have  made  efforts  to 
cooperate  with  non- Christians 
and  Christians  of  other  Churches 
in  the  erection  of  schools^or  the 
public  good.  It  is  cooperation 
of  the  sort  that  must  increase  and 
is  certainly  "stewardship"  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  Church 
members  trying  it.  There  is 
one  school  that  has  a  non  church 
member  sitting  in  on  the  School 
finances  debates  and  there  are 
many  schools  where  non-Church 
members  pay  whatever  is  assess- 
ed them. 

STEWARDSHIP  OF  THE 
ECONOMIC  LIFE:-  A  small 
number,  but  still  a  number, 
of  individuals  in  the  Chiduku 
Circuit  and  Gandanzara  Circuit 
have  annouced  themselves  as 
followers  of  the  "Cigiimi"  way. 
This  response  arose  out  of  only 
2  weeks  of  short  1  and  2  evening 
visits  niade  l)y  the  Stewardship 
secretary  in  the  course  of  my 
tour  of  schools.  Follow  up 
work  is  needed  befoi-e  we  can 
see  the  impression  made  upon  the 
Church  Offerings.  While  im- 
provement of  the  Church 
Offering  is  not  the  goal  of  this 
programme  the  programme  would 
help  us  get  away  from  the  un- 
healthy assessnjent  system  of 
getting  support  for  the  Church. 
The  assessment  system  for 
school  support  is  right  and  proper. 
A  further  advance  that  needs  to 
be  made  is  in  the  direction  of  the 
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Churches  doing  their  own  plan- 
ning and  Book-keeping  in  making 
their  own  direct  payments  for 
support  of  the  Minister  and  Con- 
ference functions. 

STEWARDSHIP     OF     SER- 
VICE :- 

In  most  communities  the  schools 
have  grown  in  size  while  the 
Church  continues  to  get  along 
with  only  1  or  2  stewards.  We 
see  that  this  is  unbalanced  and 
now  require  that  if  a  school  is 
to  grow  it  must  put  up  as  many 
stewards  as  it  claims  teachers, 
as  they  do  in  Marange.  W  e  need 
stewardship  education  for  those 
new  stewards.  Educational  op- 
portunities given  to  new  com- 
munities this  year  are  disap- 
pointing and  originate  in  my 
inexperience.  The  efforts  made 
are  listed  below:-  (1)  The  Ci- 
zawani  school  site  was  lost  to  a 
Conformist  Church  through  an 
error  in  application  procedure 
but  a  i^oorer  substitute  site  has 
been  secured.  (2)  We  are  still 
unable  to  secure  permission  to 
establish  a  school  for  the  Buwu 
people  who  live  on  a  large  unused 
Estate  that  has  a  large  population . 
(3)  Samanga  School  had  a  com- 
peting school  opened  next  to  it 
last  year  and  probably  will  not 
get  approval.  (4)  The  Waterloo 
Farm  School  began  well  but 
when  the  farm  changed  hands 
most  of  the  school  and  Church 
supporters  left.  This  leaves  a 
school  too  small  to  continue  the 
efforts  for  approval.  (5)  Ziwi- 
Zano:-  This  is  our  most  difficult 
place  in  which  to  give  service  via 
the  Kraal  School  because  the 
three-mile-rule  cannot  be  evaded 
though  si)ecial   concessions  were 


sought.  We  have  now  found  a 
way  to  give  supervision  by 
placing  a  Community  School 
at  the  Industrial  School  and 
erecting  a  Kraal  School  at  a 
distance  three  miles  away.  We 
propose  to  share  the  teacher  be- 
tween the  schools  and  expect 
to  secure  a  Demonstrator  tliat 
will  also  aid  the  Reserve.  We 
recognize  the  large  task  that  the 
Ziwi-Zano  Society  will  have  in 
supporting  a  unit  of  work  so 
widely  spread  but  also  note  that 
they  are  prepared  to  give  good 
service  to  a  large  and  needy  com- 
munity in  their  particular  Re- 
serve. (())  Application  has  been 
made  with  reasonable  hopes  for 
establishing  a  Kraal  School  at 
Rusape  Township.  (7)  About 
2.50  pounds  has  been  spent  on 
construction  of  school  tables  for 
the  district.  (8)  NYAKATSAPA 
is  an  old  community  being 
exposed  to  a  new  idea.  The 
farm  is  one  half  mapped  with 
a  -^iew  to  centralization  of  the 
living  and  farming  areas.  A 
Council  of  land  users  is  in 
preparation  and  the  community 
is  receiving  information  on  com- 
munity Life  Programmes.  The 
community  agrees  that  the  pro- 
blems to  be  handled  this  year:- 
(a)  To  secure  a  Demonsti-ator 
and  undertake  H  f>f  his  support. 
Sufficiently  inspiring  efforts  are 
being  made  to  secure  one.  (1)) 
Division  of  farming  and  grazing 
areas  so  that  permanent  house 
building  and  intensive  farming 
can  begin,  (c)  Beginning  of  a 
soil  conservation  programme,  (d) 
Finding  a  method  to  get  along 
successfully  Avith  only  4  cattle 
per  family  while  guaranteeing 
milk,   transport    and   ploughing 
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animals.  The  retirement  of  all 
sledges  from  the  farm  is  implied, 
(e)  Construction  of  a  new  Chnrch 
Building,  (f)  Keeping  the  Std. 
IV  and  improving  the  standard 
of  the  school,  (g)  Council  re- 
commendations on  the  collection 
and  spending  of  farm  monies. 
This  programme  is  not  am- 
bitious and  has  grown  up 
largely  through  the  requests  of 
the  land  holders.  Items  1,  2,  7, 
and  8  have  long  been  requested 
though  not  acted  upon  because 
of  the  absence  of  a  demonstrator. 

STEWARDSHIP  OF  PHY- 
SICAL LIFE:-  The  care  of  the 
Physical  Life  has  received  so 
much  care  and  thought  from  the 
Native  Commissioners  and  land 
Development  Officers  that  some 
people  do  not  see  the  several 
hundreds  of  children  that  do 
experience  Hygiene  Inspection 
and  Agricultural  Instruction 
through  our  efforts  in  the  school. 
The  Agricultural  Instruction  is 
having  meaning  as  each  child 
(3,  142  of  them)  plants  a  fruit  or 
gum  tree  of  his  own  this  year. 
It  will  have  more  meaning  as 
the  teachers  become,  willingly 
or  otherwise,  "Cooperators"  with 
the  Reserve's  land  programme 
and  attend  the  Demonstrator's 
lectures.  We  need  literature 
explaining  the  Lord's  Acre,  Soil 
Conservation,  Soap  making  and 
all  the  farm  methods  for  purchase 
by  people  who  associate  them- 
selves with  our  Church  com- 
munity. 

STEWARDSHIP  OF  SPIRIT- 
UAL LIFE:-  A  full  time  evan- 
gelist has  been  placed  inG  andan- 
zara  Circuit  and  he  can  be  met 
at  most  any  time   at  an\,'  station 


giving  Bible  Classes.  There  are 
4  other  evangelists  at  work  in 
the  District. 

This  is  evangelistic  work  in  old 
established  areas.  This,  in  con- 
trast, brings  to  our  attention  that 
there  is  very  little  space  for 
geographical  expansion  in  Rhode- 
sia. My  experience  during  the 
last  month  convinces  me  that 
we  must  move  to  occupy  the 
reserves  between  here  and  Chi- 
kwizo  with  evangelistic  work 
and  schools  during  the  next  year 
or  else  be  contented  to  watch 
the  Conformists  do  it  for  us. 
The  immediate  reserves  are  com- 
pletely occupied  as  to  space  and 
now  need  intensive  development 
])ut  the  two  to  the  North  will 
not  last  many  months.  I  propose 
that  the  conference  appoint  2 
evangelists  to  that  area  or  else 
that  we  invite  the  African  Mis- 
sionary Society  Sc  the  Ziwi  Zano 
people  to  occupy  the  area. 

REPORT  OF  MARANKE- 
ZIMUNYA     DISTRICT 

M.  E.  Culver,     Superintendent 

Bishop  Booth  and  the  Con- 
ference: 

The  Marange-Zimunya  Dis- 
trict prepared  its  aims  early 
in  the  year  together  with  the 
Mtasa-Makoni  District  in  a 
joint  conference  of  a'.l  District 
leaders.  The  year's  work  was 
consided  in  the  light  of  a  four- 
fold program  of  Evangelism, 
Stewardship,  our  obligations 
to  the  education  of  the  com- 
munity, and  building  work. 

We  faced  frankly  the  assets 
and  liabilities  of  the  year 
before    us.     The     assets     and 
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opportunities  were  summed 
up  as:  (1)  The  advantageous 
position  of  our  Church  in  this 
country  to  promote  a  compre- 
hensive program  aiming  to 
make  Christ's  abundant  way 
of  life  to  be  the  way  for  every 
phase  of  man's  life;  man's  body, 
mind  and  soul  were  all  consid- 
ered in  the  scope  of  our  pro- 
gram. (2)  A  second  asset  was 
an  increased  staff  with  which 
to  worlc.  Six  Evangelists 
were  appointed  as  assistants 
to  the  four  ministers,  an  in- 
crease in  teachers  appointed 
brought  the  total  to  one  hun- 
dred, and  accordingly,  by  pol- 
icy adopted,  there  were  elected 
many  new  stewards  tobalance 
the  development  of  each  sta- 
tion, also  several  new  local 
preachers  were  licensed.  Then 
(3)  there  were  many  unchurch- 
ed communities  calling  for  us 
to  come  and  organize  new 
churches,  (4)  Our  Methodist 
Church  is  the  largest  and  best 
organized  and  developed 
church  in  both  the  Marange 
and  the  Zimunya  Reserves 
and  the  surrounding  Native 
Purchase  areas.  (6)  We  star- 
ed the  year  on  financially  solid 
ground.  In  this  connection 
the  District  wishes  to  register 
its  gratitude  to  the  Rhodesian 
Government  for  the  way  in 
which  the  Department  of 
Education  has  taken  the  re- 
sponsibility of  paying  teacher's 
salaries,  and  we  would  like  to 
propose  that  the  Conference 
send  a  formal  statement  of 
appreciation  and  gratitude 
from  our  Church  people  to  the 
Rhodesian  Government  for 
taking  over  this  responsibility. 


(6)  Our  ministers  and  Evangel- 
ists having  received  an  appreci- 
able increase  in  salary  were 
prepared  to  put  more  time 
into  their  service.  And  fur- 
thermore (7)  a  definite  asset 
as  a  tool  in  our  hands  was  the 
fact  of  a  thorough  going  Con- 
ference program  for  Stev/ard- 
ship.  And  paramount  in  our 
counting  of  our  assets  was  the 
realization  that  we  were 
promised  the  Power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  for  our  aim  was  to 
glorify  Christ  Jesiis  by  seeking 
first  His  Kingdom. 

We  also  faced  the  year's 
liabilities.  (1)  We  faced  the 
effects  of  a  dev^astating  drought. 
The  Marange  Reserve  has 
been  one  of  the  worst  hit 
areas  of  the  country;  the  people 
realized  only  about  5%  of  their 
crop.  The  facts  to  be  realized 
were  the  crippling  of  our  giving 
power,  the  absence  of  a  large 
number  of  our  male  members 
who  went  seeking  employment 
in  order  to  buy  food,  the  disr 
tress  set  up  in  almost  every 
home,  the  reduction  of  increases 
from  school  plots  to  almost  nil. 
(2)  Secondly  we  faced  the 
rising  tide  of  Apostolic,  Johan- 
nes and  Zionist  movement. 
The  Rhodesian  headquarters 
for  the  Apostolic  movement 
is  in  the  heart  of  Marange 
Reserve,  and  their  opposition 
to  all  of  our  work  is  at  times 
quite  serious.  (3)  There  has 
been  a  serious  spread  of 
immorality  which  this  year 
has  taken  a  toll  over  thirty 
Church  members,  nine  of 
which  were  teachers.  (3)  At 
the  same  time  we  were  forced 
to  realize  the  large  number  of 
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merely  nominal  Christians  on 
our  Church  membership  rolls. 
Many  of  these  are  second  and 
third  generation  Christians 
who  have  so  to  speak  inherited 
their  Church  connections  and 
know  littlfe  of  true  Christian 
living:.  Then  also  (5)  there 
came  upon  us  a  sudden  attitude 
of  indifference  to  the  burdens 
of  the  Church  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Government  had 
now  assumed  so  much  of  our 
responsibility  in  caring  for 
the  schools.  This  attitude  has 
been  most  alarming  in  certain 
sections.  (6)  We  also  faced 
the  realization  of  many  com- 
munities without  churches  and 
schools  which  were  beyond  our 
ability  to  care  for.  And  (7) 
within  one  of  the  vital  organ- 
izations of  our  Church,  the 
Sunday  school,  we  faced  the 
figures  and  saw  that  we  were 
pitifully  weak  in  the  childrens 
division  of  our  Sunday  Schools. 
As  stewards  of  the  Church 
in  the  Marange  and  Zimunya 
District  we  organized  ourselves 
to  make  the  best  of  these  assets 
and  opportunities  and  do  as 
much  as  we  could  to  reduce 
the  liabilities.  The  ministers 
made  schedules  of  special 
evangelistic  campaigns  for  each 
station:  each  minister  was 
required  to  present  h's  Quarters 
plan  of  work  to  the  Quarterly 
Conference  in  advance,  and  at 
the  same  time  tabulate  and 
report  on  the  number  of  church 
and  home  visitations.  Great 
stress  was  laid  on  the  import- 
ance of  visiting  in  the  homes  of 
the  people  for  personal  evan- 
gelism and  it  is  encouraging 
to  see  that   more  and  more  of 


this  is  being  done. 

The  duties  of  the  Evangelists 
were  defined  as:  (1)  Their 
special  task  was  to  make 
visitations  in  the  homes  and 
promote  family  worship.  En- 
couraging records  are  being 
kept  of  this  work.  (2)  Each 
evangelist  is  to  hold  a  Bible 
school  for  adults  in  each  of  the 
five  stations  to  which  he  has 
been  appointed.  It  must  be 
said  that  these  Bible  schools 
are  not  as  well  attended  as 
they  should  be.  We  will 
welcome  literature  on  this  to 
help  the  evangelists  and  en- 
courage the  people.  (3)  The 
evangelist  is  to  assist  the 
minister  in  all  campaigns  and 
in  every  phase  of  the  church 
work. 

A  new  plan  was  put  into  effect 
concerning  the  appointment 
of  Local  Preachers.  The  old 
rotation  plan  of  preaching  was 
changed  to  a  Local  Preacher 
receiving  the  appointment  to 
a  certain  church  each  Quarter 
and  attempting  to  work  with 
his  congregation  for  a  Quarter 
at  a  time.  The  rotation  is 
then  continued  on  a  Quarterly 
rather  than  a  weekly  basis. 

We  have  certain  victories 
as  well  as  certain  defeats  to 
report  for  our  year's  efforts. 
In  regard  to  the  stewardship 
program  we  were  grateful  for 
Miss  Reitz'  assistance  in  a 
few  of  the  stations.  We 
invite  her  back  again.  Where- 
ever  she  presented  her  program 
children  and  teachers  and  adults 
all  responded  in  good  numbers. 
It  was  encouraging  to  note  that 
in  regard  to  tithing  her  most 
consistent    results    were   among 
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the  teachers  of  our  schools. 

It  is  our  hope  that  soon  we 
shall  be  able  to  realize  in  the 
District  station  Treasurers  for 
each  local  church  who  will  be 
responsible  for  the  handling  and 
paying  out  ot  all  church  funds. 
This  involves  local  committees 
for  setting  the  church  budget, 
paying  the  workers,  keeping  of 
proper  books,  and  promoting 
increases  for  chui'ch  develop- 
ment. The  invitation  has  been 
given  out  to  any  church  which 
will  take  it  on  but  as  yet  no 
one  has  taken  it  up.  There  has 
been  an  attempt  throughout  the 
entire  District  to  develop  leader- 
ship and  responsibility  by  adding 
more  and  more  of  the  duties 
once  carried  by  the  missionary 
upon  the  peoj^le  themselves. 
Many  devoted  stewards  are  prov- 
ing themselves  quite  able. 

Conscious  effort  was  made  to 
put  to  work  the  great  Christian 
doctrine  of  the  stewardship  of 
the  land.  However,  we  must 
here  admit  very  slow  progress. 
Better  methods  of  agriculture 
have  been  taught  in  the  schools 
for  some  time.  A  thorough 
program  of  improved  agriculture 
is  being  required  of  all  teachers 
and  ample  opportunity  is  being 
given  them  to  carry  it  out. 
■However,  we  say  to  our  shame 
that  the  church  is  w  o  r  k  i  n  g 
against  the  schools  and  neglect- 
ing their  Christian  oppoi  tunities 
Avhen  it  comes  to  being  stewards 
of  the  land.  Very  few  of  our 
Church  leaders,  ministers,  evan- 
gelists, local  preachers,  stewards, 
Sunday  school  teachers  are  taking 
the  proper  care  of  their  land.  It 
is  our  hope  that  each  church 
leader  will  become  a  plot  holder 


under  the  direction  of  the  agri- 
cultural demonstrator  just  as  the 
teachers  are  required  to  do  and 
therefore  show  that  the  Church  is 
here  to  be  good  stewards  of  tlie 
land  which  God  has  given  us. 
The  Principle  of  the  Lord's  Acre 
is  being  taught  in  connection 
with  all  school  plots  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  taken  up 
by  the  Christian  people. 

The  District  building  program 
shows  some  results.  Six  new 
school  buildings  have  been 
completed  and  five  more  will 
be  completed  at  the  opening  of 
the  next  school  year.  Three 
church  buildings  are  at  present 
in  the  process  of  being  built. 
Three  teacher's  homes  wei-e 
completed  and  nine  are  at  present 
in  the  process  of  being  built. 
These  are  all  five  room  homes. 
All  buildings  are  of  burned 
brick,  erected  entirely  by  the 
people  themselves  without  any 
assistant  funds.  A  Church 
building  fund  has  been  establi- 
shed to  encourage  the  building 
of  bigger  and  better  churches 
which  fund  will  assist  any 
community  l/lO  of  the  total 
cost  of  their  new  church  building. 

In  regard  to  the  school  progi-am 
we  have  tried  to  establish  a 
Parents  Teachers  organization  at 
each  station.  We  admit  defeat 
so  far  on  any  successful  establish- 
ment of  this  very  important 
organization.  Our  schools  have 
realized  nearly  a  ten  percent 
increase  in  attendance  this  year  as 
well  as  a  ten  percent  increase  in 
staff.  There  has  been  the  addi- 
tion of  two  new  schools,  three 
new  standard  111  classes.  We 
are  still  negotiating  for  the 
establishment     of     Std.    IV    at 
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Mt.  Makomwe.  In  fact  our 
faith  is  sti'on.uer  than  ever  that 
it  will  soon   be  ours. 

Evangelism  has  continued  to 
be  our  central  theme.  To  l)ring 
people  to  Christ  and  his  abundant 
way  of  life  is  the  main  ])urpose  of 
our  existence.  It  can  probably 
truthfully  be  said  that  every 
])erson  of  an  understanding  age 
in  the  Marange  and  Zimunya 
Reserves  have  heard  the  story 
of  the  Gospel.  However,  many 
have  heard  only  a  few  times. 
Many  have  not  been  given  suf- 
ficient chance  of  hearing  to 
comprehend  its  value  for  them. 
However,  the  Gospel  must  still 
be  preached  to  large  numbers 
of  people  who  have  been  under 
constant  exposure  to  it  but  who 
have  not  yet  turned  to  follow 
the  Christ. 

There  have  been  a  few  large 
meetings  for  concentrated  evan- 
gelistic effort.  The  first  year  of 
the  Guzemukuze  Camp  Meeting 
was  very  successful  in  the 
winning  of  new  converts  and 
the  enlightenment  of  many 
people  of  the  Sabi  River  valley. 
In  Augnst  the  Rukwadzano  Rwe 
Wadzimai  held  their  annual 
convention  in  Marange  Reserve. 
The  District  wishes  to  express  its 
thanks  to  all  who  came  and 
brought  such  a  great  blessing  to 
the  Reserve.  The  meetings  were 
characterized  by.  good  leadership 
and  a  splendid  si)irit  of  prayer 
and  devotion.  Many  people 
were  won  to  Christ.  A  great 
climax  was  reached  when  on 
Sunday  afternoon  879  Christian 
]ieople  took  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion. The  service  took  over  two 
and  a  half  hours  of  which  an- 
hour  and   a    half    was   given  to 


serving  the  elements  and  a  quiet 
and  reverent  spirit  of  prayer  was 
shown  l)y  the  entire  congregation 
of  about  2000  people  throughout 
the  whole  service. 

Besides  these  meetings  each 
church  has  had  its  revival  services 
and  the  method  of  visitating 
evangelism  was  carried  out  in 
many  places.  We  have  been 
stressing  the  new  opjiortunities 
presented  to  every  church  by  the 
centralization  program  of  the 
Government  in  the  reserves. 
Visitations  can  be  made  with 
almost  the  same  efficiency  as  in 
the  cities  for  the  people  now 
live  closely  together.  Our  home 
visits  by  our  evangelists  and 
ministers  have  been  increased 
considerably  due  to  this  factor. 
We  wish  to  record  the  experi- 
ence of  Rev.  Thomas  Marange 
while  he  was  in  the  hospital  for 
a  very  serious  ailment  during  the 
month  of  April  he  did  a  devoted 
piece  of  evangelistic  work  from 
his  sick  bed  in  the  corner  of  the 
ward.  Several  people  were  led 
to  salvation.  Some  of  these  came 
from  quite  a  distance  and  pro- 
mised to  carry  the  Gospel  back 
home  with  them.  Tracts  were 
passed  out  so  fast  we  couldn't 
keep  him  supplied.  From  the 
corner  of  that  sick  ward  there 
radiated  the  love  and  spirit  of 
Christ  which  touched  many 
broken  bodies  and  diseased  souls 
and  increased  the  membership  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Seven  new  preaching  places 
were  established  and  are  now 
under  periodic  instruction  by 
evangelists  and  ministers.  The 
new  stations  were  opened  with 
authorized  schools.  One  of 
these  new  stations  was  strategical-

I  did  not 
come  home  that  night.  And 
when  I  did  come  I  announced 
that  Mrs.  Boswell  and  I  would 
conduct  the  Teacher  Training 
and  surpervise  the  General 
Primary  School.  Fortunately 
our  African  staff  is  the  best  we 
have  ever  had. 

While  not  prepared  for  this 
Teacher  Training  work,  I  never 
enjoyed  any  task  more.  And 
when  Mr.  Finlayson  arrived 
early  in  April  it  was  a  pleasure 
to  turn  it  over  to  him  and  see 
him  conduct  the  school  with  a 
masters,  hand.  He  is  an  ex- 
cellent man,  and  a  skilful  and 
devoted  teacher,  and  we  hope 
we  can  keep  him  for  many 
years. 

In  April  the  German  Inter- 
nees were  all  repatriated. 
Then  Miss  Frances  Haokler 
arrived  from  America,  and 
while  she  spends  time  studying 
language,  she  has  also  found 
time  to  help,  and  encourage 
and  stimulate  vis  by  her  enthus- 
iasm and  fine  ability. 

We  have  worked  hard  on 
buildings.  In  January  the 
hoys  moved  into  their  new 
Dinin-;  Hall,  and  we  also 
completed  tho  Teacher  Train- 
ing rooms,  and  a  CD.  Unit  at 
the  hospital.  Also  the  Cottage, 
erected  from  local  funds  was 
ready  for  the  Finlaysons  when 
they  came.  The  minister's 
house  and  that  for  the  hospital 
Technician    are  nearing  com- 


pletion, as  well  as  the  guest 
rooms  at  the  Ladies'  home. 
We  have  started  the  concrete 
dam  which  is  to  give  \)s  some 
irriaration,  and  other  buildings 
are  ready  to  be  started.  Seven 
groups  of  boys  are  now  making 
bricks. 

All  over  the  District  church- 
es and  school  buildings  and 
teachers  houses  are  being  erect- 
ed, mostly  from  burned  bricks. 

The  five  ministers  of  the 
District,  Je&nes  Teacher 
Jonathan  Maranke,  and  the 
Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Mr.  Gosha,  and  nearly 
a  hundred  teachers  have  work- 
ed, and  travelled,  and  preach- 
ed and  taught.  They  have 
shown  true  wisdom  in  working 
with  the  people,  have  shown 
infinite  patience,  and  planned 
wisely  in  a  multitude  of  tasks. 
Miss  Margaret  Maranke,  re- 
turned from  taking  a  couse  in 
Natal,  and  has  helped  very 
greatly  at  the  hospital.  Had 
it  not  been  for  all  these  con- 
secrated folk  and  that  gracious 
group  of  fellow  missionaries 
there  would  of  course  have 
been  little  to  report.  There 
are  at  least  30  places  where 
there  are  possibilities  for 
opening  new  Stations 

The  efi'ort  to  revise  our  statis- 
tics has  been  commendable,  al- 
thougli  it  has  meant  a  lot  of  work. 
If  numbers  should  appear  to  be 
smaller  this  year  it  will  not 
mean  that  the  "tree"  is  dying. 
There  has  been  an  abundance  of 
strong  healthy  growth,  and  cut- 
ting out  the  dead  wood  is  all  to 
the  good. 

When  the  minister  of  Nyadiri 
Circuit  brought  in  his  revisions 
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he  pat  in  a  column  for  "inactive 
baptised  babies."  I  was  inclined 
to  smile,  but  he  said,  "well,  I 
know  one  of  those  babies  who  is 
21  years  of  age,  and  he  has  never 
been  active  in  the  church  yet." 
So  that  column  probably  needs 
scrutinizing"  also. 
Miss  King  reports,

encouraged  ourselves  many  times 
during  this  conference  year.  It 
has  been  a  year  of  uncertainties, 
hopes  raised  and  dashed,  plans 
made  and  thwarted,  but  it  has 
been  a  year  of  joys  and  rewards 
too. 

The  association  with  our  Ger- 
man friends  from  the  internment 
Camp  was  inspiring,  and  their 
being  compelled  to  leave  was  a 
blow.  We  pray  that  if  it  may  be 
possible  in  God's  will  they  may 
return  to  work  with  us  agfiin. 

The  number  of  girls  in  board- 
ing school  is  smaller  than  last 
year  but  the  proportion  of  upper 
standard  pupils  increases  yearly 
and  without  additional  teachers 
it  would  be  very  difficult  if  not 
impossible  to  care  for  more  in 
the  domestic  science  classes. 

Preparation  for  building  the 
new  dormitories  proceeds,  but 
slowly  for  many  reasons.  Bricks 
are  being  made  and  building 
permits  have  been  applied  for. 
The  task  of  getting  the  building 


done  is  another  which  seems 
impossible  of  accomplishment 
without  more  help. 

We  are  daily  thankful  for  our 
supply  of  pure  water,  without 
which  the  school  could  hardly 
have  carried  on. 

Some  of  the  girls  begin  to  show 
an  understanding  of  the  meaning 
of  stewardshi]!  and  some  give 
promise  of  becoming  earnest  and 
successful  Christian  workers. 
Many  more  are  clamoring  to 
come  into  the  school,  and  given 
housing,  equipment  and  staff, 
much  can  be  accomplished  here 
for  Christ's  Kingdom  in  Afi-ica.'"

Nurses,      Exam.       records,     our 

Graduating  class   in    nursing  did 

very  well  in  December.     Among 

the    top    five    for    the    Colony, 

three  were  from  Nyadiri. 

Several  of  the  European  farm- 
ers have  asked  us  to  start 
schools  on  their  farms,  and  as  we 
were  not  able  to  get  staff  at  once 
several  have  now  started  schools 
of  their  own.  They  welcome 
our  preachers  when  they  go  to 
hold  services.  Mrs.  Gamble  made 
a  beautiful  gesture  when  she  sold 
her  farm,  by  deeding  ten  acres 
to  the  Mission  for  a  permanent 
Mission  site.  It  is  at  a  point 
where  four  farms  join.  The  new 
owner  heartily  approves  the 
arrangement. 
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I  have  felt  all  through  the  year 
that  we  were  approaching  a  time 
of  revival.  But  it  remained  for 
the  Ru  Kwadzano  Rwe  Wadzi- 
mayi  to  bring  the  spiritual 
movement  to  fruition.  The 
meeting  of  the  women  of  the 
northern  section  met  this  year 
just  before  Conference  at  Manyi- 
ka,  a  place  where  we  have  held 
m^any  Camp  Meetings.  Great 
preparations  had  been  made. 
Many  booths  had  been  prepared 
and  a  large  enclosure  under 
the  trees  was  made  for  the 
auditorium.  They  started  coming 
on  Thursday  and  by  Friday  we 
learned  that  an  unusual  number 
had  already  arrived.  Some  came 
for  more  than  a  hundred  miles. 
Many  walked.but  great  numbers 
came  by  lorries  and  cars.  I  was 
asked  to  preach  Sunday  morning 
and    administer    the  sacrament. 

It  was  a  beautiful  and  colorful 
sight  as  we  came  to  the  camp. 
It  was  a  very  quiet  crowd,  and 
the  women  entered  and  sat  com- 
fortably in  rows.  There  was 
not  the  slightest  hurry  or  dis- 
order inspite  of  the  great  crowd. 
In  fact  it  was  the  largest  Christ- 
ian group  I  have  seen  in  Africa. 
The  largest  number  were  at  the 
S  u  n  d  a  y  afternoon  meeting. 
Several  groups  tried  to  count 
them.  The  smallest  figure  given 
was  over  (),()()().  Others  made  it 
as  high  as  1(),()()().  But  if  we 
take  the  smallest  figure  it  must 
rank  as  one  of  the  really  great 
meetings  in  the  history  of  our 
church  in  Rhodesia. 

But  it  was  not  size  that  im- 
pressed me.  It  was  the  quietness, 
confidence,  and  peace  that  we 
all  felt.  As  I  looked  at  the  faces 
of  many   women  we  had  known 


for  many  years  we  could  see  that 
they  had  grown  through  the 
years.  I  also  knew  that  during 
those  days  a  great  work  had  l)een 
going  on  in  the  meetings  and  in 
the  camps  both  day  and  night. 
The  ministers  say  that  many 
hundreds  of  women  found  Christ, 
some  for  the  first  time,  and 
others  were  reclaimed.  It  is  not 
possible  to  know  the  exact 
number.  It  was  as  easy  to  speak 
to  them  as  it  wov.ld  have  l)een 
to  a  much  smaller  group. 

Before  the  meeting  started,  a 
women's  choir  sang  beautifully. 
Then  Mrs.  S.  Munjoma  arose, 
spoke  a  few  words  to  the  audi- 
ence and  then  introduced  the 
missionaries  as  gracefully  as  could 
any  womaii  have  done  in  any 
part  of  the  world.  I  could  not 
but  rejoice  that  every  woman 
there  represented  either  a  Christ- 
ian home,  or  a  home  that  had  at 
least  been  touched  by  Christ. 

The  communion  service  last- 
ed over  an  hrmr,  with  seven 
ministers  assisting. 

Reports  have  come  in  saying 
that  the  churches  of  the  District 
were  crowded  the  next  Sunday, 
and  that  many  headmen,  and 
others  of  the  men  and  women 
were  present,  all  wanting  to  get 
the  message  of  the  great  meeting. 

This  has  been  a  great  satisfac- 
tion to  us  all. 


REPORT    OF    OLD     UMTALI 
DISTRICT

Retrospct  is  always  a  solemn 
thing  -  there  is  always  much  that 
might  have  been  done  and  so 
little   that    seems   to    have   been 
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accomplished  -  BUT  -  there  is  also 
a  re-vl  joy  and  iaspiration  to 
fresh  service  when  we  see  the 
manifestation  of  the  Hand  of 
God  in  the  work  of  the  years 
that  are  past. 

This  year  has  surely  heen 
a  difficult  one.  There  have 
l)een  many  disappoint'.neuts  and 
discouragements.  We  have 
had  as  it  were  -  the  order 
to  "Stand  Still"  when  we  have 
been  particularly  desirous  of 
pushins4"  on  and  "Going  Forward" 
There  has  bean  a  peculiar  sense 
of  frusti-ation.  Particnlary  have 
we  felt  this  in  regard  to  our 
building  programme.  We  had 
planned  to  "Go  Forward"  with 
the  erection  of  our  much  needed 
Church  -  but  although  we  have 
some  of  the  materials  to  begin, 
we  have  not  been  able  to  secure 
permission  to  build.  This  applies 
also  to  the  Dormitories  and 
Dining  Hall. 

The  command  to  "Stand  Still" 
was  almost  immediately  followed 
by  "Go  Forward"  and  we  are 
eagerly  awaiting  that  order  from 
God. 

WORKERS:  As  in  most  places 
there  has  been  some  "coming" 
and  a  great  deal  of  ''Going" 
among  our  worliers  during  the 
past  year.  We  were  very  for- 
tunate in  securing  the  services 
of  Mr.  Hopf,  Mr.  Kruger  Miss 
Fabian  and  Sister  Scrieber  -  the 
German  Internees  -  for  some  mon- 
ths. Theii'  time  with  us  was  a 
very  profitable  one  for  the  Mis- 
sion and  we  were  genuinely  sorry 
when  they  were  obliged  to  leave 
us.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mc  William 
also  left  us  after  being  at  Old 
Umtali  some  months.  What  was 
our    misfortune    was    P.  E.  A.  's 


fortune  when  we  had  to  let  Sister 
Karin  Jonsson  leave  us  for  P.E.A. 
in  order  to  learn  the  language  pri- 
or to  her  going  to  work  at  Inham- 
bane.  We  also  bade  farewell  to 
Sister  Rosa  Rydell,  who  was  able 
after  many  months  of  waiting, 
to  secure  a  passage  to  Sweden. 
In  January  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gates 
and  Paul  left  us  on  their  well  • 
deserve  furlough.  We  do  miss 
them  very  much  but  are  eagerly 
looking  forward  to  their  return. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Q.  0.  Roberts  came 
to  help  us  in  the  T.  T.  work  as  did 
Miss  Lois  Pfaff.  They  were 
given  a  very  warm  welcome  from 
all  of  u-  at  Old  Umtali.  Then  it 
was  with  pleasure  that  we  wel- 
comed Miss  Deyo  and  our  new 
missionary  Miss  Mildred  Taylor 
with  all  her  fresh  enthusiasm 
and  interest  in  everything.  We 
seem  now  to  be  s  e  1 1 1  e  d  -  until 
the  next  move,  of  course.  Last 
but  not  least  -  we  were  thrilled 
with  the  arrival  of  Marguerite  - 
the  ^Mission  Baby  -  the  daughter 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tudor  Roberts. 
Long  mav  she  remain  with  us. 
T.T.  DEPARTMENT:  Since 
last  Conference  T.  T.  has  grad- 
uated its  largest  class  in  history 
with  almost  100%  passing.  These 
25  young  teachers  are  scattered 
over  our  Conference  to-day.  Be- 
cause of  the  furlough  of  Mr,  and 
Mrs.  Gates  and  Mrs.  Tudor 
Roberts'  leave  of  absence,  we 
have  in  lU-IT  heen  hampered  by 
a  serious  shortage  in  staff.  It 
has  been  necessary  to  do  some 
shifting  of  staff  and  to  send  some 
of  our  students  to  the  school  at 
Nyadiri.  As  we  came  to  the  end 
of  the  second  term,  however,  our 
staff  is  sufficient  to  cope  with  our 
reduced  student  body,  and  good 
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wnrk  is  bein.u"done.

CENTRAL  PRIMARY  DEPT. 

Work  in  the  Central  Primary 
goes  on  as  usual.  School  opened 
in  January  with  an  enrolment 
of  over  300  in  standards  3-4-5- 
and  G,  nearly  all  of  whom  are 
boarders.  Eighty  four  of  these 
are  in  Std  tj.  We  welcome  the 
new  staff  members:  Mi^  Zimon- 
te  and  Mr,  Matara,  graduates  of 
last  year's  T.  T.  Class.  Miss  Ma- 
rembo  who  comes  to  us  from 
Mutamljara:  Miss  Kimbo  from 
Nyadiri  and  Mr.  Mtasa  from 
Waddilove.  These  last  three  are 
also  Hartzell  Ti-iiiiing  School 
Graduates.  Mr.  Mtasa  has  had  in 
addition,  5  years'  study  at 
Healtown.  We  were  fortunate 
indeed  to  secure  him  for  Std.  6 
He  replaces  Mr.  Mazaiwana  also 
Union  trained,  who  is  at  present 
working  toward  his  degree  at 
Fort  Hare. 

The  Central  Primary  misses  Mr. 
Tudor  Roberts' cheerful  presence 
and  we  still  have  no  teacher  in 
his  place  in  Std.  6.  We  had 
hoped  to  have  Miss  Fabian, 
German  Internee,  for  this 
standard  but  we,  like  many 
other  stations  were  disappoint- 
ed at  the  last  minute  in  this 
hope.  So  then,  this  year  the 
three  sections  of  standard  6 
are  being  taught  by  two  E.T.C 
teachers,  one  fully  qualified 
African  teacher  and  the  Head- 
mistress. We  are  also  happy 
to  have  Miss  Taylor  on  our 
staff.  Most  of  her  time  is 
occupied  in  language  study, 
but  she  is  giving  some  time  to 
teaching  and    office    help,   for 


which  we  are  indeed  grateful. 
A  fine  spirit  has  been  shown 
amongst  the  Central  Primary 
Staff.  They  are  a  happy,  friend- 
ly group  of  Christian  teachers, 
who,  besides  their  regular 
school  duties,  are  active  in 
such  organizations  as  Path- 
finders, Wayfarers,  Music,  Sports 
Class  Meeting  and  the  Youth 
Fellowship.  There  are  two 
ministers  on  the  staff  and  most 
of  the  other  men  members  are 
local  preachers. 

During  the  last  six  weeks 
of  the  first  term  the  Head- 
mistress attempted  to  take  a 
holiday.  Special  thanks  are 
due  to  Miss  Deyo  who  took 
over  the  classes  and  Mr.  Mu- 
samba  who  became  Acting 
Head,  i  n  addition  t  o  his 
schedule.  Also  to  all  the 
teachers  who  worked  so  well 
with  him  and  faithfully  carried 
on  their  duties.  While  the 
cat  was  away  they  DID  NOT 
play:  (Miss  J.  Pfaff) 
MEDICAL  The  Medical  work 
at  Old  Umtali  has  flourished 
and  waned  during  the  past 
year.  Sister  Rosa  left  in 
October  and  for  a  few  weeks 
Sister  Karin  Jonsson  held  the 
reins,  and  the  work  prospered 
then  it  was  necessary  for  her 
to  go  and  study  Portuguese, 
and  the  Dispensary  was  left 
with  only  the  sketchy  attention 
Sister  Parmenter  was  able  to 
give  it  along  with  her  own 
work.  She  attended  on  Clinic 
days  and  was  on  call  whenever 
necessary.  In  December  we 
rejoiced  in  getting  Sister  Katie 
Scrieber,  who  came  to  us  from 
the     Internment     Camp     and 
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quickly  proved  herself  a  tower 
of  strength  and  efficiency,  and 
rapidly  won  the  esteen  and 
confidence  of  the  African 
people.  Many  have  said  of 
her  "Ah,  she  was  so  kind  and 
understood  our  trouble,"  and 
some  who  had  been  sick  for 
long  testify  to  being  well  now 
because  of  her  treatments. 
It  was  with  real  sadness  we 
had  to  let  her  go  at  the  be- 
ginning of  April.  Since  then 
Sister  Parmenter  has  done 
what  she  could  to  keep  the 
wheels  in  motion.  It  is  only 
natural  that  the  work  would 
fall  off  when  time  after  time 
the  people  come  and  find  no 
nurse  there.  Nurse  Margaret 
Nyakunu  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  Maternity  work,  has 
willingly  stepped  into  the 
breech  since  Mbuya  Lina  left 
to  be  married,  but  there  again, 
she  is  often  too  busy  with  her 
special  work.  The  Clinic  is 
greatly  in  need  of  an  African 
Graduate  as  well  as  a  Mission- 
ary nurse.  Dr.  Gurney  once  said 
"Keep  records,  for  numbers 
talk"  so  I  will  let  the  records 
talk  now.  There  were  392 
general  hospital  patients  and 
203  Maternity,  with  a  combined 
total  of  7608  treatment  days. 
In  Maternity  we  had  two  sets 
of  twins  bringing  the  number 
of  babies  up  to  205.  In  the 
clinic  384  persons  have  had 
treatments  with  a  total  of  4980 
injections.  Out  patient  work 
is  always  high-reaching  1400 
patients  and  5277  treatments. 
With  a  second  African  Gradu- 
ate and  a  missionary  the  work 
could  easily  be  doubled. 


FAIRFIELD  ORPHANAGE  & 
INFIRMARY 

At  the  Infirmary  and  Orphan- 
age the  work  has  gone  along 
about  as  usual.  Every  girl  had 
a  physical  examination  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  and 
many  re])orted  active  Biiharzia, 
for  which  they  were  treated 
thus  giving  them  a  good  start 
off  for  the  years'  work.  Ther"e 
has  not  been  any  severe  illness 
among  the  girls  though  there 
is  someone  in  the  Infirmary 
much  of  the  time,  for  little  ail- 
ments. Our  clinic  four  times 
a  day  keeps  many  from  getting 
down  to  bed.  Nurse  Elsie  Ka- 
shaya  does  practically  all  of  this 
work. 

In  the  Baby  houses  the  wails 
and  weeps  go  on  !  Babies  come 
and  bal)ies  go,  some  to  their 
heavenly  home  some  to  their 
earthly  homes.  There  have  been 
fewer  deaths  this  year  and  those 
only  among  the  wee  ones  who 
fail  to  adjust  themselves  to  the 
difficulties  of  a  new  kind  of  life. 
Among  the  older  ones  there  has 
been  very  little  sickness,  and 
their  favourite  past  time  is  airing 
their  English  which  consists  of 
three  words.  Sister  Hawo  (Hello) 
and  singing  Joy.  Joy,  Joy!  Our 
numbers  have  stayed  up  around 
30  until  the  last  few  weeks 
when  they  have  dropped  to  22. 
Wo  are  a  busy  ha])|)y  family. 
(Miss  Parmentei-). 
FAIRFIELD  GIRLS  SCHOOL  : 
At  the  lieginning  of  the  year, 
Fairfield  Girls'  School  felt  com- 
pelled to  take  the  largest  enrol- 
ment it  has  ever  had.  Ai)pliea- 
tions  were  again  and  again  refused 
Ix'cause  of  over  crowded  con- 
ditions; but.   with  an  awakeniuii 
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Africa  appealing  i'or  the  privil- 
eges of  education,  how  can  one 
keep  the  numbers  down? 

We  rejoice  in  the  arrival  uf  our 
new  missionary  Miss  Mildred 
Taylor.  With  her  great  enthus- 
iasm for  the  work  and  hei-  deep 
love  for  the  people,  she  is 
already  a  real  blessing. 

This  year  we  were  very  fort- 
unate in  having  a  dam  constructed 
on  onr  farm.  We,  as  all  others 
in  Rhodesia,  have  been  seriously 
affected  by  the  drought.  Now 
however,  with  the  storing  of 
water  at  night,  it  is  felt  that  in 
the  future  we  can  do  the 
necessary  irrigating  to  save  our 
crops  even  in  a  (lr\'  year.  (M, 
Deyo) 

AGRICULTURE  :  The  year  has 
been  very  difficult  in  many  ways 
for  those  who  are  in  charge  of 
the  farm.  These  difficulties 
have  caused  us  to  try  to  define 
the  part  of  the  mission  jjro- 
gramme  in  which  the  farm  may 
fit.  We  have  read  Conference 
reports,  ai-ticles,  other  reports  and 
records  concerning  this  phras<^ 
of  mission  work.  We  find  that 
many  good  programmes  have 
been  saggestod  and  started.  The 
government  has  indicated  an 
interest  and  desire  to  co- operate 
on  any  feasable  programme.  This 
interest  shows  tliat  farming  does 
have  a  place  in  the  mission 
programme. 

We  have  not  spent  all  our 
time  looking  into  the  past  for 
guidance.  We  have  spent  most 
of  onr  lime  working  with  the 
present  problems  and  laying 
plans  for  the  future  programme 
concerning  the  farm.  Yet  we 
come  to  the  end  of  our  Con  ference 


year  1946-1947  rather.discou raged 
in  our  progress. 

Like  manj^  farmers  we  want 
to  place  some  of  the  blame  of  our 
shortcomings  upon  the  climatic 
conditions.  However,  the  weath- 
er man  Avas  good  to  us  up  until 
January.  Our  crops  looked  very 
well.  We  had  planted  approx- 
imately 125  acres  of  mealies,  50 
acres  of  cowpeas  and  velvet  beans 
for  hay,  50  acres  of  velvet  beans 
for  green  manure,  several  acres 
of  sunn  Hemp  for  seed  and 
green  manure  several  acres  of 
white  beans  and  peanuts.  The 
married  people  had  i>lanted  more 
than  140  acres  of  crops.  The 
drought  came  to  this  section  of 
the  colony  just  as  most  of  the 
crops  were  flowering.  Great 
damage  resulted.  Most  of  the 
crops  needed  water  badly  for 
only  a  few  weeks  during  this 
period.  Although  we  have  an 
irrigation  system  with  an  abund- 
ance of  water  during  a  greater 
part  of  the  year,  there  are  still 
problems  connected  with  the 
system  Some  mealies  were  irrigat- 
ed but  most  of  the  crops  received 
very  little  irrigation  water.  Our 
pastures  are  practically  gone  pas- 
ture improvement  by  means  of 
irrigation,  transplanting  of  grass 
and  seeding  acres  has  been  discus- 
sed many  times,  but  a  programme 
has  not  materialised. 

This  brings  to  mind  our  at- 
tempt- to  co-o]ierate  with  the 
irrigation  depai'tment.  After 
some  time  and  material  had  been 
spent  on  preparation  of  the  site 
and  making  plans  with  the 
irrigation  Dept.  to  build  the  Dam, 
our  ])lans  were  not  completed. 
The  dam  was  not  built. 
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There  have  been  no  trees 
planted  during  the  past  year 
with  the  exception  of  a  few 
hundred  which  border  a  roadway. 
The  forrestry  programme  is  at  a 
Stand  still. 

We  feel  that  there  are  three 
steps  to  all  of  our  land  and  farm 
programmes  which  we  should 
closely  follow  : 

1.  A  definite  farm  prograunne 
to  include  the  best  practices  in 
soil  conservation  and  soil  erosion 
work,  crop  production,  livestock 
industry  and  farm  management, 
should  be  worked  out.  The 
programme  should  be  stable  and 
not  changed  unless  very  good 
reasons  are  i)''esented  to  the 
Agricultural  advisory  committee 
of  the  Conference  and  approved 
by  the  colonys  soil  conversation 
department. 

2  A  financial  plan  must  be 
worked  out  to  outline  a  definite 
budget  to  provide  for  ways  and 
means  of  handling  money  and 
to  give  limitations  upon  the  ex- 
tent of  the  financial  programme. 

3.  To  promote  a  better  farm 
programme  and  a  more  definite 
financial  plan,  everyone  living 
in  the  community  should  have 
the  opportunity  to  know  the 
problems  of  the  farm.  They 
should  be  given  a  chance  to  help 
solve  the  problems. 

If  we  can  get  these  three  steps 
in  pre])aration,  we  feel  that  our 
work  will  have  advanced  at  the 
same  quick  speed  as  the  work 
of  those  who  have  worked  with 
the  farm  problems  before  us. 
Then  all  of  our  mission  lands 
will  have  been  organised  to 
produce  physical  benefits  and 
profits  as  well  as  being  utilized 
as    a    place    to    teach    better 


farmiag(.J.  T.  Thacker). 

RHODESIA  MISSION  PRESS  : 

During  the  past  year  the 
printer!  word  has  continued 
to  speak  to  many  people.  The 
Rhodesia  Mission  Press  has 
had  a  rainimun  amount  of 
missionary  Supervision  but  the 
African  printers  have  carried 
on  the  work  very  faithfully, 
Much  credit  is  due  to  the  head 
printer,  Hayford  Maringanise 
who  has  been  at  this  task  for 
24  years  and  who  loves  and 
does  the  work  as  "if  it  were 
my  own."  Printing  jobs  for 
the  past  year  have  included  : 
Job  Printing- :  snch  as  report 
cards, letter  heads,  programmes 
etc.  Rhodesia  Annual  Con- 
ference Minutes  :  Text  Books  : 
Mukadzi  weKutaura,  Tsamba 
yeCipiri,  Tucece.  Sunday 
School  Lessons  -  Junior  &  Sen- 
ior &  Teachers,  helps.  Kateki- 
sima  :  reprint.  Umbowo  hwe 
Ukristu  :  Translations  &  Writ- 
ing's :  in  vernacular  for  use  in 
stewardship  programme  in- 
clude: Miteino  Gumi,  Wace- 
r)geti  Wakuru  Waukristu,  story 
of  Dr.  Carver  and  others.  Cho- 
rouses  &  other  Children's 
Songs. 

The  above  list  though  not 
lengthy,  represents  thousands 
of  tedious  hours  of  type  setting 
by  the  old  fashioned  hand  me- 
thod. We  regret  that  we  have 
not  been  able  t()  get  out  orders 
as  promptly  as  they  have  some- 
times been  desired.  We  regret, 
also,  that  we  have  not  been 
able  to  accept  all  of  the  orders 
which  come  to  us.  New  type 
is  still  difficult  to  get  and  the 
paper  supply  has  not  been  con- 
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stant.  Yet,  perhaps  the  greatest 
need  is  for  a  manager  who  can 
give  the  major  part  of  his  time 
to  the  printing  department. 
No  task  in  the  Conference 
presents  a  greater  challenge. 
OLD  UMTALI  CHURCH. 
Looking  back  over  the  past 
year,  we  have  cause  to  be 
grateful  for  the  Lord's  blessings 
upon  His  work.  The  spiritual 
vitality  of  the  church  w^as 
manifested  in  the  fruit  seen 
during  the  year.  At  Easter 
the  work  done  by  our  Theo- 
logical Students  brought  a 
living  witness  of  the  ever 
present  Power  of  Christ  to  save 
sinners.  The  messege  of  the 
Cross  appealed  to  and  touched 
the  hearts  of  many  of  our 
young  men  and  women.  It 
gave  them  fresh  hopes  of  sal- 
vation through  the  death  of 
Christ.  Many  met  him  for 
the  first  time.  At  the  close 
of  the  me3tin:^s  one  hundred 
stood  to  testify  that  by  His 
Grace  they  had  found  for- 
giveness of  their  sins  by  the 
precious  blood  of  the  Lamb  of 
God.  We  give  Glory  to  God 
for  the  great  work  accom- 
plished at  Eastertide.  Our  only 
sorrow  is  for  those  who  re- 
mained unsaved  and  our 
prayer  is  "Lord,  hasten  the 
day  when  they  shall  come  to 
know  the  Lord  Jesus  as  their 
Saviour." 

Since  that  time  our  con- 
gregation has  been  flourish- 
ing. This  led  to  the  necessary 
division  of  the  Church  into 
Adult    and     Junior    Churches. 

Regarding  financial  matters 
we  are  glad  to  report  that  our 
Church  is  not   in   debt.     After 


paying  our  local  expenses  and 
benevolences  we  close  the  year 
with  a  balance  in  hand. 

Effort  has  been  made  to 
raise  funds  forour  new  Church. 
So  far  since  last  year  we  have 
raised  £  ten  Pounds  of  this  a- 
mountcame  from  Umtali 
African  Church  and  17/6  from 
Chipfatsura  Rukwadzano.  To 
them  we  give  our  hearty 
thanks. 

Work  amongst  the  young 
people  in  the  M.  Y.  F.  is  stead- 
ily going  on,  although  not  as 
well  as  we  had  expected  it  to 
grow.  The  movement  is  young 
and  it  is  especially  difficult  to 
get  it  going  in  a  country  that 
is  still  groping  its  way  to 
Christianity.  Therefore,  a 
careful  examination  of  the 
movement  by  an  appointed 
Committee,  is  necessary. 
Stewardship  has  been  stressed 
during  the  year'  streseed  has 
been  sown -but  the  result  re- 
mains to  be  seen.  The  every 
thing  there  is  a  time. 

Mention  should  be  made  of 
the  Faculty  Prayer  Meeting 
which  has  been  held  monhly. 
These  meetings  have  been 
well  attended  and  have  proved 
a  real  blessing.  THE  EHNES 
CHURCH.  The  need  for  a  new 
Church  Building  at  Old  Umtali 
is  too  obviour  for  question. 
Not  only  the  people  living  at 
Old  Umtali,  but  others  through- 
out the  Conference  have  been 
saving  gifts  for  this  House  of 
God,  for  several  years.  There 
was  great  rejoicing  here  when 
last  year  word  came  from  the 
Board  of  minister  in  New  York 
that  special  efforts  were  being 
put  forth   to    make  tiiis  mem. 
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orial  builiding  to  Dr.  Morris 
W.  Ehnes,  the  late  treasurer 
of  the  Board  of  Missions.  Dr. 
Ehnes  was  the  first  missionary 
of  the  Board  to  come  to  S. 
Rhodesia,  and  it  is  most  fitting 
that  our  Church  be  the  Ehnes 
Memorial  ('hurch." 

The  Funds  for  this  Church 
Building,  including  both  those 
from  America  and  those  re- 
ceiced  on  the  Field  amount  to 
£9,550.  At  the  last  Field 
Meeting,  in  April,  it  was  de- 
cided to  postpone  the  beginning 
of  building  operations  until 
building  materials  were  obtain- 
ble.  In  the  meantime,  as 
much  detailed  planning  as 
can  be  done  is  being  done  and 
we  hope  that  at  such  a  time 
as  when  building  materials  are 
released  that  we  can  concen- 
trate on  the  great  task  of 
erecting  a  Church,  the  best 
building  on  our  cumpus'  and 
a  place  concerning  which  many 
people  will  feel,  "I  was  glad 
when  they  said  "Let  us  go  into 
the  House  of  the  Lord." 
THEOLOGICAL  SCHOOL.  The 
strength  of  this  department  is 
not  in  its  numbers,  for  there 
are  only  six  pupils.  The  wives 
of  these  men  attend  two  of  the 
courses,  one  on  the  Religious 
education  and  the  other  on  the 
Christian  Home. 

Each  man  was  an  experienced 
pastor  before  coming  to  this 
school.  He  has  made  a  success 
of  the  work  which  he  previously 
had  and  is  here  now  because  he 
feels  that  God  has  definitelj-^ 
called  him  into  the  Christian 
Ministry.  The  teaching  staff 
considers  its  a  priviledge  to  con- 
tiict  each  ui ember  of  the  class  froiii 


day  to  day  and  appreciate  the  fine 
Christian  spirit  wliich  is  manifest. 

As  one  looks  into  the  not 
distant  future  and  estimates  the 
number  of  on-coming  retirements 
necessary  and,  also"  as  one  opens 
his  eyes  and  looks  upon  the  har- 
vest of  souls  which  should  be 
forth  coming,  it  is  not  difficult  to 
see  that  the  ministerial  demand 
is  far  greater    than    our  supply. 

May  each  Christian  of  Rhod- 
sia  Annual  Conference  pray  ear- 
nestly that  God  will  "send  forth 
labours  into  His  Harvest." 


REPORT  OF  THE   UMTALI 
DISTRICT. 

E.  L.  Sells,  Superintendent. 

The  first  Methodist  Mis- 
sionary work  to  be  opened  in 
the  Eastern  Section  of  South- 
ern Rhodesia  followed  the  sign- 
ing of  the  Title  Deeds  to  the 
transfer  of  the  property  at  Old 
Qmtali  and  the  granting  of  land 
in  Umtali  at  the  office  of  the 
Hon.  Cecil  Rhodes  in  London, 
through  Bishop  Hartzell  on 
March  21st,  1898.  The  first 
Missionary  selected  for  Rhode- 
sia and  sent  for  educational 
work  in  Umtali,  was  the  Rev. 
Morris  W.  Ehnes,  who  with 
Mrs.  Ehnes  arrived  on  October 
15th,  1898.  On  Nov.  25th  he 
opened  ihe  school  for  European 
children  with  13  pupils.  This 
school  was  carried  on  with  an 
increasing  em'olment  until  1911. 
Along  with  the  school  services 
for  Europeans  were  conducted 
and  the  teaching  of  children  in 
Sunday  School  as  well  as 
literary  activities  for  adults. 
The  services  were  held,  first  in 
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the  court  room  of  the  Govern- 
ment building,  later  in  the 
Chapel  of  the  Unitali  Academy 
until  the  present  building  was 
erected  and  opened  for  services 
in  March,  1903.  Since  that 
time  services  have  been  held 
regularly  and  there  has  been  a 
steady  growth  in  the  member- 
ship and  activities  of  the 
Church  until  there  is  now  a 
membership  of  290  (this  does 
not  include  a  very  large  number 
in  the  various  places  through- 
out the  Circuit  for  which  a 
separate  register  is  now  being 
prepared)  and  has  an  approxim- 
ate total  constituency,  including 
the  Circuit,  of  more  than  609. 

DEVELOPMENT  Or  THE 
CIRCUIT: 

It  has  been  felt  for  many 
years  that  the  work  of  the 
Circuit  covering  the  Eastern 
Districts,  for  which  the  Con- 
ference is  responsible,  should 
be  developed  and  organized. 
In  L945  a  proposal  was  presen- 
ted by  the  official  board  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church  for  the 
development  of  the  Circuit  and 
was  agreed  to  by  the  Confer- 
ence. This  meant  the  releasing 
of  the  Minister  from  certain 
African  Circuit  responsibilities 
which  took  place  at  the  end  of 
1946.  During  the  year  of  1946 
preaching  places  in  the  Circuit 
were  increased  from  that  of  2  in 
addition  to  Umtali  until  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  8. 
Up  to  the  present  the  number  of 
preaching  places  has  increased 
very  rapidly  until  there  are 
now  1 5  preaching  places  several 
of  which  have  been  organized 
into  classes  in   addition  to  the 


two  services  held  each  Sunday 
in  St  Andrew's  Church.  These 
preaching  places  are  very 
widely  scattered  and  require 
the  Minister  to  travel  approxim- 
ately 2,000  miles  each  month. 
An  average  f re  in  6  to  8  services 
are  held  every  Sunday  in  these 
widely  scattered  sections. 

We  are  greatly  pleased  with 
the  response  and  with  the  large 
attendance  at  all  these  services 
and  we  are  greatly  indebted  to 
the  lay  preachers  who  have  so 
generously  given  of  their  time 
in  travelling  and  holding 
services  and  in  assisting  the 
Minister  of  the  Circuit  with 
the  wide-scattered  activities 
and  the  heavy  duties  that  such 
a  development  entails.  We  are 
also  greatly  indebted  to  the 
managers  of  hotels,  The  Dutch 
Reformed  Church,  The  Church 
of  England  and  the  Schools 
that  have  so  kindly  put  their 
churches,  halls  and  rooms  at 
our  disposal  for  services.  With 
so  little  space  it  is  not  possible 
to  enumerate  the  various  places 
where  services  are  held  nor  to 
give  an  idea  of  the  enthusiastic 
and  generous  response  of  the 
people  that  we  are  serving. 

The  contributions  made  at 
the  lime  of  the  holding  of  the 
Circuit  services  more  than 
covers  the  heaving  travel 
expenses  and  the  Circuit  is 
coming  to  a  place  where  it  is 
making  a  substantial  contribu- 
tion towards  the  support  of 
the  Minister. 

With  the  coming  of  an 
increasingly  large  number  of 
immigrants  into  Umtali  and 
the  Eastern  Districts  and  with 
the   proposed    development   of 
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the  entire  Eastern  section  of 
the  Colony,  centring  around 
the  Sabi  Valley  including  the 
head-waters  of  the  Sabi  as 
being  investigated  by  the 
Government,  helps  us  to  realise 
the  unliaiited  opportunities 
for  European  work  and  the 
increasing  provision  that  the 
Methodist  Church  must  make 
for  facilities  in  the  work  in 
which  we  are  pioneers.  There 
shDuld  be  at  least  six  more 
preaching  places  established 
in  addition  to  what  we  already 
have  and  the  only  limit  seems 
to  be,  preachers  and  time. 

UMTALI. 

The  Eui'opean  work  in  U  mtali 
has  not  only  held  its  own  but 
has  made  substantial  advances 
during  the  past  year.  The 
teaching  of  scripture  in  the 
school,  which  requires  classes 
each  morning  of  the  week,  has 
been  continued  and  there  are 
259  boys  and  girls  who  were 
taught  each  week  in  these 
classes.  The  youth  work  has 
continued  in  two  sections,  that 
of  the  Senior  Club  with  25 
members  and  the  Junior  Club 
with  40  members.  These  meet 
every  two  weeks  with  varied 
and  interesting  activities.  The 
Sunday  School  has  rapidly- 
increased  with  the  establish- 
ment of  a  second  section  of  the 
Primary  Department  in  the 
Chapel  of  Park  River  Camp. 
This  makes  three  sections  with 
the  Seniors  meeting  in  the 
Church  and  the  two  sections 
of  tho  Primary  department 
meeting  in  Toe  H  Hall  and 
Park  River  Camp.  The  total 
enrolment   is   more    than.  150. 


The  Women's  Association  has 
continued  to  serve  the  Church 
well  and  there  has  been  a 
substantial  increase  in  member- 
ship. 

In  regard  to  Church  property, 
the  proposal  as  previously 
outlined  is  still  under  way  and 
it  is  hoped  that  a  permit  will  be 
granted  following  our  second 
application  of  last  week  within 
a  short  time  for  the  erecting 
of  a  hall  on  the  Stand  adjoining 
Wesley  house.  In  the  meantime 
the  Church  has  continued  tc 
raise  building  funds  so  that 
with  what  is  on  hand  and  may 
be  secured  in  the  immediate 
future,  the  cost  of  erecting  the 
hall  can  be  met  in  full.  Other 
property  developments  are 
being  arranged  for  as  rapidly 
as  it  is  possible. 

The  finances  of  the  IJmtali 
Church  and  Circuit  are  being 
met  and  there  is  every  promise 
that  there  will  be  an  increase 
in  local  support. 

Next  year  we  celebrate  our 
50th  anniversary  of  the  opening 
of  the  work  in  Umtali  and  we 
hope  in  every  way  to  make  it 
a  real  Jubilee  in  Circuit 
development. 

THE  AFRICAN  CIRCUIT. 

What  has  been  said  con- 
cerning the  development  of 
European  work  is  equally 
true  of  that  of  the  African 
Circuit.  In  addition  to  the 
services  held  in  the  Church  on 
the  Hill,  there  are  1.3  preaching 
places  the  most  of  which  have 
organized  classes  that  meet  on 
week-days  as  well  as  Sunday 
in  places  widely  scattered 
throughout      the      town      and 
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surrounding  territory  as  far  as 
seven  or  eight  miles  away. 
Tiiere  are  18  local  preachers 
that  assist  the  Minister  and 
Evangelist  in  the  conductind 
of  16  services  each  Sunday  ang 
the  holding  of  class  meetings 
throughout  the  week. 

With  the  coming  of  an 
increasing  number  of  business 
firms  and  light  industries  into 
Umtali,  the  African  population 
has  rapidly  increased  until 
there  is  at  present  a  little 
more  than  8,000  people.  It  is 
a  town  of  all  tribes  that  have 
come  to  work.  They  have 
brought  with  them  many  of 
their  e^ril  customs  and  practices 
that  are  having  an  effect  on 
the  life   of  the  people. 

The  Minister,  Rsv.  Titus 
Maranke,  writes  "that  while 
visiting  the  Conference  at 
Gogoi,  40  miles  from  Mt. 
Siliada  held  by  Snr.  Freire 
last  July,  he  met  many  people 
who  were  converted  in  Umtali 
and  have  become  very  effective 
workers  in  Portuguese  Territory. 
In  meeting  these  people  it 
showed  me  that  the  Church  on 
the  Hill  in  Qmtali  is  a  light, 
and  that  the  Gospel  is  reaching 
a  large  number  of  people, 

I  thank  God  for  sending  to 
us  the  Evangelist,  Philemon 
Dube,  from  Rusitu  Mission 
who  is  helping  me  to  visit  the 
people,  to  conduct  services 
and  to  care  for  the  people 
from  Gazaland. 

After  the  Conference  of  last 
year  we  continued  our  work  in 
Evangelism  and  the  Church 
leaders  have  enthusiastically 
sought  to  bring  others  to  Christ 
throughout  the  year.     Ourtwo 


regular  series  of  meetings  in 
October  and  at  Easter  time 
were  held  and  attended  by 
large  numbers  many  were 
converted. 

The  Church  congregation  on 
the  Hill  averages  on  Sunday 
afternoon  from  750  to  1,000 
people.  We  very  greatly  need 
a  room  where  we  can  hold  a 
service  for  the  children. 

The  Sunday  School  is  con- 
ducted in  four  sections  in  the 
town  and  on  adjoining  farms, 
with  an  enrolment  of  more 
than  400  pupils.  We  are 
greatly  in  need  of  teachers  in 
order  to  properly  divide  the 
total  school  into  classes  so 
that  we  may  make  the  Sunday 
School  more  than  a  preaching 
or  children's  service. 

The  Rukwadzano  rwe  Wa- 
dzimai  has  continued  to  be 
very  active,  regularly  visiting 
the  hospital,  various  town  com- 
pounds, the  17  preaching  places 
and  seeking  to  bring  women 
everywhere  to  Christ  so  that 
they  may  be  delivered  from  the 
slavery  of  sin.  Thirty-three 
women  have  been  received 
in  the  Rukwadzano  during 
the  past  year.  These  were 
presented  with  badges  by  Mrs. 
Sells  at  the  Circuit  Rukwa- 
dzano meeting  on  July  27th. 

In  the  matter  of  stewardship 
there  has  been  a  regular 
emphasis  and  teaching  in  all 
our  activities  throughout  the 
year.  We  were  pleased  with 
the  visit  of  Miss  Reitz  and  we 
now  have  40  tithing  members 
who  are  leaders  in  the  Church. 
Many  of  them  have  not  only 
given  up  their  tithe  in  money 
but    have    bought     mats   and 
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carpets  to  spread  in  the  front 
of  the  Church  for  the  cliildren 
to  sit  on  during  the  services. 

We  have  not  forgotten  the 
emphasis  on  temperance  as 
we  are  constantly  facing  the 
{^I'owing  menace  of  drunkenness 
and  immorality  that  has  come 
with  the  increased  population. 
We  were  pleased  with  the 
visit  of  a  speaker  from  the 
Independent  Order  of  True 
Templars  and  more  than  100 
people  have  signed  the  pledge 
to  totally  abstain  from  the  use 
of  intoxicating  liquors.  We 
pray  that  God  uill  keep  these 
true  to  their  promise  and  that 
hundreds  of  others  may  in 
the  same  way  escape  from 
the  bondage  and  slavery  of 
intoxicating  liquors." 

We  are  greatly  in  need 
of  a  social  hall  so  that  we 
may  provide  the  activities  so 
essential  for  the  thousands  of 
young  men  away  from  home. 
Also  we  are  in  need  oftwo 
residences  for  the  Minister  and 
the  Evangelist." 

The  School  in  Umtali  was 
completely  reorganised  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  with  Miss 
F.  Ellener  as  the  Head  Teacher 
and  was  re-classified  as  a 
Central  Primary  School  with 
the  Native  Education  Depart- 
ment. A  Standard  IV  class 
was  added  and  the  Industrial 
work  re-organised.  There  is 
now  an  enrolment  of  758  in  the 
Day  School  and  classes  are 
meeting  at  the  Church  on 
the  Hill  top  in  the  Moffat 
Hall,  Nyasaland  Church,  Dutch 
Reformed  Church,  Apostolic 
Church  and  in  a  hall  in  the 
Railway      Compound.      There 


are  30  African  teachers  on  the 
Staff.  The  community  or  Even- 
ing school  has  an  enrolment  of 
just  under  300  and  is  meeting 
in  four  different  buildings. 
No  doubt  there  will  be  an 
enrolment  of  over  1,200  pupils 
next  year  in  the  Day  School. 
The  Native  Education  Depart- 
ment has  assured  us  that  it 
will  not  be  possible  for  them  to 
directly  undertake  the  school 
work  for  another  four  or  five 
years. 

The  African  Girls'  Hostel 
has  continued  to  carry  on 
its  work  with  an  increasing 
number  of  girls  to  take  care  of 
and  is  in  great  favour  with 
the  European  and  African 
people  of  Umtali.  The  Hostel 
Committee  has  carried  out  a 
study,  on  the  future  develop- 
ment of  the  Hostel  and  the 
place  of  service  it  may  occupy 
in  the  future  of  the  Municipality 
under  the  Natives  (Urban  Areas) 
Accommodation  and  Registra- 
tion Act.  IDit).  The  Municipality 
and  Government  have  assured 
us  that  the  function  of  the 
present  Hostel  will  be  main- 
tained as  a  residence  for  girls 
employed  within  the  Municipal- 
ity. The  future  development 
of  hostel  and  social  work,  along 
with  homecraft  and  domestic 
training,  have  been  carefully 
discussed  and  it  has  been 
agreed  by  the  Municipal  Council 
that  a  site  of  sufficient  size 
will  be  set  aside  in  the 
New  Native  Area  when  demar- 
cated under  the  Act  for  the 
Methodist  Church.  Plans  and 
suggestions  growing  out  of 
the  Report  are  based  upon 
facts    secured    by    the    Com- 
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mittee  over  a  considerable 
period  of  investigation.  The 
people  within  the  Municipality, 
both  European  and  African, 
have  very  kindly  given  infor- 
mation and  discussed  the 
Hostel  work,  so  that  we 
definitely  know  the  position 
and  the  feeling  of  all.  The 
influx  of  large  numbers  of 
girls  into  the  Municipal  area, 
which  is  due  mainly  to  two 
reasons,  first,  the  desire  to 
secure  employment,  and 
second,  the  attraction  of  the 
large  number  of  single  men, 
presents  a  very  challenging 
and  demanding  opportunity  to 
which  our  Church  much  face 
up  to  as  quickly  as  possible  in 
order  to  save  them  both 
physically  and  spirituallj'^. 

The  Hostel  has  been  carried 
on  the  most  of  the  year  by 
Mrs.  Sells  with  the  assistance 
of  Mrs.  Reich,  who  lives  in  the 
Superintendent's  House:  the 
facilities  of  the  Hostel  are 
taxed  to  the  limit  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  new  extensions 
may  be  undertaken  in  the 
immediate  future. 

THE  UMTALI  COLOURED 
CIRCUIT. 

The  work  of  the  Umtali 
Coloured  Circuit  has  been 
carried  along  with  that  of  the 
European  Circuit,  although  it 
functioned  as  a  separate  Unit 
Quite  a  number  of  the  Coloured 
people  attend  the  services  in 
St.  Andrew's  Church  but  since 
a  large  number  do  not  come 
regular  services  have  been  held 
in  the  West  Gardens  and  the 
homes.  The  Sunday  School 
has  been  re-organized  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  Surtie,  a 


teacher  in  the  school.  There 
is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
it  will  grow  and  expand.  It  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  organise  a  Coloured  class  in 
the  Rusapi  commuuity, 

UMTALI  INDIAN  CIRCUIT. 

Since  the  return  of  Rev.  I. 
B.  Khristmukti  and  his  family 
to  India,  every  effort  has  been 
made  to  keep  the  work  among 
the  Indian  people  intact  and  to 
preserve  all  that  has  been 
accomplished.  We  are  looking 
forward,  along  with  the 
Methodist  Synod,  to  the  time 
when  the  Indian  Missionary 
will  return  and  once  again  we 
will  find  it  possible  to  under- 
t  a  k  e  vigorous  evangelistic 
work. 

Mr.  Khristmukti  has  sent  a 
report  of  his  travels  and 
cultivation  work  in  India  and 
has  asked  me  to  convey  to  the 
Conference  his  greetings. 

CONCLUSION. 

With  the  growth  and 
development  of  all  phases  of 
the  work  in  the  Umtali  Dis- 
trict we  all  appreciate  the 
strain  under  which  the  staff 
has  worked.  Howevei-,  there 
has  been  nothing  neglected  if 
it  has  l)een  at  all  humanly 
possible  to  do  it  and  the 
challenge  has  spurred  us  on  to 
greater  activity  and  develop- 
ment. 

We  thank  all.  Missionaries, 
Ministers,  Evangelists,  Teach- 
ers, and  local  preachers  for 
their  congenial  and  whole- 
hearted co-operation  in  under- 
taking these  fruitful  tasks  in 
the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord. 
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Report  of    the  Stewardship 

Proj^ram  of     the     Conference 

1947 

The  stewardship  program  of 
the  Rhodesia  Conference  was 
launched  last  year  during  the 
Mutambara  Camp  meeting, 
where  the  people  shawed  an 
eager  interest  that  I  had  hardly 
expected  to  find.  A  short  time 
later  the  stewardship  ideal  was 
carried  to  camp  meetings  at 
Inyanyadzi  and  Chakohwa. 
During  that  first  visit  to  these 
places  the  response  was  slight, 
and  I  had  to  realize  that  we 
were  merely  sowing  seeds  for 
future  ingathering  The  out 
standing  joy  at  these  camps 
was  in  seeing  more  than  a 
hundred  and  forty  children 
come  to  Jesus.  At  Chakohwa 
such  a  great  burden  was  placpd 
on  my  heart  for  these  little 
ones,  most  of  whom  were  from 
non-Christian  homes,  that  I 
called  a  conference  with  the 
church  leaders  to  see  what 
might  be  done  in  helping  the 
young  Christians.  The  Christ- 
ian fathers  and  mothers  under 
took  to  nurture  them,  choosing 
one  or  more  of  these  living 
near  them,  as  their  special 
responsibility.  One  of  Miss 
Mulli kin's  old  girls  :s  married 
and  lives  in  a  community  in 
which  hers  is  the  only  Christ- 
ian home.  Close  around  her 
live  thirty  of  these  children 
who  were  wanting  to  live  for 
Christ,  but  who  had  no  on©  in 
their  own  homes  who  could 
help  them.  Children's  literature 
and  Bible  pictures  were  left 
with  her.  and  mo:e  followed 
later.     This  seemed  to  me  to  be 


a  very  practical  acceptance  of 
the  call  to  stewardship. 

Since  camp  meeting  time  it 
has  been  possible  to  attend  two 
of  the  Bible  schools  for  women, 
ten  quarterly  conferences  and 
twenty-five  stations.  And  jtist 
recently  I  had  the  very  inspiring 
experience  of  attending  the 
meeting  of  the  southern  branch 
of  the  Rukwadzano.  Many  of 
these  visits  were  made  possible 
through  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
Culver,  Mr.  Tndor  Roberts  and 
Mi'ss  Tubbs,  without  whose 
help  I  should  have  been  able 
to  get  around  very  little. 

At  one  of  the  earliest  qiiar- 
terly  conferences  attended  I 
felt  that  God  was  definitely 
putting  His  seal  of  approval  on 
the  work  we  were  attempting. 
The  message  given,  an  altar 
call  was  made  to  those  who 
would  dedicate  life  and  posses- 
sions to  God,  with  emphasis  on 
the  tithe.  I  was  not  prepared 
for  what  followed,  for  the  entire 
congregation  rose  and  pushed 
toward  the  altar.  In  alter- 
nating seasons  of  prayer  and 
instruction,  an  attempt  was 
made  to  make  very  clear  to  all 
the  meaning  of  the  step  they 
were  taking.  By  and  by  a  few 
slipped  o'lt  while  heads  were 
bowed.  Then,  in  order  to  be 
very  sure  that  no  one  was 
lightly  taking  the  vows  under 
the  emotion  of  the  moment,  the 
congregation  was  asked  to 
disperse  and  meet  with  station 
leaders  at  various  places  on 
the  campus  for  tbe  purpose  of 
registering  their  names.  About 
a  hundred  people  did  so.  Of 
course,  I  cannot  know  how 
deeply     those     vows     entered

their  hearts  or  how  well  they 
are  living  up  to  them,  as  a 
group:  but  echoes  of  the 
faithfulness  and  enthusiasm 
of  some  of  them  keep  coming 
to  me  from  time  to  time. 

One  of  the  very  rewarding 
experiences  I  have  had,  has 
been  in  hearing  several  times 
the  testimony  of  one  of  this 
group.  This  man,  formerly  a 
tither,  had  grown  weary  in 
well-doing  and  had  for  some 
years  failed  to  keep  his  earlier 
promises.  Now  his  testimony 
is  very  clear  as  to  his  repentance 
over  the  years  of  delinquency, 
and  of  joy  in  once  again 
working  together  as  a  partner 
with  God  in  the  work  of  the 
Kingdom. 

It  was  clear  from  the  be- 
ginning that  the  cause  would 
be  better  served  if  we  could 
have  some  means  of  making 
the  step  seem  tangible  and 
concrete  to  our  people.  So  we 
have  provided  dedication 
cards,  to  be  retained  by  the 
signer  and  bags  with  a  central 
stitching  so  that  the  tithe 
might  be  kept  in  two  parts. 
The  idea  is  that  fully  half  the 
tithe  is  to  be  for  the  Quarterly 
offering,  and  the  other  portion 
for  other  Kingdom  purposes, 
as  directed  by  God  and  given 
in  His  name.  This  giving  covers 
such  items  as  Sunday  offerings, 
Dgariende,  gifts  to  the  orphan- 
ages, helping  the  sick  and  poor 
of  the  community  and,  I  am 
happy  to  report,  buying  liter- 
ature to  send  to  others  in  need 
of  Christ  as  Saviour  or  those 
in  need  of  strengthening  in 
their  Christian  walk. 


Many  are  the  questions  that 
have  been  asked.  And  where 
we  have  found  it  possible  to 
allow  time  for  unhurried  ques- 
tions and  answers  and  free 
discussion  among  the  listeners, 
very  heartening  enthusiasm 
has  often  resulted.  I  have  felt 
frustrated  when  for  one  reason 
and  another  the  meetings  were 
hurried  and  time  for  those 
discussions  could  not  be  pro- 
vided. 

Return  trips  to  the  stations 
have  been  profitable.  At  one- 
station  there  was  slight  re- 
sponse on  the  first  presenta- 
tion. The  second  time  a  number 
of  the  women  were  to  make 
their  dedication,  but  there  was 
a  disheartening  lack  of  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  stewards  of 
the  church.  I  was  particularly 
disappointed  in  one  whom  I 
know  as  a  very  earnest  Chris- 
tian, so  I  sought  occasion  to 
talk  with  him  about  the  matter. 
Ashebeg^n  to  ask  qiestionsi 
could  see  his  interest  becoming 
warmer,  until  finally  he  asked 
pointedly,  "WHO  is  to  hold 
the  bag?  " 

"Why,  you  yourself,"  I  re- 
plied. "You  are  responsible 
to  God  and  to  Bim  alone. 
Your  part  is  to  be  faithful  in 
the  use  of  your  tithe  as  He 
directs  you,  for  you  and  He 
are  partners."  When  this  point 
was  made  clear  to  him,  he 
said,  rather  shortly,  "Give  me 
a  bag  and  card,  if  that  is  what 
it  means."  He  took  them  and 
rushed  from  the  schoolroom 
where  we  had  been  talking. 
In  a  few  moments  he  returned 
with  another  steward  with  him. 
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"This  man  wishes  to  tithe, 
also,"  he  said.  I  began  in- 
structing the  second  man,  and 
while  doing  so  another  one  was 
brought  to  me.  While  I  was 
in  that  schoolroom  that  day 
this  steward  brought  five 
other  men  ready  to  adopt  the 
stewardship    ideals. 

It  is  this  spirit  of  each  one 
winning  one  that  has  been  so 
encouraging.  At  times  two  or 
three  have  brought  one  whom 
they  have  together  won;  at 
other  times  one  may  bring  to 
me  a  group  for  instruction. 
No  one  looking  at  the  faces  of 
those  arood  messengers  of  the 
truth  can  doubt  their  joy  in 
living  the  dedicated  life  and  in 
giving  God  His  part  of  their 
possessions.  Last  ^ear  at  the 
Bibh  School  I  felt  I  had  made 
a  distinct  failure  of  the  pres- 
entation to  the  women.  They 
had  not  appeared  to  me  to  be 
much  interested  as  I  spoke, 
and  I  felt  that  somehow  I  had 
let  God  down.  Some  weeks 
passed,  and  I  was  at  Old 
Umtali.  A  minister  came  to 
see  me.  He  said  his  wife  had 
sent  him  to  me  for  dedication 
card  and  bag,  as  she  had  been 
interested  through  a  report 
from  one  of  the  women  return- 
ing from  the  Bible  School. 
There  is  a  sequel  to  that  story, 
too;  for,  later  in  speaking  to 
the  minister's  wife,  I  found 
that  when  she  was  a  student 
at  Old  Umtali  some  years 
before  she  had  promised  to 
become  a  tither.  though  at  the 
time  she  had  no  income  to 
tithe.  Then,  after  leaving 
School,  she  had  forgotten  the 
vows     she     had     made    as    a 


student.  But  the  seed  of  the 
word  was  not  dead,  it  was  only 
dormant,  and  when  the  word 
came  again  to  her  through  the 
testimony  of  her  friend,  her 
heart  was  fully  ready  to  receive 
and  act  upon  it.  Today  she  is 
a  good  messenger  herself  in 
her  community;  and  one  of  the 
most  yracions  of  all  the  gracious 
letters  I  have  received  recently 
was  one  from  her  hand  and 
heart. 

The  witness  of  this  woman 
came  to  me  just  when  I  was  in 
need  of  it.  I  had  only  a  few 
davs  previously  felt  led  to 
attempt  a  meeting  with  child- 
ren. It  was  a  difficult  time  I 
was  having  at  a  certain  station, 
for  on  the  day  of  our  meeting 
a  prominent  person  of  the 
community  was  being  buried, 
and  most  of  the  members  of  the 
church  were  at  the  funeral.  It 
was  hard  to  keep  the  attention 
of  the  fe.v  very  faithful  ones 
who  stayed  with  us.  I  felt 
sorry,  too,  that  the  teachers 
could  not  be  present,  as  they 
were  in  the  midst  of  school. 
It  occurred  to  me  to  ask  them 
to  keep  their  most  advanced 
pupils  for  a  short  session  after 
school.  I  had  expected  to  be 
free  before  that  time.  To 
my  surprise,  however,  interest 
dawned  in  the  adult  meet- 
ing, and  when  school  was 
dismissed  we  were  deeply 
engaged  in  a  worth  while  dis- 
cussion. At  length  I  was 
called  away,  as  the  children 
were  wanting  to  go  to  their 
homes.  So,  leaving  the  older 
folk  with  the  minister,  I  w^ent 
to  the  school  to  meet  with  the 
teachers    and    children,    more 
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than  a  hundred  of  them,  all  of 
whom,  I  was  told,  were  either 
full  members  or  probationers. 
That  was  a  precious  hour.  It 
seemed  that  I  could  almost  see 
and  hear  God  himself  talking 
with  those  young  folk,  and 
certainly  they  were  listening 
to  Him.  After  prayer  the 
children  remained  with  bowed 
heads  and  closed  eyes,  as  they 
responded  to  the  call  for  full 
consecration  by  uplifted  hand. 
The  meeting  closed  very  quietly. 
I  had  said,  "We  shall  go  now' 
and  I  am  going  to  ask  some- 
thing very  special  of  you.  You 
are  not  to  pay  any  attention 
to  what  your  neighbour  does. 
If  he  stays  here  and  you  want 
to  go,  you  must  go;  if  he  goes 
and  you  want  to  stay  and 
learn  more  of  this  way,  I  hope 
you  will  stay.  Only  those 
should  stay  who  are  deeply 
giving  themselves  and  their 
possessions  to  God  for  His  use 
alone."  We  dismissed  them, 
and  over  ths  room  here  and 
there  one  or  several  sat  quietly 
on.  Then  followed  more 
teaching,  and  some  very  won- 
derful prayers  from  those 
children's  hearts,  and  then 
they  were  helped  to  sign  the 
dedication  cards.  There  were 
thirty-three  of  them.  And  all 
except  one  of  the  teachers. 
And  the  Spirit  of  God  brooded 
over  that  group. 

Later  when  I  reported  to 
someone  the  beauty  of  that 
hour,  I  was  shocked  by  re- 
ceiving an  answer  such  as  this, 
"Oh,  children!  Do  you  think 
you  should  have  done  that?" 
Then  it  was  that  the  testimony 
of  the  former  Old  Umtali  pupil 


came  to  me  to  comfort  my 
heart  and  to  encourage  me  in 
the  task  of  taking  the  steward- 
ship message  especially  to  the 
children.  Their  hearts  are 
ready  to  receive  the  riches  of 
the  kingdom  even  above  that 
of  the  saints  of  riper  years. 
And  I  felt  then  as  I  do  now, 
that  "for  their  sakes  I  would 
sanctify  myself." 

Through  this  experience 
another  deep  blessing  began  to 
grow  in  my  consciousness-the 
joy  of  just  planting  seeds, 
whether  there  is  any  immed- 
iate fruitage  or  not.  I  keep 
thinking  of  the  seeds  planted 
at  Old  Umtali,  seeds  which 
seemed  to  have  died  in  a  human 
heart.  I  have  thought  of  the 
cultivation  and  the  watering 
that  have  come  through  the 
ministry  of  many  of  God's 
servants,  ministers,  missionaries, 
Christian  leaders  in  the  villages, 
and  I  have  more  and  more 
thanked  God  for  the  contribu- 
tion of  each  one  of  them.  One 
ploughs,  another  plants,  another 
waters,  another  reaps  the 
harvest,  but  all  is  really  the 
work  of  God  and  all  is  to 
His  glory. 

The  figures  are  not  complete. 
Many  members  have  been 
added  to  the  tithing  bands  that 
have  not  been  reported  to  :ne; 
on  the  other  hand,  inevitably 
some  have  not  kept  warm  their 
first  fervor;  yet  as  a  matter  gi 
record  I  wish  to  give  you  the 
number  on  my  list- 611  who 
have  signed  the  dedication 
card  and  declared  themselves 
as  partners  of  God  in  so  doing. 

And  now  for  the  future  ? 
What    should  be    our    aims  ? 
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First  of  all,  a  more  definite 
program  of  instructing  the 
children  and  youth.  In  each 
of  our  schools,  and  especially 
in  the  boarding  schools  there 
should  be  a  definite  emphasis 
put  on  the  dedication  of  the 
whole  life  and  life  through  all 
the  years  as  well  as  of  pos- 
sessions for  Him  who  loved  us 
and  gave  Himself  for  us. 
Giving  should  be  made  a 
joyous  thing  of  love  instead 
cf  being  considered  a  grievous 
burden,  whether  it  be  of  time, 
talent  or  money. 

Each  goal  of  the  steward- 
ship year  should  be  emphasized 
more  full/  in  the  yeai  t3  come 
than  in  the  year  that  has 
passed,  not  for  the  sake  of 
having  high  figures  to  report, 
but  that  the  lives  of  all  of  us 
may  be  deepened,  and  that  the 
Kingdom  be  taken  to  others 
not  yet  reached. 

That  those  in  the  "lines"  bo 
reached  for  Christ,  and  that 
those  in  the  towns  be  held 
steady  for  Him.  To  this  end 
there  is  great  need  for  our 
people  to  become  stewards  of 
literature.  The  good  work  begun 
of  sending  Bibles  and  literature 
to  these  friends  should  become 
generalin  the  life  of  the  church. 
One  minister  this  year,  ill  and 
suffering  in  the  hospital,  spent 
his  time  in  thinking  of  others, 
winning  men  to  Christ,  and 
strengthening  them  in  the  way 
by  giving  them  good  literature 
to  read.  We  should  all  be  glad 
to  use  part  of  our  tithe  to 
provide  for  our  use  in  helping 
others,  quantities  of  pamphlets 
and  scripture  portions  that  will 
help  folk  in  finding  the  Saviour 


a  reality  in  their  lives,  and 
others  that  will  strengthen  the 
weak  and  comfort  the  sorrowing, 
and  sustain  the  tempted. 

I  remember  how  God  spoke 
to  Moses  that  the  children  of 
Israel  should  go  forward.  This 
has  been  a  hard  year  for  our 
people  in  many  ways,  but 
through  all  the  difficulties,  a 
good  beginning  has  been  made 
in  the  matter  of  stewardship. 
Now  I  feel  God  is  saying  to  us 
too  that  we  should  keep  our 
eyes  upon  Him  and  goforward. 
By  His  Grace  we  shall  do  so.

BOARD  OF   HOSPITALS  AND 
HOMES 

The  following  items  were  noted 
and  recommendations  made:- 
1.  One  of  our  greatest  needs 
is  for  more  adequate  support 
for  our  orphanages  or  hones 
for  motherless  babies.  It  was 
noted  that  the  Government 
gives  no  help  toward  this  work 
and  the  appropriations  from  the 
Mission  Board  does  not  cover 
half  the  cost  of  maintenance. 
Enoch  Munjoma  suggested 
that  the  African  Missionary 
Society  could  and  should  help 
with  this  work.  Therefore  it 
was  recommended  that  we  ask 
the  Society  to  make  a  regular 
yearly  contribution  toward  the 
support  of  each  of  tliese  homes- 
this  amount  to  be  not  less  than 
twenty  pounds,  each,  and 
more  if  they  think  they  are 
able  to  do  so,  and  this  amount 
should  be  increased  as  they  feel 
able  to  meet   the   need.     The 
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Rukwadzano  are  requested  to 
increase  their  support  for  this 
project. 

2.  It  was  also  recommended 
that  the  Field  continue  to  pre- 
sent the  need  for  doctors  and 
nurses. 

3.  Last  year  we  asked  for 
permission  to  establish  a  med- 
ical clinic  at  Chikwizo,  this 
clinic  was  opened  in  Feb.  and 
an  African  Nurse  placed  in 
charge.  The  African  missionary 
Society  has  taken  up  the 
support  of  this  project  until 
such  time  as  the  government 
will  give  help  in  personnel,  and 
maintenance.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
EVANGELISM 

The  spirit  of  Evangelism  was 
upheld  during  this  year  of 
emphasis  on  Christian  steward- 
ship in  many  ways.  The  results 
of  revival  campaigns  in  every 
District  anil  in  every  church 
were  very  evident  proof  that 
our  Methodist  Chursh  in 
Rhodesia  is  spreading  ont  into 
more  and  more  homes  and 
winning  more  and  more  lives 
to  Christ. 

The  Board  of  Evangelism 
considered  several  items  which 
were  of  vital  importance  to 
the  growth  of  the  Church. 

(1)  The  training  of  Local 
Preachers.  We  wish  to  refer 
again  this  year  to  the  necessity 
of  this  training.  We  give  the 
practical  suggestion  that  the 
Camp  Meeting  time  might  lend 
itself  to  classes  for  the  Local 
preachers. 


(2)  We  refer  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  worship  the  task  of 
setting  a  definite  Sunday  in 
the  year  for  the  presentation 
of  the  call  to  the  ministry. 
Missionaries  and  ministers  can 
well  stress  the  need  and  the 
resjionsibility  of  Christian  young 
men  to  dedicate  their  lives  to 
Christ's  Church. 

(3)  It  was  recommended 
that  an  annual  sum  of  ten 
pounds  be  made  available  to  the 
Secretary  of  Evangelism  for 
literature  and  the  promotion 
of  Evangelism  in  our  Con- 
ference area. 

(4)  The  Centralization  of 
the  people  in  the  Reserves.  It 
is  noted  with  great  possibilities 
that  the  Government  has  a 
very  thorough  centralization 
plan  for  Africans  in  the  Reserves 
which  is  rapidly  being  carried 
out.  From  the  standpoint  of 
evangelism  this  factor  opens 
up  an  easy  access  to  all  the 
homes  in  the  Reserves.  The 
following  suggestions  are  made 
to  press  this  advantage:    • 

(a)  Ministers  and  evange- 
lists can  now  make 
pastoral  calls  with  almost 
the  same  effect  as  in  an 
urban  community.  The 
people  live  only  one  or 
two  minutes  walking 
distance  apart.  A  plan 
is  given  for  this  visitation. 
Each  circuit  should  have 
in  its  possession  a 
centralization  map.  The 
minister  should  captain 
a  team  of  workers  in 
each  church  who  would 
systematically  make  the 
rounds  of  homes  situat- 
ed  on  the  "lines".  The 
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work  can  be  tabulated 
on  the  map  and  interest 
and  enthasuism  increased 
by  seeing  how  much 
was  being  done.  Teams 
can  work  in  twos  or 
threes,  spendinu:  fifteen 
or  twenty  minutes  in 
each  home,  reading  the 
scriptures,  praying,  and 
pressing  for  either  a 
decision  for  Christ  or  a 
renewed  interest  in  the 
Church,  or  a  time  of 
refreshing  for  Christians. 

(b)  The  centralization  plan 
creates  a  situation  where 
many  people  might  have 
to  move  some  distance 
away  from  the  church 
in  order  to  be  on  the  line. 
It  is  therefore  suggested 
that  "Cottage  prayer 
meetings"  could  be  held 
at  centers,  (Christian 
homes  as  centers.) 

(c)  It  was  pointed  out  that 
missionaries;  could  make 
home  visitations  on 
these  lines  and  that  the 
effect     would     be  most 

'  stimulating  to  the  prog- 
ress of  the  church. 

(5)  An  Annual  Ministers' 
Retreat.  It  was  recommended 
that  an  annual  ministers' 
retreat  l)e  held  for  all  Confer- 
ence members.  The  second 
day  after  Christmas  is  the 
siitrgested  time. 

(6)  Vocational  G  u  i  d  a  n  c  e 
literature  is  now  in  the  process 
of  being  written. 

(7)  Other  matters  set  for 
discussion  which  time  did  not 
permit  us  to  complete  were 
problems  arising  out  of  the 
great  movement   of  men  away 


from  the  Reserves  this  year  to 
find  work.  This  is  leaving  the 
church  with  a  shortage  of 
man-power  and  also  a  shortage 
of  contributers.  There  was  a 
discussion  on  the  prevalence  of 
the  use  of  charms  even  by 
many  of  our  Christian  people. 
It  was  felt  that  earnest  preaching 
and  guiding  to  a  higher  trust 
and  consecration  to  God  the 
Almighty  and  a  closer,  more 
intimate  fellowship  with  our 
Saviour  are  necessary  to  bring 
people  to  a   fuller  light.

1.  In  order  to  promote  the 
spirit  of  reverence  at  worship 
services  we  recommend  that 
wherever  possible  the  school 
and  Church  building  be  sepa- 
rate. We  note  with  pleasure 
that  many  Churches  have  al- 
ready made  this  provision  and 
that  others  have  plans  for 
doing  so  in  the  near  future. 

2.  Music  Institute.  We  wish 
to  thank  the  District  Super- 
intendents of  the  Mrewa,  Mtoko 
and  Nyadiri  Districts  for  their 
fine  cooperation  in  encourag- 
ing their  teachers  to  attend 
the  Music  Institute  this  year. 
We  wish,  also,  to  thank  Nya- 
diri Mission  for  acting  as  hosts 
to  the  Institute. 

We  recommend  that  Mr. 
Enoch  Chieza  be  asked  to 
(Ih'ect  the  194(S  Music  Institute, 
which  is  scheduled  to  be  in  the 
Southern  Section. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the 
matter  of  backslider's  marri- 
ages in  the  Church,  as  discus- 
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sed  by  the  African  Christian 
Convention,  be  considered  by 
the  Committee  on  marriage 
Relations. 

4.  We  urge  that  ministers, 
pastor— teachers,  and  other 
Church  leaders  see  that  Church 
services  begin  at  the  appoint- 
ed hour.  In  order  to  make 
this  possible  the  parents  can 
greatly  help  by  making  pre- 
parations for  the  Sunday,  on 
Saturday,  instead  of  on  Sunday 
morning. 

Wh3re  possible  we  suggest 
that  the  main  Church  service 
on  Sunday  be  at  11  o'clock. 
The  Sunday  School  period  fel- 
lowing  should  last  about  one 
hour  and  should  be  a  time  of 
instruction  rather  than  an 
extra  preaching  service.

Their  friendly 
interest  in  the  people  won  the 
hearts  of  all  whom  they  con- 
tacted and  Bishop  Brook's  ser- 
mons, with  their  practical, 
Christian  admonition,  are  fre- 
quently, quoted  from  and  will 
continue  to  bear  fruit. 

Report  on  Bible  School  Scheme 
Committee  of  the  Methodist 
Council. 

The  item  of  reference  by  the 
Methodist  Council  to  the  com- 
mittee is  the  minute  of  a  reso- 
lution agreed  to  at  the  Council 
meeting  held  atMrewa,  I8th 
July.  1947,  under  item  8,  Sub- 
heading, Bible  School  Scheme. 

At  the  Committee  meeting  it 
was  agreed  that  a  preamble  to 
the  Report  should  be  prepared 
from  the  Reports  of  the  Tam- 
baram  International  M  is- 
sionary  Conference  held  in  In- 
dia in  1938  relating  to  the  items 
of  co-operation  in  the  under- 
taking of  joint  Bible  and  Theo- 
logical School, 

I.  It  is  proposed  by  the 
Committee  that  the  former  res- 
olution for  a  joint  school,  which 
was  accepted  by  the  Con- 
ference and  the  Synod,  be  now 
altered  so  as  to  provide  two 
separate  schools  in  a  joint  train- 
ing scheme.  It  is  recommended 
these  schools  be  placed  one 
within  the  Conference  and  one 
within  the  Synod  as  each  may 
determine. 


2.     It  is  recommended   that 
each  Church  be  responsble  for 
property,    libraries    and  costs 
of    the     institution    thus  con- 
tinued or  established.  It  is  also 
recommended      that     each 
Church   be  responsible  for  up 
keep,  maintenance  and  admin- 
istration   of    the   school  on  an 
agreed  basis    of  cost. 
It  is  agreed  that  both  Church- 
es   be    jointly  responsible    for 
th«  payment  and  appointment 
of  staffs    on  the  basis  that  the 
conditions    of  service  remains 
for  a  missionary  the   same    as 
in  the  branch  to  which  he    be- 
longs.    That  the    actual    field 
payments  be  met  in  the  san.e 
way   as  any   other  missionary 
of  that  church  by  which  he    is 
appointed. 

3.  It  is  recommended  that 
in  the  drawing  up  of  courses 
and  the  arrangement  of  the 
work  that  the  four  phases 
namely.  Academic,  Agricul- 
ture, Urban  and  Emphasis  on 
the  Home  be  given  propor- 
tionate emphasis  and  that  the 
training  time  be  divided  (be- 
tween the  two  schools  ). 

Jt  is  recommended  that 
courses  be  given  for  Minis- 
ters, Evangelists,  and  volunteer 
workers,  either  as  evangelists 
or  social  workers,  and  that  short 
term  courses  be  given  for  local 
preachers,  Ruwadzano,  M.  C. 
U.  ,  Sunday  School,  Youth  and 
Social  workers  and  that  women 
may  offer  themselves  for  both 
the  regular  and  short  term 
courses. 

4.  It  is  recommended  that 
a  staff  at  each  school  consist 
of  an  European  Principal  Tu- 
tor and  a  woman  Tutor. 
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5.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  Standard  of  admission  to  the 
courses  be,  for  Ministers, Std.  6 
and  if  possible  the  standard  of 
whatever  secondary  education 
may  be  available  in  the  colony; 
for  evangelists,  Std.  6,  both 
full-time  evangelists  and  evan- 
gelist teachers.  In  regard  to 
age  it  was  recommended  that 
those  taking  up  the  ministers 
course  be  in  their  early  twen- 
ties. No  age  limit  is  suggested 
for  evangelists. 

6.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  length  of  the  courses  be 
three  years  for  ministers  and 
two  years  for  evangelists.  And 
that  prescribed  courses  be 
given  at  the  same  place  cover- 
ing the  period  of  time  for  the 
wives  of  both  ministers  and 
evangelists. 

7.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  Joint  Bible  Training 
school  Committee  be  ad  hoc 
and  consist  of  five  members 
from  each  church  with  the 
teaching  staff  ex  officio.  Also 
that  other  churches  or  mis- 
sions who  may  be  admitted  to 
this  scheme  be  permitted  to 
have  one  representative  on  the 
Committee. 

It  is  recommended  that  the 
Committee  be  responsible  for 
the  nomination  of  staff  appoint- 
ments to  the  Synod  and  Con- 
ference for  admission  of  stud- 
ents, for  the  approval  of  the 
curriculum  and  textbojks  as 
drawn  up  by  the  staff,  for  gen- 
eral policios,  for  the  determi- 
nation of  the  basis  of  costs,  for 
the  administration  of  both 
schools    and    the    review     of 


finance.  It  is  recommended 
that  the  Committee  makes  its 
report  annually  in  all  those 
matters  and  be  responsible  for 
the  discipline  of  the  schools 
to  the  Synod  and  the  Con- 
ference. 

8.  Miscellaneous.  It  is  re- 
commended th  a  t  g  r  a  d  u  ate 
courses  be  arranged  for  those 
who  have  finished  their  studies 
in  the  schools  and  the  same 
be  supervised  by  the  joint  staffs 
of  both  schools  over  a  period 
of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

It  is  recommended  that  non- 
Metho  dist  students  be 
admitted  to  the  schools  on  a 
paying  basis  which  will  be  the 
same   in  both  institutions. 

It  is  recommended  that  the 
project  of  a  literacy  compaign 
and  the  production  of  literature 
be  considered  one  of  the  main 
items  of  undertaking  by  both 
schools. 

9.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  two  schools  begin  to  op- 
erate under  the  Joint  Bible 
Training  Committee  starting 
in  1949. 


The  Committee  herewith 
remits  these  recommendations 
for  a  Joint  Bible  Training 
Scheme  to  the  Conference  and 
Synod  for  amendment  and 
approval.

Attached  is  the  statement  of 
the  adoption  by  the  Conference 
with  amendments  and  proposed 
alteration, 
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The  Report  of  the  Committee 
of  the    Methodist   Co   ncil  was 

considered  by  a  Joint  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Ministerial 
Training  and  Committee  on 
Interdenominational  Relations 
of  the  Conference  held  at  Old 
Umtali  26th  August  -  1st  Sept- 
ember, 1947,  and  on  report 
the  following  was  adopted. 
I.  This  Conference  accepts 
in  principle  the  report  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Methodist 
Council  on  ''The  Bible  School 
Scheme"  providing  for  two 
separate  schools  in  joint  Train- 
ing plan. 

a.  The  Conference  wishes 
to  amend  the  report  as  follows: 
Delete  paragraph  2  of  item  2. 

b.  In  item  three  of  the 
report  delete  the  words  fol- 
owing  "Between  its  two 
schools"  and  add  as  follows: 
That  the  combined  programme 
provide  a  three  year  course 
for  each  student  in  ministerial 
training." 

"That  each  school  give  two 
years  of  study  and  that  in 
first  year  the  school  located 
in  the  Synod  area  should  stress 
preparation  for  Urban  work 
and  the  school  located  at  Old 
Umtali  preparation  for  Rural 
work.  The  second  year  would 
be  emphasis  upon  the  policy 
and  programme  of  each 
respective   Church. 

That  students  who  are  to 
take  their  main  work  in  the 
Conference  area  should  spend 
their  first  year  at  the  school 
in  the  Synod  area  and  vice 
versa.  Then  the  last  two  years 
would  be  spent  in  the  other 
school.  This  would  give  the 
following   scheme.

Thus  each  student  would 
receive  preparation  for  both 
urban  and  rural  work  and 
would  have  his  final  year  for 
specialized  preparation  for  work 
in    his   own   church. 

That  the  courses  in  the 
general  subjects  be  divided 
between  the  school  and  the 
years  of  study  as  may  be  found 
wise  by  the  joint  committee. 
c.  Add  the  following  para- 
graphs: 

10.  It  is  recommended  that 
a  joint  committee  be  formed 
for  the  arrangement  of  details 
and  the  establishment  of 
a  definite  plan  with  special 
attention  to  appointment  and 
payment  of  staff  in  the  division 
of  function  and  the  directing 
Committee  as  given  in  para- 
graph   seven. 

11.  It  is  recommended  that 
at  the  close  of  a  five  year 
period  the  whole  programme 
be  reviewed  and  plans  made 
for    future. 

1 2  That  the  General  Super- 
intendents of   the    Synod  and 
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the  Conference  be  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Bible  School 
Joint  Committee. 

13.  That  the  meeting  of 
the  Bible  School  Joint  Com- 
mittee be  held  in  April  or 
August    of    each    year. 

14.  That  this  joint  Committee 
be  appointed  and  composed  of 
three  missionaries  and  two 
African  ministers  from  each 
Church.  The  nominations  for 
the  Conference  are  as  follows: 
M.  J.  Murphree,  S.  Chitza, 
M.  E.  Culver,  J.  Chimba- 
dzwa,  and  E.  L.  Sells.  Al- 
ternates: J,  Rugayo,  H.  I. 
James,  W.  Bourgaize,  and  Per 
Hassing. 

II  We  recommend  that, 
"  The  action  of  the  Conference 
of  1946,  Page  187  of  the  Jour- 
nal, regarding  separate  work 
in  Salisbury,  be  rescinded.  The 
Conference  desires  to  continue 
to  appoint  workers  to  work 
under  the  Synod,  as  requested 
by  the  Synod  and  noted  in  the 
Minutes  of  The  Methodist 
Council.  The  Conference  ap- 
l^reciates  the  suggestion  of  the 
Svnod  to  consider  the  erection 
of  a  branch  church  under  the 
Synod  in  Salisbury  and  urges 
that  this  be  undertaken.  The 
Conference  requests  all  its 
members  to  affiliate  them 
selves  with  Synod  Church  while 
living  or  visting  in  Salisbury.  " 
III.  The  request  of  the  stand- 
ing Couiuiittee  of  the  Synod  to 
the  Conference,  to  define  the 
boundaries  of  the  division  of 
Territory  in  the  Darwin  area 
so  that  there  be  no  contraven- 
ing of  the  boundaries,  was  con- 
sidered and  the  Rev.  T.  O. 
O'  Farrell     was    requested    to 


prepare  a  statement,  based  on 
previous  agreements,  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  Synod.

Report   of   the  Board   of 
Education 

The  report  of    the   Board  of 
Education    is    again  presented 
in  the  form    of  five  sub-com- 
mittee   reports. 
The  Committee  on  Schools 

1.  We  find  the  opening  and 
closiug  days  of  each  term 
of  school  very  unsatisfactory 
at  our  Boarding  schools.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Education  request  the  Govern- 
ment to  allow  us  to  change 
these  days  to  Thursday  for 
the  opening  and  Wednesday 
for  the  closing  day  of  each 
tern:.. 

2.  We  recommend  that  a 
Tiuie  Table  Committee  com- 
posed of  Miss  Forrest,  Miss 
E.  L.  Pfaff  and  Mr.  Magori- 
mba,  prepare  a  Time  Table 
for  village  schools  since  a 
change  in  the  length  of  the 
daily  session  mal<es  the  Blue 
Tiuie  Table  unsuitable.  The 
Time  Table  should  have  the 
approval  of  our  Government 
Inspectors  before  being  print- 
ed. 

3.  We  recommend  that  Mr. 
Q.  C.  Roberts  inquire  from  Da- 
daya  Mission  whether  or  not 
we  can  obtain  their  Schemes 
of  Work  in  sufficient  numbers 
for  our  use  throughout  the 
Conference.  We  also  nom- 
inate hiui  chairman  of  a  com- 
mittee  whom  he  shall  appoint 
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to  revise-  our  present  Grey 
Scheme  Book,  beginning  with 
the  Vernacular  and  Bible 
Schemes  which  at  present  are 
so  urgently  needed. 

4.  If  for  any  reason  a  pupil 
cannot  return  to  school  for  the 
following  year  we  recommend 
that  the  parents  be  notified  as 
early  as  possible  in  the  last 
term.  We  recommend  further, 
that  Mr.  Murpliree  prepare 
and  print  a  suitable  Post  Card 
form  which  he  shall  send 
to  the  District  Superintend- 
ents and  charge  to  their  Dis- 
ricts. 

5.  We  urge  our  Mission 
Board  to  send  us  teachers 
trained  in  Primary  Methods 
for  th«  Teacher  Training  De- 
partment. 

6.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
Standard  IV  classes  taught 
by  experienced  E.  T.  C.  teach- 
ers are  being  started  in  village 
schools  of  other  denominations 
and  in  other  areas  we  strongly 
recommend  the  opening  of  such 
schools  in  our  work. 

7.  The  need  for  a  course  in 
Secondary  education  becomes 
increasingly  urgent.  We  there- 
fore repeat  our  request  that 
the  course  be  started  at  one 
of  our  schools  soon  and  that 
we  look  forward  to  its  being 
followed  in  the  near  future 
by  a  higher  Teacher  Training 
course. 

8.  We  thank  the  Govern- 
ment for  their  increased  aid 
in  the  educational  work  but 
for  the  following  reasons  we 
urgently  request  the  Govern- 
ment to  revise  the  salary  scale 
for  female  teachers. 


(a)  Girl  teachers  now  start 
at  a  lower  salary  than  they 
did  under  the  former  Mis- 
sionary   scale. 

(b)  The  efficiency  barrier  for 
girl  teachers,  is  lower  than 
the    beginning  scale   for    men. 

(c)  The  nurses'  salary  scale 
is  far  higher  than  the  teachers' 
scale,  besides  which,  they  do 
not  pay  for  their  training  as 
do  teachers  but  instead  get 
an  allowance,  and  bcth  during 
training  and  after  graduation 
uniforms  are  supplied. 

(d)  The  Governn-ent  Inspect- 
ors are  emphasizing  the  need 
for  more  trained  girl  teachers. 
We  cannot  hope  for  an  in- 
crease, but  a  decrease  is  inevi- 
table if  the  present  scale  con" 
tinues.  \  very  large  percen- 
tage of  b  3th  Standard  VI  girls 
and  E.  T.C.  teachers  are  going 
into  nursing.  Perhaps  all  can 
not  be  accepted,  with  the  result 
that  the  best  will  be  accepted 
and  the  schools  will  have 
to  carry  on  with  what  is  left. 
Only  three  girls  out  of  36  at 
Old  TJmtali  have  applied  for 
Teacher's  Training  for  1948  and 
they  are  among  the  weakest 
in    the    class. 

Report  of   the    Committee 
on    Religious    Education 

(I)  We  recommend  that  the  Cru- 
sade goals  for  Sunday  Schools  be 
accepted  as  our  goals  for  the  year 
with  a  few  slight  modifications. 
These  goals  as  modified  are: 

1.  Increase  the  enrollment  in 
Sunday  Schools  so  that  it  exceeds 
that  of  the  day  schools,  making 
use  of  the  snggostetl  slogans, 
'Want  them,      (itl  tlicm.     Keep 
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them.     Teach  them.  Win  them." 

2.  Increase  the  average  at- 
tendance so  that  it  is  at  least  75% 
of  the  enroHment. 

3.  Enough  new  Sunday 
Schools  so  that  there  is  at  least 
one  at  each  preaching  point. 

4.  More  and  better  trained 
teacners,  superintendents  and 
other  workers. 

5.  Sunday  School  pupils  be- 
ing trained  and  led  to  active 
church  membership.  To  this 
end  we  recommend  the  transla- 
tion by  Miss'Reitz  and  publication 
of  a  suitable  church  membership 
manual. 

II  (a)  We  strongly  recommend 
to  the  curriculum  committee  that 
a  course  in  Sunday  School  me- 
thods be  included  in  the  curricu- 
lum of  the  teacher  training 
schools  and  provision  made  for 
the  development  of  a  curriculum 
and  the  giving    of  such  courses. 

(b)  We  recommend  that  Mrs 
Murj^hroe  be  asked  to  be  the 
director  of  a.  series  of  schools  of 
religious  education  one  in  the 
northern  and  one  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  Conference,  -for 
workers  who  can  later  hold  Dis- 
trict schools  of  religious  educa- 
tion followed  by  Circuit  schools. 

III  We  approve  the  program 
suggested  by  the  sub-committee 
of  the  Field  Committee  for  Lead- 
ership Education,  Young  People's 
Work  and  Youth  Institutes, 
Literature- Bible  Courses,  Library, 
Miscellaneous  e.g.  A  Music  Book 
for  Choirs  and  authorize  the 
committee  to  present  the  budget 
to  the  Joint  Committee  of  Eeli- 
gious  Education. 

IV  We  suggest  that  at  the  plan- 
ning conferences  held  Avith  tea- 
chers   at    the    beginning   of    the 


school  year  Sunday  School  work 
be  specially  presented  and  its 
importance  stressed  and  methods 
of  integrating  Su^^day  School  and 
day  school  religious  education 
sought. 

V.  We  request  that  if  possible 
Miss  Mae  Young's  visit  to  this 
Conference  be  in  Dec-January 
holidays  of  1948  -  49  and  if  that 
is  not  possible  that  she  come  in 
the  April-May  holidays.  It  was 
agreed  to  plan  for  four  institutes, 
two  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
Conference  and  two  in  the  nor- 
thern, also  that  each  District  shall 
send  information  re  plans  for 
these  institutes,  needs,  etc.  to 
Miss  J.  Pfaff  so  that  she  can 
forward  this  information  to 
Bishop  Booth  by  Dec.  1st. 

The     Committee 
on    Publications 

I.  We,  the  committee  on 
Publications  approve  of  the 
publishing  of  a  music  book  of 
anthems,  children's  songs  and 
choruses,  in  the  vernacular  by 
Mrs.  M.  J.  Murphree,  pro- 
viding the  necessary  copyright  be 
secured. 

'L  We  request  the  secretary 
of  the  Conference  to  clear  all 
copyrights  for  the  hymnal,  the 
"Ngoma",  and  the  books  that 
have  been  written  or  translat- 
ed by  Mrs.  M.   E.   Culver. 

3.  We  recommend  that  Mrs. 
Huie  and  Miss  Reitz  be  a  com- 
mittee to  find  out  whether  the 
Department  of  Education  is  sat- 
isfied with  Tucece  or  wishes  a 
new  reader  using  a  different  me- 
thod and  that  if  the  new  reader 
is  desired  they  proceed  to  the 
])re|)aration  of  it  and  of  a  scheme 
book   for   use    with    it.     If   the 
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Department  is  satisfied  with 
Tucece  a  new  scheme  for  its 
use  is  to  be  prepared  by  Mr.  Q. 
C.  Roberts  and  his  committee 
with  Mrs.  Huie  and  Miss  Reitz 
as  assistants. 

4.  We  approve  of  the  pub- 
lishing of  a  story  of  an  ideal 
Christian  family  written  by 
Miss   Reitz. 

5.  We  approve  of  the  pub- 
lishing of  500  wedding  booklets 
by  the  Rhodesia  Mission  Press 
providing  it  is  able  to  secure 
from  the  districts  the  money 
to  cover  the  initial  cost  of 
them. 

6.  We  approve  of  the  print- 
ing of  the  Bible  lessons  being 
written  by    Miss    Reitz. 

7.  We  approve  of  the  put- 
ting into  Cishona  and  the  pub- 
lishing of  Baba  Greeley's 
booklets  on  Seventh  Day  Ad- 
ventism  and  the  Sabbath  Day 
Observance,  by  E   L.  Sells. 

8.  We  approve  of  Miss  Reitz 's 
incorporating  the  Psalms  pub- 
lished by  Baba  Gj-eeley  in  a  book 
containing  translated  parts  of  the 
Old  Testament.  This  book  will 
be    published   by  her. 

9.  We  recommend  that  the 
two  booklets,  ''Primer  of 
Christian  Doctrine"  by  David 
Mandisodza  and  "Furnishings 
for  Workers "  by  Josiah 
Chimbadzwa  be  prepared  for 
publication. 

10.  We  are  glad  to  report 
that  the  Rukwadzano  Program 
Book  will  be  made  available 
at  the  end  of  this  year  so  that 
it  will  be  ready  for  use  at  the 
beginning  of  next. 

11.  We  shall  appreciate  the 
cooperation  of  the  District 
Superintendents    and    Circuit 


leaders  in  the  distribution  of 
spiritual  literature  among  the 
active  and  absentee  church 
members  of  their  districts. 

Report  of  Curriculum 
Committee 

We  recommend  that  in 
the  Teacher  Training  School 
the  Bible  periods  of  one  term 
during  the  second  year  be 
devoted  to  instruction  in  Sun- 
day School  Methods.

Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Community   Life 

After  a  review  was  made  of  last 
year's  report,  the  following  busi- 
ness was  taken  up. 

1.  Bible      Schools. 

It  was  noted  that  people  are  now 
eager  for  Bible  schools  since  the 
first  successful  ones  were  held  at 
Mutambara. 

A  second  Bible  school  is  being 
opened  this  year  in  the  Maraqge 
Zimunya  District.  There  is  a 
request  from  Mtasa-Makoni  Dis- 
trict for  a  Bible  school  to  be  held 
next  year. 

2.  Social    Welfare. 

A  new  committee  was  made  up 
for  the  study  of  niarritige  rela- 
tions. The  committee  is  com- 
posed of  Miss  Reitz,  Mrs  Mur- 
phree.  Miss  Parks,  Mr.  and  Mrs 
Zimonte,  Mr  and  Mrs  S.  Munjo- 
ma  and  Mr  and  Mi-s.  T  Marange. 
This  committee  will  especially 
study  Lubolo  and  Marriage  cere- 
monies. 

3.  Demonstrationa  I  Com- 
munity. It  was  noted  that 
the  Africans  have  progressed 
very  well  on  their  own  along 
the  lines  of  community-mind- 
edness    in   the   modern  •  sense. 
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Progress  noted: 

(a)  In  one  community, 
when  maize  became  scarce  the 
people  co-operated  in  taking 
an  inventory  of  the  maize  on 
hand.  They  then  decided  on 
the  number  of  bags  needed 
for  the  community's  supply 
for  the  year.  They  have  de- 
cided to  buy  the  maize  to- 
gether 

(b)  The  people  in  the 
whole  Eastern  District  are 
very  much  interested  in  the 
co-operative  movement  in  the 
Umtali  Location  and  are 
studying  its  possibilities. 

On  motion  it  was  agreed 
to  keep  the  Demonstrational 
Christian  Community  project 
in  the  Community  Life  pro- 
gram. The  project  should  be 
studied  and  investigated  by 
each  member  of  the  committee 
and  their  suggestions  and 
plans  handed  to  the  Chairman. 

4.  The  Committee  On  Reli- 
gious Life  of  the  community 
was  voted  to  be  continued  and 
the  same  personnel  be  nomi- 
nated for  Conference  approval. 

5.  Committee  On  Commu- 
nity Education.  It  was  agreed 
to  authorise  Mr.  Sells  to 
investigate  the  desire  of  Miss- 
ion schools  to  establish  rede- 
fusion  broadcast  systems  for 
school  use,  and  also  the  costs 
and  operation  of  such  a  system. 
Adult  education  seems  to  be 
taken  care  of  for  the  present,  in 
the  school  program,  therefore 
no  action   was  taken. 

G.  As  far  as  we  have  k  now- 
ledge,  Mr.  Frank  Laubach  will 
visit  Rhodesia.  The  Commit- 
tee elected  last  year  was 
retained.     The     members  are:

The  Board  of  Education 
as  a  whole  moved  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  by  the 
Conference  to  study  and  revise 
the  report  on  the  Educational 
Policies  of  the  Methodist 
Church  in  Southern  Rhodesia.

4.  That  Miss  Reitz  prepare 
Temperance  lessons  for  Sun- 
day   Schools. 

5.  That  all  our  Schools 
should  make  a  definite  at- 
tempt through  the  medium  of 
Temperance  instruction  to 
eradicate    the     sinfulness  and 
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tragedy  caused   by    gambling. 

6.  We  kindly  request  the 
Editor  of  the  Umbowo  that 
the  articles  on  Temperance 
be  printed  as  often  as  pos- 
sible. 

7.  We  are  pleased  to  note 
that  Temperance  lessons  are 
given  in  the  Sunday  School 
Quarterly. 

8.  We  would  very  much 
like  to  have  the  co-operation 
of  all  Boarding  Schools  and 
would  like  them  to  enter  for 
the  Drawing  Competition  in 
the  making  of  posters  for 
printing  and  distribution.  As 
a  token  of  appreciation  a 
prize  of  5/-  will  be  givon 
for  the  best  poster,  2/G  for 
the  second  and  I/-  for  the 
third.  These  prizes  will  be 
provided  by  the  Board  of 
Temperance. 

9.  We  recommend  that 
there  be  a  commitment  Day 
for  the  signing  of  total  ab- 
stinence and  cards  for  the 
Conference,  on  15th  Feb. 
1948,  First    Sunday  in  Lent.

Report  of  Board 
of  Lay  Activities. 

WABVUI— Due  to  lack  of  or- 
ganization and  supervision  the 
Wabvui  has  not  been  effective 
in  the  worlc  fcr  which  it  was 
formed  therefore  we  recom- 
mend that  the  work  of  the 
Wabvui  have  a  definite  pro- 
gram outlined  for  it. 
AFRICAN  CH  QRCH  TREAS- 
URERS.—  We  recommend  that 
there  shall  be  an  African 
treasurer  in  each  circuit  to  pay 
any  church  expenses  so  that 
the  people  can  be  informed 
about  how  much  mony  is  need- 
ed and  how  it  is  used.  This 
is  referred  to  two  groups  al- 
ready appointed. 

STEWARDSHIP  OF  THE 
SOIL — We  recommend  that  all 
Christians  should  be  urged  to 
carry  on  their  farming  and 
gardening  programmes  in  a 
scientific  way  as  taught  by  the 
demonstrators  and  other  agri- 
cultural authorities,  so  as  to 
be  an  example  to  others. 
Teachers  and  ministers  should 
lead  their  people  in  these  ef- 
forts, bat  paid  workers  in  the 
Mission  and  Church  should  do 
it  on  a  small  scale  so  that  the 
garden  and  farm  work  will  not 
interfere  with  their  church  or 
school  work. 

We  commend  the  Lord's 
Acre  Plan  and  recommend  that 
it  be  revived  in  the  places 
where  it  has  fallen  into  disuse 


and  begun  in  other  places. 
The  Editor  of  Umbowo  is  re- 
quested to  print  articles  on  this 
subject. 

CHRISTIAN  STEWARD- 
SHIP— We  recommend  that 
the  campaign  for  Christian 
Stewardship  as  outlined  last 
year  be  continued  and  that  the 
report  printed  in  the  journal 
be  reprinted.  "That  Ministers 
preach  and  instruct  in  stew- 
ardship and  that  special  at- 
tention be  given  to  the  class 
meetings  and  prayer  meetings 
making  stewardship  a  vital 
part  of  the  Christian  practice." 

STEWARDSHIP  OF  POS- 
SESSIONS, (a)  W^e  believe 
that  the  people  will  feel  the 
urge  of  stewardship,  of  pos- 
sessions as  they  study  the 
subject,  and  urge  that  tithing 
be  the  practice  of  our  church 
members,  and  that  a  definite 
programme     be     undertaken. 

(b)  We  recommend  that  the 
ideal  of  freewill  offerings  be 
placed  as  the  first  goal  of  our 
year  so  that  ultimately  the 
support  of  our  Mmisters  and 
Evangelists  will  receive  their 
support  from  this  source  in- 
stead of  the  present  practice  of 
two  shillings  per  member. 

(c)  We  recommend  that  the 
God's  Acre  plan  be  practised 
wherever  possible  and  that 
the  people  be  taught  the  ste- 
wardship of  the  soil. 

STEWARDSHIP  OF  TIME. 
Our  aim  is,  every  member  giv- 
ing some  time  each  week  to 
God's  work  as  planting  flowers, 
keeping  the  Church  grounds 
and  the  Church  tidy.  Carpen- 
ters and  builders  can  give 
some  of  their  time   in  making 
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furniture  for   the  Church,  etc. 

STEWARDSHIP  OF  LIFE: 
Our  work  can  only  become 
self-supporting  as  we  provide 
personnel  as  well  as  money. 
More  workers  are  urgently 
needed  in  the  great  harvest 
field.  We  hope  that  this  year 
of  stewardship  will  cause  many 
to  give  themselves  in  full  time 
service  to  the  Church  as  Min- 
isters, evangelists  and  other 
workers. 

STEWARDSHIP  OF  BOD- 
IES AND  HEALTH  PRO- 
GRAMME: We  must  do  every- 
thing we  can  to  take  care  of 
our  bodies  and  to  keep  away 
sickness  by  preparing  clean 
water  holes,  good  toilets  and 
doing  everything  necessary  to 
have  clean  homes.  We  shall 
co-operate  with  the  clinics  to 
help  the  sick.  We  shall  des- 
troy flies  and  mosquitos,  and 
co-operate  -  with  the  Govern- 
ment's health  programme. 
REPORT     OF     BOARD    OF 

LAY  ACTIVITIES. 
STEWARDSHIP  OF  PRAY- 
ER: A  praying  Church  is  a 
working  Church.  We  strongly 
urge  that  all  our  Church  mem- 
bers give  themselves  diligently 
to  prayer.  May  God  direct 
and  bless  our  every  activity 
for  the  bringing  in  of  His 
Kingdom. 

We  recommend  that  th^ 
Conference  provide  for  a  Sec- 
retary of  Stewardship  to 
promote  the  work  of  Steward- 
ship throughout  the  Conference 
this  coming  Conference    year. 

We  also  request  that  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Lay 
Activities  be  translated  into 
vernacular  and  printed  in  pam- 


phlet form  for  distribution. 

We  recommend  that  the 
Secretary  of  Stewardship  be 
reappointed. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  TEACH 
ERS'  TRAINING:  We  re- 
commend that  all  workers  in 
Sunday  Schools  make  a  great 
effort  to  attend  one  of  the  S.S. 
Training  Schools  planned,  eith- 
er District  or  Circuit  and  that 
information  about  them  be 
printed  with  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Lay  Activities  and 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Religious  Education  concern- 
ing these  schools  and  the  goals 
of  the  Crusade. 

CRUSADE  GOALS  FOR 
SUNDAY  SCHOOLS:  W^e  re- 
commend the  following  as 
methods  by  which  the  Sunday 
Schools  may  approach  the 
goal  set  for  the  Crusade: 

(a)  Keep  good  records. 
For  this  we  request  the  print- 
ing of  suitable  record  books. 

(b)  Relate  men's  and  wom- 
en's organizations  to  the  S.S. 
in  Bible  classes. 

(c)  Give  reward  cards  to 
stimulate  attendance  among 
the  children. 

We  urge  the  teachers  in  our 
schools  to  take  their  places  as 
leaders  in  Sunday  School  and 
club  work  so  that  the  work  of 
the  church  and  school  may  be 
one.

(c)  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 
Report  of  the  committee  to 
co-ordinate  and  promote  the 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowship 

After  consideration  our  com- 
mittee agreed  that  the  needs  of 
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onr  younn  people  could  be  met 
best  by  taking  for  our  oi'M'ani5'>a- 
tion  The  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship  which  is  the  official 
youth  movement  of  The  Method- 
ist Church.  We  strongly  urge 
all  concerned,  however,  to  re- 
member that  as  there  is  no  wrong 
way  to  win  a  ]:)erson  to  Christ 
there  is  no  wrong  way  to  effect- 
ively carry  on  The  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowship.  The  basic 
organization  is  set  for  us ;  the 
details  we  fix  for  ourselves.  We 
have  adopted  for  a  translation  of 
our  name  Rukwadzanorwe  Wa- 
komana  ne  Wasikana  we  Me- 
thodist since  MVF  is  generally 
used  when  referring  to  the 
organization  in  English  RWM 
may  be  expected  to  be  our  name 
in  Cishona. 

A  training  conference  with 
young  people,  teachers,  and 
ministers  being  delegates  was 
held  at  Nyakatsapa  last  January. 
Some  thirty  delegates  were  pre- 
sent, and  there  was  much  interest 
and  enthusiasm.  Some  of  the 
many  pi-ol)lems  present  for  the 
young  RWM  were  solved.  Miss 
Wildermuth,  Miss  de  Vries,  Mr. 
Culver,  and  Mr.  Q.  C.  Roberts 
taught  courses  on  the  four  areas 
of  the  I^WM,  namely  :  Worship 
and  Evangelism,  World  Friend- 
ship, Community  Service,  and 
Recreation.  Some  days  of  real 
fellowship  and  work  were  en- 
joyed. At  the  close  of  the  con- 
ference it  was  voted  to  express  to 
thf*annu;d  conference  our  thanks 
for  making  the  session  possible. 

At  Nyakatsapa  we  felt  it  wise 
to  make  recommendations  to  the 
annual  conference  and  district 
superintendents  regarding  annual 
conference  and    district   officers 


respectively.  For  annual  con- 
ference officers  we  recommend 
the  appointment  of  the  Rev. 
Jonah  Maciri  as  director  of  youth 
work  and  the  Rev.  Q.  C.  Roberts 
as  councellor.  The  Superin- 
tendents have  been  notified  of  our 
recommendations  for  the  district 
officers,  but  it  is  understood  that 
district  officers  are  appointed 
bv  the  district  superintendents 
and  are  under  their  general  super- 
vision. 

Since  the  conference  in  January 
RWM  programs  have  been  started 
in  some  25  churches  in  4  districts. 
We  recognize  that  there  are 
many  details  yet  to  be  worked 
out  and  that  there  is  still  a  great 
lack  of  information  and  under- 
standing. We  trust  that  another 
training  conference  can  be  held 
this  year  and  we  feel  that  it  will 
bring  much  improvement.  We 
recognize  that  even  the  best  of 
intentions  can  not  totally  over- 
come lack  of  information.  We 
request  all  pastors,  superintend- 
ents and  other  workers  to  do  all 
possible  in  practical  suggestions 
and  other  help  in  promoting  the 
RWM  programme.  Due  to  in- 
ability to  get  supplies  we  were 
unable  for  some  months  to  send 
out  a  duplicated  booklet  of  sug- 
gestions and  helps,  but  before 
this  month  is  finished  this  booklet 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  all 
ministers,  missionaries,  and  youth 
officers. 

We  have  the  following  recom- 
mendations to  make  totheannual 
conference. 

1.  That  The  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowship  be  accepted 
as  our  official  youth  organization 
and  thus  come  under  the  Bd.  of 
Education  according  to  the  Dis- 
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cipline. 

2.  That  if  possi))le  a  fall  time 
youth  director  be  appointed  by 
the  conference  t  o  direct  and 
promote  youth  work  throughout 
the  conference, 

3.  That  another  MYF  Train- 
ing Conference  be  held  this  year 
in  the  northern  section  of  the 
cojiference  and  that  the  annual 
conference  provide  £25  0-0  to 
subsidize  the  MYF  program  for 
this  year.  The  conference  direc- 
tor, the  conference  counsellor, 
and  Mr.  Richard  Chikosi,  the 
conference  MYF  president,  shall 
be  a  committee  responsible  for 
the  training  conference  referred 
to  Field  Committee. 

The  MYF  thanks  the  annual 
Conference  again  for  bringing  it 
into  the  world  and  pledges  its  full 
support  in  all  conference  activities 
where  it  may  serve.

REPORT  OF  THE  YOUNG 

PEOPLE'S  CLUBS  TO  THE 

CONFERENCE  OF  1947. 

The  work  of  the  Clubs  in  the 
Methodist  Churches  during  the 
year  of  1945  covered  a  transition 
period  due  to  so  many  R,  A.  F. 
young  men  leaving  the  Colony, 
and  the  return  of  the  Rhodesians 
from  the  overseas  forces.  The 
year  of  1946,  following  this  trans- 
ition, has  been  a  time  of  resettling 


and  re- organization  work.  Many 
of  the  young  men  who  returned 
from  the  forces,  although  ap- 
parently keen  at  first,  have 
dropped  out.  Others  of  the  young 
men  and  women  have  married, 
and  with  family  responsibilities, 
have  found  it  difficult  to  keep  up 
an  active  Club  connection.  The 
adjustments  within  the  life  of 
the  Club  have  caused  some  an- 
xiety, Ijut  in  most  instances  we 
have  been  able  to  overcome  this, 
and  feel  that  we  are  now  establish- 
ing ourselves  on  a  better  l)asis. 
Just  as  during  the  years  of  war 
the  various  Clubs  made  a  mem- 
orable contribution  in  the  form 
of  friendship  and  fellowship  to 
the  life  of  the  membei-s  of  the 
forces  stationed  in  this  countrj', 
so  during  the  past  year  the  Clubs 
have  all  attempted  to  bring  into 
active  membership  the  young 
men  who  have  returned  to  civil- 
ian life.  From  among  these  we 
have  been  able  to  secure  some 
very  active  and  devoted  leaders 
who  are  definitely  interested  in 
the  promotion  of  Christian  living 
and  the  building  up  of  the 
Christian  Church. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council 
has  been  privileged  during  the 
past  year  to  visit  and  speak  to 
the  Clubs  at  Hillside  and  in 
Salisbury.  These  contacts  have 
been  very  valuable,  and  we  hope 
that  a  greater  interchange  of 
such  visits  may  take  place  during 
the  coming  year.

PROGRAMMES: 

All  the  clubs  have  reported  that 
their  programme  activities  have 
l^een  centered  around  the  aim 
of  the  Methodist  Youth  Council 
i.  e.  "to  provide  devotional,  social 
and  recreational  activities  for 
young  people,  and  to  promote 
such  friendship  as  shall  lead  to 
Christian  thought  and  conduct." 
The  programmes  have  varied 
within  the  scope  of  this  aim,  and 
in  most  instances  the  full  de- 
votional evening  Iws  been  held 
every  fourth  meeting,  as  well  as 
a  short  devotional  period  at  the 
time  of  every  meeting.  Literary, 
games,  parties,  picnics,  debates, 
musical,  talent,  hikes,  camp  fires, 
talks,  exchange  evenings  and 
outdoor  entei'tainments  have  been 
among  the  varied  activities  in  the 
programmes  of  the  Clubs.  All  four

CONTRIBUTION     TO     THE 
LIFE     OF     THE     CHURCH. 

Most  of  the  Clubs  report  a 
keen  interest  in  the  activities  of 
the  Church  and  that  they  have 
sought  to  assist  the  various  de- 
l^artments  within  the  Church. 
Bnlawayo  reports  that  quite  a 
number  of  the  Club  members 
are  Sunday  School  teachers,  some 
of  them  helped  the  Women's 
Association  at  the  Show,  and 
financial  contributions  have  been 
made  by  the  Club  to  the  Funds 
of  the  Church. 

Th(^  Salisbury  Club  reports 
as  assisting  Avith  the  various  de- 
partments of  the  Church  and 
have  taken  a  very  actitive  part 
in  assisting  in  the  efforts  for 
building  up  the  new  Church 
Funds.  During  Thanksgiving 
week  an  offering  was  taken  at 
the  Club  meeting  for  the  Church 
Fund  which  amounted  to  eleven 
pounds. 

Umtali  Club  reports  that  many 
of  its  memlers  are  teachers,  in 
the  choir  und  two  are  serving  as 
society  stewards  in  the  Churcli. 
A-t  present  the  two  sections  of 
the  Primary  Department  of  the 
Sunday  School  are  being  staffed 
l)y  members  of  the  Club.  The 
Clnb  assisted  in  the  Thanksgiving 
week    celebrations    last   August, 
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and  during  the  Thank  Offering 
week  made  a  very  fine  contribu- 
tion to  the  success  of  the  Church 
social  held  on  November  last  by 
presenting  two  short  plays  that 
were  most  enthusiastically 
received. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  contribu- 
tions that  are  being  njade  by  the 
Methodist  Youth  People's  Clubs 
to  the  total  life  of  the  Church. 

GENERAL 

The  Emtali  Junior  Club, 
which  was  carried  on  as  a  section 
of  senior  committee  was  com- 
pletely reorganised  during  the 
j^ear,  with  its  own  committee, 
retaining  as  sj^onsors  the  chair- 
man and  Secretary  of  the  Senior 
Committee.  It  has  proven  to  be 
a  most  successful  move,  and  the 
Juniors  are  prospering. 

In  the  reports  from  all  the  Clubs 
there  was  expressed  a  feeling 
that  we  should  seek  more  de- 
finitely in  some  well  planned 
way  to  assist  each  other  with  the 
interchange  of  programmes,  visi- 
ting the  other  Clubs,  or  some 
other  methods  that  have  not  yet 
been  thought  of.

effective  in  helping  the  young 
people  of  our  communities  to  see 
that  there  is  that  which  is  worth 
^•hile  in  the  Christian  life  and  to 
be  able  to  give  a  captivating 
challenge  to  all,  so  that  we  may 
have  a  more  loyal  membership 
and  that  Christian  young  people 
will  come  to  dedicate  their  lives, 
their  future  and  all  that  they 
have  in  the  service  of  the  King- 
dom of  Christ. 

In  conclusion  we  desire,  as  a 
Methodist  Youth  Council,  to 
express  our  sincerest  thanks  to 
the  Rev.  H.  Ibbotson,  the  first 
secretary,  who  so  ably  inaugura- 
ted the  work  of  the  Council  and 
carried  out  the  considerable 
correspondence  in  connection 
with  it.  We  desire  to  thank  the 
editor  of  the  ''Rhodesia  Method- 
ist" for  the  space  and  thought 
given  to  the  activities  of  the 
Clubs  during  1946.  We  feel 
that  the  work  of  the  Young 
Peoples'  Clubs  in  the  Methodist 
Churches  has  a  bright  future,  and 
we  would  like  to  solicit  the  full 
co-operation  of  the  total  member- 
ship of  the  Church.

Convention  Report  as  given  to  the 
Southern  Rhodesia  Annual  Con- 
ference in  1947: 

This  convention  was  held  at 
Old  Umtali  Mission  on  August 
23  and  25,  1947:

Recommendations  and  reso- 
lutions passed  by  the  Conven- 
tion Members. 

1.  We  of  the  African  Christ- 
ian Convention  request : 

(a)  That  there  be  African 
Treasurers  who  should  pay  any 
church  expenses  and  that  the 
people  be  taught  what  their 
money  is  used  for. 


(b)  That  whenever  or  wherever 
discussions  are  made  on  how 
this  money  is  to  be  used  there 
should  be  an  African  repre- 
sentative. 

2  Should  any  pupil's  general 
conduct  at  any  of  our  mission 
centres  disqualify  him  for  re- 
admission  in  the  same  school 
in  the  following  year,  the  Con- 
vention requests  that  his 
parents  be  notified  in  the 
second  term  of  the  current 
year  and  causes  specified. 

3.  In  view  of  the  great  lack 
of  accommodation  at  our  mis- 
sion centres,  this  convention 
requests  the  conference  to  re- 
consider the  pressing  need  for 
Std.  IV  classes  at  any  places 
approved  in  the  Reserve.  Hav- 
ing this  in  view,  the  convention 
humbly  suggests  to  the  con- 
ference that  the  following  be 
appointed  as  tentative  teachers 
of  such  classes-  Messrs  J. 
Chatema,  R.  Chikosi,  A.  Muto- 
nho,J.  Chiripamberi,  P.  Mudiwa 
M.  Mataranyika,  I.  Kambarami 
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S.Nyeiiiba,  E.  Zimonde,  S.  Chi- 
rimuuta,  P.  Diibe,  P.  Gurnpira. 
4,  We  of  the  African  Christian 
Convention  humbly  request 
the  District  Superintendents 
to  give  a  full  explanation  of 
the  following-  (a)  Why  the  day 
pupils  should  continue  to  pay 
school  fees,  (b)  Some  stations 
are  paying  their  own  money 
for  school  equipment.  Will 
this  money  be  refunded  to 
these  schools  when  the  Govt, 
gives    the  equipment  grant  ? 

5.  This  Convention  recom- 
mends the  adoption  of  the 
following  procedure  in  con- 
ducting backsliders'  marriages 
in  our  church;  (a)  The  bride 
should  not  wear  a  wreath  and 
a  veil,  (b)  There  should  not  be 
any  throwing  of  rice  when  the 
couple  leaves  the  church,  (c) 
The  marriage  ceremony  should 
be  conducted  in  the  church. 

6.  Seeing  that  our  Sunday 
school  is  over  looked  by  our 
people,  this  conference  sug- 
gests (a)  that  the  teacher  train- 
ing curriculum  includes  a  course 
of  methods  of  teaching  Sun- 
day School  Lessons,  (b)  that 
each  Mission  Centre  organize 
an  annual  Sunday  School  Re- 
fresher Course  for  teachers  and 
other  Sunday  School   Leaders. 

7.  The  African  Christian 
Convention  humbly  ask  all 
who  are  in  authority  and  in- 
terested in  the  Africans' 
progress  t  o  exercise  their 
influence  to  encourage  the 
African  fathers  to  send  their 
children  to  school  and  to 
send  them  regularly.  These 
authorities  are  Missionaries, 
C4overnment  officials,  Minis- 
ters and  Chiefs, 


8.  We  request  that  the 
chi^rch  choir  songs  in  our 
churches  be  more  in  the  Shona 
than  in  the  English  language; 
(b)  that  some  of  the  English 
songs    which    are    not  in  the 

hymnal  be  translated  into 
Shona  for  church  use.  (c)  that 
the  music  edition  in  tonic- 
sol-fa  which  has  just  come  out 
should  have  the  first  verse  of 
the  song  fitted  with  the  music. 

9.  We  recommend  that  an 
Official  commission  consisting 
of  Reverends  Chimbadzwa, 
Mandisodza,  and  Luke  Chieza 
visit  Chikwizo  once  previous  to 
the  convention  of  1948.  This 
commission  shall  yive  its  report 
of  the  work  at  Chikwizo  at  the 
meeting  of  the  1948  convention 
with  the  expenses  to  be  paid 
by  the  African  Missionary 
Society.

This  passage  reveals  the 
whole  work  and  thought  of  the 
Rnkwadzano:  The  Rukwadzano 
is  helping  the  sick  and  the  poor 
and  those  in  trouble  of  death. 
This  helping  is  done  to  both 
Christians  and  non-Christians. 
The  Rukwadzano  is  giving 
clothing  to  the  needy  as  did 
sister  Dorcas  but  our  prayer 
and  task  is  to  giva  one  kind  of 
a  coat,  the  coat  of  Love,  as 
Dorcas  we  are  trying  to  have 
every  heart  put  on  the  coat 
of  Love. 

The  Annual  Convention 

i-  Our  Annual  Convention  this 
'year  was  held  at  Manyika  iti 
Nyadiri  District,  August  7th- 
10th,  The  estimated  attendance 
was  over  8,000  and  those  who 
took  the  Communion  were  475. 
Some  of  the  people  who  at- 
tended the  Convention  came 
from  as  far  as  Penhalonga, 
Odzi,  Salisbury,  Shamva  and 
Bushu  Reserve. 

The  Opening  of  Convention, 

The  convention  was  opened 
by  a  sermon  preached  by  Rev. 
J.  Citombo  who  spoke  of  Spirit- 
ual hunger.  Many  were 
brought  to  the  Saviour,  back- 
sliders were  born  again  and  the 
weak  were  confirmed. 

We  felt  the  presence  of  God 
during  the  convention,  we 
were  greatly  helped  and  in- 
spired. 

Chief's   Speech. 

Chief  Nyajina  came  to  the  con- 
vention on  Friday.  In  his  speech 
he  spoke  of  Unity,     He  said; 


It  would  be  a  very  good  thing  if 
the  people  had  the  spirit  of 
working  together  such  as  is 
among  the  women.  Other 
Chiefs  do  not  respect  women 
but  I  myself  do  respect  them; 
I  take  off  my  hat  and  clap 
my  hands  because  a  woman 
is  a  way  through  which  every 
body  came  on  earth.  He  thank- 
ed the  Rukwadzano  by  giving 
a  gift   of  5/-. 

The  next  morning  the  news 
was  spread  that  one  of  the 
woman  from  Mtoko  gave  birth 
to  a  baby  girl  and  the  con- 
vention congratulated  the 
mother  and  gave  the  baby  the 
name  Rukwadzano. 

The    Closing. 

The  convention  was  closed 
by  a  sermom  preached  by  the 
District  Superintendent  who 
spoke  of  faith.  His  message 
on  this  subject  made  all  Chris- 
tians to  say:  We  will  go  on 
working  by  Faith. 

The  rules  of  Rukwadzano 
were  read  and  taught  to  the 
full  members  after  which  they 
discussed  the  Uniform  of  the 
Rukwadzano  and  the  following 
was    suggested: 

1.  Blue  skirt. 

2.  Red  coat  with  white 
collai  and  a  black  ribbon  at  the 
end  of  the  sleeves. 

Instead  of  sending  delegates 
to  the  convention,  the  Northern 
Section  agreed  on  sending  the 
three  delegates  to  the  Execu- 
tive committee  at  the  time  it 
sits. 

The  Northern  section  has 
had  no  chairwoman    all  these 
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years  so   they  had  to  choose   one  this   year.

Mrewa  District  Report  of  the 
Rukwadzano  Rwe  Wadzimayi 

The  members  of  the  Rukwa- 
dzano of  the  Mrewa  District 
are  trying  to  live  up  to  their 
motto-  "  To  serve  Christ  and 
others."  We  have  evidence 
of  this  from  the  reports  coming 
in  from  all  the  circuits. 

Mrewa  Centre  Church-  The 
R.  R.  W.  of  the  Mrewa  Centre 
Church  has  divided  into  groups 
and  each  group  has  visited 
nearby  villages,  praying  with, 
and  comforting  those  in  trouble 
telling  them  of  Jesus  Christ 
who  died  for  them.  Many  of 
the  women  visited  in  this  way 
are  now  attending  the  church 
services  on  Sundays.  Any  spec- 
ial cases  of  need  are  reported 
and  considered  and  help  given 
where  possible.  These  groups 
speak  of  the  happiness  and 
strength  they  feel  in  their  own 
hearts  and  lives  from  these 
visits  into  the  villages. 

Mrewa  Circuit  -  This  circuit 
reports  of  help  given  in  many 
practical  ways.  To  a  stranger 
coming  to  live  among  them 
they  gave  a  gift  of  food.  Others 
have  been  helped  by  weeding 
and  harvesting  the  gardens, 
especially  were  the  sick  and  old 
people  considered.  They  also 
made  many  visits  to  those  in 
trouble  and  those  in  sorrow. 


Mrewa  East  Circuit  -  From 
Mrewa  East  Circuit  we  also 
have  very  encouraging  reports. 
Most  of  the  work  has  been  done 
at  the  various  stations  in  the 
circuit.  At  Gumbanjera  six 
women  have  been  brought  to 
know  Jesus  Christ  as  their 
Saviour.  One  of  these  women 
who  is  blind  was  given  a  dress. 
At  Mrewa  Kraal,  besides  vis- 
iting and  helping  in  various 
ways,  they  brought  22  women 
and  one  man  to  Christ.  Six  of 
these  are  in  the  Probationers 
class  and  17  in  the  beginners 
class.  A  dress  was  given  to 
one  of  these  women  who  is  too 
old  to  work  or  walk.  The 
man  is  also  very  old  and  is 
now  seriously  ill  so  he  has 
been  helped  by  gifts.  I'he  women 
continue  praying  for  him. 
Other  stations  of  this  circuit 
have  done  good  work  but  spec- 
ial reports  of  results  have  not 
come  in  from  all  of  them. 

Headlands  Circuit  -  The  R. 
R.  W.  of  Headlands  Circuit 
is  growing  ana  work  done  by 
the  women  is  very  encourag- 
ing. Going  in  small  groups 
they  have  visited  many  homes, 
telling  about  tht  true  God,  and 
helping  backsliders  to  come- 
back into  tiie  church.  In  one 
place  a  women  possessed  by 
an  evil  spirit  was  saved.  Another 
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woman  so  possessed  became  a 
Christian.  Last  June,  before 
her  death,  she  asked  the  women 
of  the  R.  R.  W.  to  come  and 
pray  with  her.  A  woman  who 
gave  birth  to  triplets  was  very 
fearful  of  the  outcome.  The 
women  told  her  that  she  need 
not  have  any  fear  and  showed 
her  how  to  care  for  the  babies. 
They  gave  her  clothes  for  them. 
In  the  circuit  a  church  door,  a 
cloth  for  the  church  table  and 
poles  for  the  roof  were  bought 
by  the  women. 

Chikore  Circuit  -  The  women 
went  out  into  new  territory 
telling  of  the  love  of  God. 
Six  persons  gave  their  lives  to 
Jesus  Christ  and  witnessed 
that  they  were  saved. 

From  all  over  the  Mrewa 
District  we  have  reports  coming 
in  telling  of  the  practical  ways 
in  which  the  women  are  help- 
ing others.  God  is  blessing 
the  efforts  of  these  women  as 
is  shown  by  the  results. 
Mrs.  H.  I.  James, 
District  Adviser. 

SOUTHERN    SECTION. 

"The  final  test  of  religion,  is 
not  religiousness,  but  love.  I 
say  the  final  test  of  religion  at 
the  great  Day  is  not  religious- 
ness, but  love;  not  what  I  have 
done,  not  what  I  have  believed, 
not  what  I  have  achieved,  but 
how  I  have  discharged  the 
common  charities  of  Life.  " 

That  is  what  our  R.  R.  W.  as 
a  religious  society,  aims  at  and 
so  all  sections  reported  visiting 
and  helping  the  sick  people, 
in  bringi'.g  them  wood,  giving 
them  mealie-meal  or  grinding 


their  grain  and  getting  them 
water,  besides  praying  with 
them. 

Those  who  are  near  Hospitals 
and  Clinics  visit  the  patients 
in  turn  giving  whatever  help 
they  can  give.  Help  is  given 
to  old  people  who  cannot  do 
much  to  help  themselves.  They 
are  helped  in  their  gardens 
sometimes,  food  is  given  and 
every  now  and  then,  help  is 
given  in  bringing  them  wood 
and  cleaning  their  homes.  Wid- 
ows are  also  helped  during  the 
time  of  working  in  the  field. 
The  whole  group  go  and  give 
a  day's  work.  Whenever  death 
comes  to  a  neighbour's  home 
the  Rukwadzano  group  moves 
quickly  to  the  place.  Some 
stay  with  the  mother  and 
comfort  her  while  others  do 
whatever  is  needed  to  be  done, 
and  in  more  than  half  of  these 
cases  help  of  money  and  food 
is  given. 

This  is  OUT  way  of  keeping 
our  fellowship,  and  of  testifying 
to  the  non-Christians  that  Jesus 
is  our  Saviour.  I  don't  think 
I  exaggerate  if  I  say  half  of 
the  people  who  join  the  Church 
roll,  come  through  the  door  of 
Rukwadzano.  For  this  is  re- 
ported by  different  groups  and 
families  who  found  their  Sav- 
iour aftei  certain  help  was  given 
to  them. 

Christian  marriages  are  taking 
place  among  those  who  first 
married  not  in  a  Christian  way: 
This  is  a  result  of  women's 
work  of  which  Umtali  did  the 
most. 

Rukwadzano  teaches  its  me- 
mbers to  preach  Jesus,  the 
Light  of  the  world,  not  in  words, 
but  by  works. 
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Our  Chairwoman  and  Sec- 
retary visited  Chikwizo  together 
with  some  of  the  members  of 
Ngariende.  They  brought  l)ack 
the  good  news  of  the  wonderful 
work  of  the  Lord,  and  said 
"people  are  hungry  for  God." 
Besides  supporting  the  girls 
boarding  school,  we  have  a 
Nurse,  who  is  helping  the  people- 
in  their  healthy  living. 

The  Annual  Convention.  This 
wonderful  Convention  took 
place  in  Chief  Maranke's  Re- 
serve, on  the  14th  August  to 
17th.  The  Superintendent  of 
that  district  Rev.  M  E.  Culver 
was  there  the  very  first  day. 
Three  other  Missionaries  also 
came  and  we  were  happy  to 
have  Dr.  &  Mrs.  Leslie  visit 
us.  For  all  the-se  we  thank  and 
glorify  the  Lord.  For  they 
were  his  real  messengers  there. 
The  meeting  was  too  wonderful 
to  express  in  words.  It  was  like 
the  day  of  Jesus,  with  Peter, 
John  and  James  on  the  top  of 
the  mountain,  where  the  cloud 
came  and  covered  them  and  they 
saw  the  glory  of  God.  So  in  that 
big  fig  tree's  shade  each  one  of 
us  seemed  to  hear  the  Master's 
voice  "I  have  seen  you  when 
you  were  under  the  fig  tree." 
Souls  would  reply  "My  Lord  and 
my    God." 

So  many  people  were  renewed 
in  strength  and  many  others 
were    testifying    to    new    life. 

After  Mai  Huie  taught  we 
recognized  that  every  effort 
must  be  made  to  encourage  fami- 
ly pi'ayers  among  the  mothers 
so  that  strong  Christian  families 
may  I)e  developed.  She  taught 
from  Isaiah  and  said  here  we 


are  mounting  up  with  wings  as 
eagles,  and  running  without 
being  weary,  but  we  must  go 
back  to  walk  and  not  faint, 
meaning  that  we  must  do  our 
duty  to  God  every  day  and  we 
must  do  duty  to  our  families 
every  day.  Her  lesson  was 
like  the  deepening  of  the  roots 

Mufundisi  Tubbs  as  one  of 
those  early  Missionaries,  who 
have  seen  much  of  those  dark 
days  among  African  Women 
and  has  labourerd  with  tears 
for  them  gave  her  praises 
to  God  again  and  again  for  see- 
ing such  a  large  group  of  women 
now  walking  in  the  Light.  She 
concluded,  "His  giace  will  not  let 
you  fall,  as  you  follow  the 
upward  way." 

The  subject  of  stewardship  was 
introduced  by  Mufundisi  Reitz. 
The  subject  which  is  so  much 
needed  if  our  African  Church 
is  expected  to  grow  deep,  wide 
and  high. 

Men  and  women  conversed 
aliout  it  after  the  service,  some 
remained  to  give  in  their  names 
and  take  those  tithing  bags  and 
cards.  She  also  held  a  meeting  of 
boys  and  girls  on  Sunday  after- 
noon. 

Sunday  the  day  of  quietness, 
as  the  congregation  was  reminded 
of  the  great  work  of  the  Saviour 
by  a  white  table  in  front,  before 
the  invitation  was  given.  A 
portion  was  read  from  St.  Matt. 
27  how  Jesus  staggered  with  the 
liea\y  cross  and  an  African  man 
was  told  to  help  Him.  We 
remember  the  words  of  St.  Paul, 
"Brethren  we  are  debtors,  not  to 
the  flesh  to  live  after  the  flesh." 
When  the  invitation  was  given, 
those  who  came  for    the  Lord's 
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Supper  were  870.  Chiefs  Repre- 
sentatives were  Mutasa,  Makoni, 
Mntambara,  Musikaanu  from  Mt. 
Silinda,  Chiduku,  Zimunya,  Ma- 
ranke  and  Nyashanu  from  Biihera. 
They  were  all  interested.  This 
is  shown  by  their  coming  from 
far  distances.  They  all  came 
with  their  people.  People  whose 
stations  were  near  the  Camp  at- 
tended the  meetings  from  Friday 
evening  till  Sunday.  Sunday 
evening  Baba  Culver  spoke  the 
closing  words  thanking  God  for 
His  blessings  upon  the  meeting, 
for  the  result  of  the  meeting  was 
wonderful. 

The  Rukwadzano  has  helped 
the  orphans  by  the  sum  of  twenty 
five  shillings  (2o/-)  Twelve  shil- 
lings (12/-)  for  Maranke  Clinic. 
One  Pound  (£1)  was  given  to  a 
lame  man  from  Fort  Victoria 
district,  and  a  little  help  of  money 
was  given  to  a  woman  who  had 
twins. 

The  people  who  were  at  the 
Annual  Convention  were  about 
4,327.

The    African  Missionary 
Society  Chilcwizo  Reserve 

Last  Conference  year  every 
member  of  the  church  was  com- 
missioned to  bring  someone  to 
Jesus  and  I  am  quite  sure  that 
many  people  were  brought  that 
way.  This  year  the  very  people 
who  had  become  Christians  have 
been  taught  what  it  means  to 
be  a  Christian  through  Christian 
stewardship. 

When  Jesus  was  still  on  earth 
he  first  called  the  twelve  dis- 
ciples and  later  on  he  told  them 
what  to  do  as  they  had  become 
Christians.  The  new  Christians 
of  the  Methodist  world  have 
enjoyed  lessons  on  Christian 
stewardship  and  they  have  bene- 
fitted from  these  lessons  laid 
down  by  the  leaders  of  o  ir  chur- 
ch. Here  are  the  benefits  :  "Cru- 
sade scholarship  fund  and  many 
other  funds  which  promotes  and 
extend   the  church. 

In  my  little  church  I  have  not 
ignored  the  teaching  of  stew- 
ardship in  sermons  and  in  prac- 
tice. My  people  are  not  wage.... 
earners  :  here  is  what  we  have 
done  :  Every  Sunday  each  mem  • 
ber  brings  a  handfull  of  shelled 
pea  nuts  which  will  be  put 
in  the  tin  when  its  time  for 
taking  Sunday  collection.  We 
made  the  Lord's  acre  both  for 
crops  and  vegetable  garden.  As 
a  result  of  this  we  have  in 
hand  the  sum  of  £o...\)  ]/id 
foF  the  church  building  fund. 
The  church  wall  we  think  will  be 
built  of  nothing  else  but  stones. 
We  will  talk  over  the  matter  . 
about  putting  the  money  into  1 
a  savings  bank.  Christian  people 
practise      stewardship     w.  hen 
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live  for  others,  and  for  God. 
When  we  left  conference  last 
year  we  went  in  a  hurry  for 
the  camp  meeting's.  We  had  a 
good  and  even  l)etter  camp... 
meeting  than  ever  before.  Twenty 
three  people  said  they  had  met 
Jesus  and  had  made  decisions 
to    accept  Him  as  their  Saviour. 

Some  of  them  have  shown 
their  reformed  life  by  taking 
part  in  the  various  activities 
of  the  Church.  They  have  not 
hesitated  to  bring  their  names 
so  as  to  join  the  church  as 
members. 

The  church  still  shows  signs 
of  progress  both  in  si)irit  and 
contributions.  Some  may  reverse 
but  we  hope  for  a  strong  Christian 
community  in  this  reserve  one 
day. 

During  Eastf^r  there  were 
meetings  which  I  could  not 
attend  because  of  some  illness 
although  I  h  a  d  prepared 
plans  for  the  occasion.  In  a 
letter  written  to  me  by  my 
wife  she  said  that  the  meetings 
were  wonderfully  blessed. 

A  three  days  revival  meeting 
was  organised  at  Nyamande  and 
many  people  said  they  had 
seen  that  the  way  of  Christ  was 
better  than  beer  drinking.  The 
meeting  was  attended  by  nearly 
two    hnndred  people. 

The  secretary  for  Evangelism 
last  year  said  that  something 
should  be  done  to  beautify  the 
house  of  God.  Seeing  that  our 
building  is  used  for  the  school 
and  church  services  we  did  not 
do   much,   save  white    washing. 


"We    have    started    the    church 
building  fund," 

The   School. 

We  did  not  receive  many 
boarders  this  year  because  of 
the  shortage  of  food.  Fifty  were 
received.  There  were  more 
day  students  than  evei-  before 
Our  school  has  taken  a  better  step 
this  year  l)ecause  we  have  a 
good  number  of  qualified 
teachers  on  the   staff. 

Apart  from  the  shortage  of 
food  we  do  not  have  water  enough 
to  finish  up  the  year.  This 
need  is  very  urgent.  There  is 
no   water  at   the  place. 

We  were  recently  visited 
by  the  Inspectress  ]\Irs.  Dra- 
per. She  said  that  we  must 
improve  the  school  equipment 
for  the  domestic  science-  She 
asked  us  to  put  up  the  domestic 
science  building,  provide  tables 
necessasry  for  ironing  etc.  We 
see  that  if  we  are  to  have  all  these 
properly  made,  we  must  have  an 
industrial  man  on  the  staff. 

During  this  conference  year 
we  have  ])een  greatly  honoured 
by  the  visits  of  the  various 
leaders.  First  by  the  officers 
of  the  African  Missionary  Society 
headed  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
same.  We  hope  they  will  send 
some  people  to  visit  us  again  for 
it  helps  us  as  they  giva  a  lot  of 
advice  and  also  they  study  our 
needs 

Secondly  we  were  honoured 
by  the  visit  of  our  own  Bishop 
accompanied  by  Mrs.  Booth  with 
Bishop  Brooks  and  Mrs.  Brooks 
with  them  was  Rev.  W. 
Btmrgaize. 

Another  official  visit  was  of 
the  Native  Commissioner  Miijor 
Morris  of  M'toko  with  the  Pro- 
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vincial  Commissioner  of  the 
Salisbury  Area.  They  were  there 
to  see  about  our  place  that  is 
in  the  crown  lands.  The 
question  is  said  to  be  on  the 
table  in  Salis])ury. 

We  thank  you  Bishop  for 
your  visit  which  impressed 
many  young  and  old  people 
who  were  there  that  day.  My 
children  have  often  called  each 
other  Bishop  Booth;  if  one  is 
Bishop  Booth  another  one  is 
Rev.  Bourgaize. 

If  there  is  any  remark  Iwant 
to  make  about  our  work  it  is 
to  mention  the  unity  between  the 
m2ml)ers  of  the  staff,  and  co  oper- 
ation. In  spite  of  the  shortage  of 
water  we  still  have  enough  vege- 
tables grown  in  our  gardens  by  Le 
onardM'teqgo.  I  say  this  because 
the  methods  applied  are  the  result 
of  advancers.  There  has  l^een 
started  agriculture  forestry  and 
the  growing  of  fruits  trees  has 
been  extended.  We  now  have  over 
thirty  trees  growing  for  poles 
and  over  twenty  mangoes. 
We  are  sure  to  have  a  good 
fruit  from  the  ten  mango  trees 
in  the  years  to  come. 

Medical  Work 

With  no  Gov't  aid  this  work 
was  started  on  the  recommen- 
dation, of  the  conference,  and 
all  expenses  have  been  borne 
by  the  Society.  But  the  need 
is  great  in  this  field  of  work. 
There  are  many  people  coming 
for  treatments  especially  out 
patients  canntot  take  care  of 
in-parents  beacause  we  have  no 
place  for  them  to  stay. 


We  have  put  in  the  foundation 
for  a  better  clinic  with  men's 
and  women's  ward,  is  a  treat- 
ment room,  a  supply  room,  and  a 
maternity  room.  If  it  were 
not  for  the  shortage  of  water 
we  would  continue  the  work. 
We  have  treated  28.3  out  pati- 
entis  .5  in  patients,  We  are 
quite  sure  that  this  work  will 
be  improved  and  that  the 
Government  will  be  interested 
although  it  has  not  taken  any 
steps.  Miss  Elizabeth  Mandiku- 
tse  is  doing  all  she  can  to  help 
these  people  in  their  illnesses. 
Of  all  the  people  that  came  only 
two  died  since'  January  1947. 
We  feel  it  is  time  that  we 
should  extend  our  work  by 
opening  new  stations.  If 
the  society  is  ready  to  pay  I 
am  sure  we  must  start  now 
erecting  buildings.  In  Mu- 
kota  Reserve  they  want  us  to 
put  up  a  church.  At  Inyanga 
the  sanie  request  is  made  con- 
stantly.' 

In  all  we  do  we  thank  God 
for  Rev.  Bourgaize,  who  al- 
ways   has   Chikwizo   at  heart. 

We  know  prayers  of  many 
faithful  Christians  like  the 
rays  of  the  sun  stretch  toward 
Chikwizo.  The  Students  at 
Chikwizo  send  greetings  to  the 
conference.

MEMOIRS 

JOHN  R.  GATES 

In  the  death  cf  John  R. 
Gates  there  passed  from  us 
one  of  the  most  dynamic,  ver- 
satile, colorful  and  effective 
missionaries  this  conference, 
has    known. 

While  still  in  college  Mr. 
Gates  felt  the  Divine  call  to 
serve  in  Africa.  In  1906  Bishop 
Hartzell  was  recruiting  mis- 
sionaries and  in  Evanston 
holding  interviews  with  in- 
terested students.  A  slight 
young  man,  an  undergraduate, 
entered  and  in  words  that  soon 
developed  into  a  perfect,  tor- 
rent, poured  out  to  the  Bishop 
the  crying  needs  of  Africa,  and 
emphasized  the  desperate  ur- 
gency of  the  need.  The  Bishop 
had  little  opportunity  to  speak 
at  all,  but  when  "the  student 
left  he  broodingly  remarked, 
"That  man  impresses  me." 
The  student  was  John  R. 
Gates,  and  within  a  few  weeks 
he  was  on  his  way  to  Rhodesia 
where  for  23  years  he  labored 
and  preached,  and  wrote  and 
planned. 

Perhaps  as  no  other  of  our 
missionaries  he  saw  from  the 
very  beginning  the  essentials 
of  the  Mission  work.  He  was 
primarily  an  evangelist.  But 
he  pressed  for  the  best  in 
education  for  the  African.  He 
saw  the  need  of  a  forum 
where  the  Africans  could  dis- 
cuss their  problems,  and  orga- 
nized the  African  Christian 
Convention.  He  knew  the 
value  of  the  printed  page,  and 
wrote  constantly  and  got  his 
writings    to   the     press.      He 


kept  a  stream  of  information 
and  pictures  going  to  the 
home  church.  Planning  and 
organizing  were  the  very 
breath   of  his   life. 

He  developed  some  rich 
friendships  with  both  Africans 
and  Europeans,  and  his  in- 
spiration still  lingers    with  us. 

In  1908  he  married  Harriet 
Lodge,  and  to  them  were  born 
two  daughters,  Harriet  and 
Mary,  all  of  whom  survive 
h|m.  In  1929  he  was  compelled 
to  remain  in  America  on 
health  grounds,  and  served 
in  Central  New  York  Con- 
ference   until   his    retirement. 

He  was  an  eloquent  prea- 
cher, and  vivid  illustrations 
came  naturally  to  him.  He 
put  a  burning  passion  into 
his  speaking,  writing  and 
living.  But  his  life  was  also 
full  of  contrasts.  While  his 
soul  was  often  burdened  by 
the  consciousness  of  needs 
that  ho  could  not  satisfy,  and 
much  of  the  time  tormented 
by  fetters  and  failures,  yet 
this  tension  was  relieved  by 
a  keen  sense  of  humor,  and 
an  enjoyment  of  the  ridiculous. 
He  was  essentialy  a  happy  soul. 

We  will  remember  him 
standing  just  beyond  the  veil 
witli  that  enlarging  group: 
with  Buchwalter  and  Gurney 
and  Hartzell ;  Coffin  and 
Greeley  and  Howard  ;  Ka(fuku 
and  Herbert  Tabvuma,  and 
Johnson ;  Mbuya  Bjorkland, 
Faku  and  Vilika  ;  Little  Euni- 
ce and  Frank;  Mildred  Ben- 
son and  Sadie  Rexrode  and 
Wagner,  and  a  host  of  others.

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Statistical  Report 
Conference...  1947 

The  statistics  for  this  year  will  necessarily  show  quite  a 
variation  when  compared  with  the  statistics  of  last  year.  Two 
reasons  contribute  to  this:  It  was  felt  by  the  Conference  that 
a  revision  of  Record  Books  was  necessary  and  therefore  the 
Bishop  authorized  at  Field  Meeting  time  a  careful  study  and 
revision  of  Record  Books  for  each  District.  This  revealed  that 
we  were  carrying  quite  a  lot  of  names  on  our  membership  roles 
who  were  no  longer  active  memhers.  The  statistics  for  this 
year,  consequently,  show  a  smaller  number  of  Church  members 
than  was  registered  last  year  in  spite  of  the  good  increase 
in  many  places.  The  second  factor  is  the  fact  of  many  new 
headings  for  the  statistics  this  year  as  Bishop  Booth  is  trying 
to  make  uniform  the  statistical  recordings  for  the  whole  area. 
This  matter  brought  a  lot  of  confusion  as  complete  new  forms 
were  not  printed.  Therefore,  we  have  registered  only  Circuit 
and  District  and  Conference  totals  for  several  items  as  many 
Districts  did  not  give  station  details. 

A  few  statistics  not  given  on  the  statistical  sheets,  due  to  the 
fact  that  all  Districts  did  not  turn  in  figures  for  these  items  are 
added  here.  Six  out  of  our  nine  Districts  gave  figures 
reealing  the  following  facts  :
